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ERAS OF MILITARY RETRENCHMENT. 


in the announcement from Tokio that the Japanese 
Ministry after a long sitting yielded to the Minister of 
Finance in his opposition to military and naval expan- 
sion, one can see a repetition of the policy of other 
nations after a successful war. ‘There always comes 
then a period of reaction when the best way seems to 
be to cut down expenditures for national defense in the 
hope of making of less weight the cost of the preceding 
wor. That Japan will gain by this policy is not to be 
believed. The experience of the United States alone 
should teach her a contrary lesson. ‘This country has 
steadily lost by it and has invited war by the adoption 
of a penurious military policy. This is not to say that 
a nation should undertake a ruinously extravagant policy 
of defensive or offensive armament, such as Japan 
secking in a few years to rival the naval strength of 
Great Britain without regard to the condition of her 
finances; but nations are not likely to go to such 
lergths. What is called extravagance by anti-militarists 
is usually the most economical measure of national 
defense in the long run. 

After the War of the Revolution, in spite of the warn- 
ing and counsels of Washington, we let the Army 
deteriorate until the War of 1812 found the country so 
poorly supplied with trained soldiers that a mere handful 
of British regulars swept over the Eastern country 
almost at their will, and that, too, when the hastily 
recruited American Volunteer troops were made up of 
men familiar with the handling of the rifle, inured to 
outdoor life and accustomed to riding horseback. It 
wis the same with the Navy. What Paul Jones had so 
valiantly set going was allowed to fall away, and in 
the War of 1812 was quite unequal to tasks which it 
could have easily accomplished to the glory of the coun- 
try if the proper care had been given to building up a 
fleet after the Revolution. The disgraceful actions of 
the Militia in the 1812 war ought to have aroused the 
country to the necessity of expanding its Army to a 
sive and efficiency commensurate with the enlarged 
nation, but nothing of the kind was done. Then came 
the Mexican War, which was so easily won because of 
the military and political conditions in Mexico that the 
United States fell into the belief of anti-militarists like 
Charles Sumner and others that the “true grandeur of 
nations” lay in leaving themselves open to attack by 
powerful enemies. So the Civil War broke upon the 
country, and the Federal Government found itself with 
only a few Regulars. Major G. W. Redway in “The 
War of Secession” says: “President Lincoln in January, 
1851, overhauling his military assets, discovered six 
regiments of Cavalry, five of Artillery and nineteen of 
Infantry, furnishing altogether 14,663 ‘Regulars pres- 
ent. ’? With this insignificant force behind him President 
Lincoln had to face the most formidable rebellion that 
the head of a nation had ever had to face up to that 
time. Then after the Civil War and the Grand Army 
had melted away, again there came the period of foolish 
tetrenchment. Instead of the great lead which the in- 
vention of Eriesson’s Monitor gave us being followed 
up by the United States, we calmly let the other nations 
take away this pre-eminence and build more powerful 
navies on the very principles which we had first applied 
in our own Civil War. 

But for that surprising spurt of patriotism which 
permitted the beginning of our New Navy in the early 
eighties one cannot tell what would have happened to 
us in the Spanish War. But luckily our Navy had 
begun to.assume some of the proportions of a fighting 
fleet, and was able through a suddenly acquired excel- 
lence in gun-fire and the naval weakness of Spain to 
gain two victories at sea which greatly simplified the 
task of the land forces and made our triumph a matter 
of only a few more days. Still the lack of adequate 


military supplies made a burlesque of many features of 
the invasion of Cuba, and beyond the personal character 
of our soldiers and their heroic endurance of the mid- 
summer tropical heat and consequent fevers brought 
little glory to the hastily organized and poorly equipped 
Army with which General Shafter carried out the 
invasion of Cuba. The lack of medical supplies, the want 
of sufficient medical officers to effect the necessary 
organization of required hospitals, the insufficiency of 
transportation facilities and the lack of skill and system 
in their use, the dearth of ammunition—these and a 
hundred other shortcomings testified to the stupidity of 
Congress in following out a policy of retrenchment in 
matters that concerned the defense of the nation. 

So Japan has only to read intelligently the history 
of the United States as recorded in the official reports of 
Army and Navy officers to understand the dangerous 
path that any nation enters upon when she seeks to 
economize by putting herself in a position of military 
weakness that may invite national humiliation either by 
the victory of her enemies or by her own exhibition 
of martial inefficiency. 
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The Pacific coast is making ready for the opening of 
the Panama Canal in 1915. Work is going on in every 
harbor from San Diego, Cal., to Prince Rupert, British 
Columbia. Each and every one is busy dredging, build- 
ing breakwaters, replacing old wood with steel and con- 
crete, extending dockage facilities, lessening pilotage 
and stevedoring charges; and the large shipping in- 
terests are sending commercial agents throughout the 
East and Europe seeking to stimulate demand for the 
products of the Pacific coast. The big steamship lines 
have had representatives on the coast during the past 
summer, planning to secure a share of the new Panama 
traffic. In one coast city a non-profit sharing stevedor- 
ing company has been organized by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, and everywhere great expenditures of energy and 
money are being made to popularize the ports with the 
steamship lines. Another move in behalf of the Pacific 
ports is a widely ramified movement to have the United 
States Government operate the Alaska coalfields and 
furnish steamer fuel to vessels from a coaling station at 
the Pacific entrance to the canal. The Pacific coast 
interest in the canal has been stimulated by the efforts 
of the Pan-American Union. A large correspondence is 
being carried on with chambers of cormmerce, boards of 
trade and other commercial organizations not oniy in 
the United States, but in Latin America, and with ex- 
porters and importers in both North and South America, 
pointing out what steps should be taken, especially in the 
study of new trade possibilities, in order that large benefits 
may be derived immediately following the completion of 
the canal. The Director General has addressed numerous 
commercial organizations in the United States on the 
subject of “Getting Ready for the Panama Canal,” and 
everywhere he has met with a responsive interest which 
indicates that the public is awakening to the situation. In 
his annual report the Director General of the Union, John 
Barrett, says: “If, then, the west coast of Latin America, 
comprehending in part or whole, the following countries: 
Mexico, Guatemala, Salvador, Honduras, Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, Panama, Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia 
and Chile, can to-day, without the canal, buy and sell 
fifty per cent. more than it did five years ago and con- 
duct a total foreign commerce of half a billion of dollars, 
it certainly is logic and common sense to claim that, 
within five years after the canal is opened and all that 
part of the world has felt its quickening influence, this 
foreign trade will reach a gratifying total of $1,000,000,- 
000 per annum.” 
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As the time approaches for the annual meeting of the 
National Association for the promotion of rifle practice 
the question of whether there will be a national shoot 
next summer becomes a pressing one. After it has been 
decided whether a match will be held next year another 
question upon which the Association is apt to be divided 
is as to the place to hold it. It is generally recognized 
that these national matches have become quite a burden 
to the Army, and are no small expense to the Navy and 
Marine Corps. At the last match besides the officers, the 
detachments of marines and the teams that participated 
in the match, there were on duty at Camp Perry sixteen 
companies of Infantry and one troop of Cavalry. Just 
at this time when economy is the watchword not only 
on Capitol Hill, but in the Department, it seriously em- 
barrasses the Army to send such a large force of troops 
and detail the necessary officers that are required to 
conduct the match. General Evans, Chief of the Militia 
Division, has declared that the national matches should 
be biennial affairs. He advanced this plan at the last 
meeting of the National Board and had considerable 
support from the War Department. He will probably 
have more support from the Department this year, and 
it will require considerable pressure from riflemen to 
secure the authorization of a match next year. Aside 
from the expense to the War Department the national 
matches seriously interfere with the summer work of the 
Army. Officers who should be instructing troops are 
kept at the match at the most desirable period of the 
summer. But the National Guard are anxious for an 
annual match. ‘They, with the enthusiastic riflemen, 
are a powerful influence not only with the Secretary of 
War but at the White House. Not until the Secretary 
has finally passed upon the report of the board will the 
time of holding the next match be determined. The same 
can be said of the selection of the place of holding the 
match. ‘tne Militia, it is understood, are strongly in 
favor of Camp Perry. It is thought that the Sparta 





range will be ready by next summer, and in that event 
Army officers will probably recommend the Wisconsin 
range. There is no feeling over the matter, but there is 
apt to be quite a spirited contest when the National 
Board meets in Washington next January.

Now that Secretary Meyer has selected his Director 
of Navy Yards by the appointment of Rear Admiral A. 
B. Willits, it may interest many to learn just what this 
newly created office will have to attend to. That the 
position will not be a sinecure may be judged from this 
enumeration by Mr. Meyer of the most important duties 
of the Director: He is to recommend apportionment of 
money for tools and equipment of various kinds; to 
pass upon and recommend to the Department the ap- 
propriations for permanent improvements, buildings, dry- 
docks, etc.; to compare the cost of work performed and 
recommend methods for greater economy; to handle 
classified labor questions; to handle labor disputes in 
the navy yards and consider the demands of employees 
and their representatives; to insure uniformity in the 
amount of work so that approximately the same number 
of men may be employed, and to increase the efficiency 
of shop management. The new officer is to assist in the 
improved administration of navy yards, and Mr. Meyer 
says that the establishment of this office is made more 
necessary by the desire of the Department to improve 
the management and shop methods in the navy yards. 
Careful study and the investigation of various systems 
of so-called scientific management, or modern manage- 
ment, have shown the undesirability of some for the pur- 
poses of our navy yards and the good features of a few, 
which may be advantageously employed for naval use. 
For this very important position and for the first ex- 
periment in the direction of utilizing such an overseer, 
the Secretary has acted wisely in choosing so competent, 
hard working and zealous an officer as Admiral Willits. 
If the creation of such an office can be justified by the 
efficiency of the work done in it, there is little doubt that 
the necessity for it will be made plain by the results 
achieved by Admiral Willits. 
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We are pleased to note the general approval given in 
the daily press to the recommendation of Secretary 
Meyer in his annual report that a special fund be pro- 
vided to defray the cost of entertaining the high-ranking 
officers of our Navy when persons of distinction visit the 
fleet. In other services than our own, an entertainment 
fund is provided and is usually called “table money.” 
For admirals of the different grades it is a fixed sum for 
each grade, and for other officers it varies according to 
the nature of the service. In all nations but ours it is 
recognized that entertainment to uphold the dignity of 
the nation and for its benefit should be paid for by the 
nation and not by the individual naval officer out of his 
own pocket. It is related that on one of the recent 
cruises abroad of some of our warships an extra visit 
to a continental port put such a strain upon the private 
financial resources of the officers of the fleet as a result 
of entertaining the dignitaries of the nation visited that 
many of Uncle Sam’s officers had to borrow heavily. be- 
fore they returned home. One newspaper expresses sur- 
prise that such a state of things could have existed so 
long without meeting with public condemnation. An- 
other journal calls attention to the fact that in large 
businesses the expenses for the entertainment of cus- 
tomers, actual or prospective, are paid not by the mem- 
bers of the firm doing the entertaining, but by the en- 
tire company. So traveling men have set aside a cer- 
tain sum for “holding up their end” as it is called, rather 
than have the house run the risk of being called cheap 
because its road representative did not do his share in 
entertaining. With the Secretary’s positive recommenda- 
tion behind it, and also a strong body of public ap- 
proval of his suggestion, a movement to provide such 
an entertainment fund should have a good chance of 
success this year.

The general and hearty response which was given by 
newspapers and magazines several months ago to our 
protest against the use of the honored word “cadet” to 
describe degenerate youths in the slums of the great 
cities makes all the more conspicuous the reappearance 
of that word in its obnoxious significance in the columns 
of the December McClure’s in the article by Jane Addams, 
Superintendent of Hull House, Chicago, on the ten- 
dencies toward immorality and their relation to economic 
pressure. There was no literary nor rhetorical excuse 
for its use, and it seems to have been lugged in by the 
ears by the author and to have been carelessly passed by 
the magazitie copy reader, since it is not to be sup- 
posed that the editors of a periodical like McClure’s are 
unaware of the movement against the wrong use of a 
word that until a few years ago had been associated 
chiefly with the glorious history of West Point and oc- 
casionally of the Naval Academy. At a time of high 
political pressure in New York city about a decade ago, 
the word was caught up from the lips of crusaders 
against East Side vice and received a wide currency 
that threatened to overshadow the nobler service to 
which the word had been put. Miss Addams, in her 
work among the outcasts and the forsaken of Chicago, 
must know how much military training is opposed to the 
development of such characters as those which have 
brought the word into disrepute, and for this reason she 
should have been careful not to employ a term which 
has been so long identified with some of the highest dis- 
plays of patriotism and pure living that the Republic 
has given to the world. 
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Demanding immediate legislative remedy for the al- 
leged malingering of government employees under the 
operation of the Liability Act of 1908, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy in his annual report calls attention to 
the uncontemplated abuses of the generosity of the Gov- 
ernment that have grown up under the new law. In- 
complete records show that surgical or medical, and 
more often the former treatment, was given to 9,954 
civilians at navy yards by naval medical officers in the 
United States in the last fiscal year. While the addi- 
tional demand taxes greatly the Medical Corps much 
more important results are consequent upon the opera- 
tion of the law as it stands. The text of the act is such 
that a workman receiving a trivial injury which necessi- 
tates his absence from work for two or three days re- 
ceives no compensation for the loss of time incurred, but 
should the injured man remain absent from work _for 
fifteen days full pay is allowed. The surgeon of the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard speaks thus of some results of the law: 
“The most serious defect of the law, and the one that 
leads. to the greatest amount of deception and dishonesty 
among the workmen is the provision that no compensa- 
tion shall be given unless the workmen is incapacitated 
for fifteen days. The belief that this provision would 
tend to make the men return quickly to work has been 
negatived by actual experience, and it is now seen to 
have just the contrary effect, causing the injured man to 
strain every effort to make his disability last the fifteen 
days.” One case illustrates this: There was a con- 
tusion of the toe, with hemorrhage under the big toe- 
nail; no effort was made for weeks to remove the nail, 
and an injury that ought to have been well in a few 
days was dragged out for nearly two months, the man in 
idleness and drawing full pay from the Government. At 
the Mare Island Yard the surgeon reports that al- 
though 300 pairs of protective eye glasses (goggles) 
were issued to the manufacturing and steam engineer- 
ing departments, no glasses were found in use during 
inspection of the shops, the means provided by the Gov- 
ernment for protection being thus ignored by the men. 
The medical officer of that yard recommends that com- 
pensation be given to employees poisoned while at work 
by lead or other metals. At the New York Yard the 
greater part of the work of the medical force is caused 
by caring for the civil force, accidents and emergency 
cases needing immediate attention. Great care and con- 
sideration are required as there is often reference in 
cases of compensation. In_the year these civilian cases 
in the yard totaled 3,042. The medical officer of the Nor- 
folk Yard says that, although the injured men are 
directed by him to report at the dispensary for examina- 
tion at the expiration of the time given them as disabled, 
a large percentage resort to all manner of excuses and 
schemes to absent themselves until the expiration of the 
fifteen days. Surgeon General Stokes’s report makes wt 
following recommendations on this subject: the —— 
of the fifteen-day clause; requirement of certificate o 
physical fitness on the part of the applicants for em- 
ployment; provision reducing pay, say to sixty per te 
during disability (the medical officer at Norfolk suggest- 
ing even only fifty per cent. of pay) ; reduction of pay 
to twenty-five per cent. of full pay during disability 
where contributory negligence can be proved, such as 
injuries to eyes caused by neglect to use protective 
goggles; summary discharge of malingering employees. 


In connection with the case of a well known athlete 
recently dishonorably discharged from a National Guard 
regiment in New York city for non-attendance at drills 
and non-payment of fines, a prominent athletic official 
has expressed the opinion that the time is not far distant 
“when the governing body of athletics in this country, 
the Amateur Athletic Union and the Intercollegiate 
A.A.A.A., will take a stand on a man’s character in 
relation to competition. Are these men the type of men 


we want to associate with our boys? In other words, 
I think the time is not far distant when we must 
sider other things than a man’s athletic ability. Bago 
now we in America have been weak on that side 0 
athletic government: we have lacked the nerve to Sit 
in a closed room and arbitrarily reject an undesirable 
character, and it is simply because the newspapers are 
net hack of us. They would want to know why, they 
would talk akont 2 man’s right, they would shake the 
American flag and leave us without any support. There 
is something in this suggestion of lack of public support, 
but we imagine that there is more in the growth in 
America of the win-at-any-price spirit in the last. few 
,ears, which is shown in the employment of professional 
voaches and trainers and in the nse of professional or 
semi-professional “talent” in certain forms of contests 
until this latter form of athletic corruption has grown 
into one of the most serious. evils that, have ever 
threatened the purity of athletics. In National Guard 
athletics there have been cases in which athletes have 
been paid by the military company of which they were 
inembers. Not so long ago there was a well authenticated 
report about a certain Militia champion who reported 
at a set of games “too tired to compete.” His company 
agreed to nay him to appear so as not to disappoint the 
erowd. His fatigue thereunon vanished and he took 
nart. None of this taint. of course, has ever attached 
to the particination of the Military and Naval Academies 
in intereollecinte contests, and to the extent that it is 
tolerated outside. even in the slightest degree, to just 
that extent are the Service athletes handicapped. It is 
to he regretted that the spotless record of the National 
Academies in this regard has not availed in the years 
to prednee the highest standard of honor to which all 
the athletically competing institutions of learning might 
subseribe and seek to imitate with sincerity of purnose 
and honesty of determination. It has heen a good thing 
for the world of foothall that at the head of the associa- 
tien governing that sport has been for several years an 
officer of the Army, whose football training in his early 
youth was in the pure atmosphere of military athletics.

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Another evidence of the nearness of the completion 
of the Panama Canal is given by the progress of the 
work for the lighting of the waterway. This was begun 
in April. 1911, and is advancing in accordance with 
the schedule made in June. Surveys and clearing of the 
land of obstructing trees and foliage are almost finished 
and the construction of the range light towers is under 
way. The scheme of illrmination contemplates the use 
of range lichts to establish direction on the longer 
tangents and of side lights snaced about one mile apart 
to mark each side of the channel. Range lights will 
be omitted in the Culebra Cut and on four of the sharter 
tangents on the remainder of the canal. Acetylene gas 
will he psed for the lighted buoys in all sections of the 





canal and for the beacons in the Gatun Lake section. 
In other sections electricity may take the place of gas. 
It has been necessary to cut trochas through jungles, 
which has been a laborious task. These trochas are 
the width of the canal at their beginning and taper down 
to about 400 feet at the end. The clearing gang con- 
sisted of about 100 men up to August, and since then of 
about fifty. In the seven months including October 
837.2 acres were cleared, there remaining to be cleared 
about 200 acres.

An officer of long service in the Army writes saying: 
“In your issue of Sept. 23 last we read: ‘It has been 
decided by the War Department to discontinue the 
practice of raising the hat or cap when the flag passes 
the reviewing officer. Hereafter the flag will be saluted 
as it is in all the armies of the world.’ These words 
touch a chord of regret and sadness. I have been part 
of many reviews and found inspiration in their quality, 
pride and pomp, but the circumstance ever most thrilling 
has been uncovering at the passing of the colors. It 
has never taken the form of merely raising the hat or 
eap. It has been more imposing and impressive than 
this. Heads have been bared, visages turned to profound 
respect and reverence, and hearts. doubtless, moved with 
love and adoration as the flag passed by. Why is it 
that we must salute our banner ‘as it is in all the armies 
of the world’? Are there no reasons for doing it a 
different way? ‘The Stars and Stripes are worthy of 
this distinction, and the regulations in this respect at 
least should stem the tide of change sweeping in from 
foreign shores. In this matter change can do no good 
and conservatism can do no harm. Here at least we 
are safe in adhering to the forms and traditions of the 
fathers, and can say to other nations with full confi- 
dence, ‘Our ways are best.’” It is not to be forgotten 
that the flag is with us the sole symbol of national 
sovereignty. and it should be treated with the reverential 
respect shown in foreign countries to the hereditary 
sovereigns. It represents the nation, its glory and 
honor. its record of heroic sacrifice, of loyal devotion to 
Guty: all, in short, that makes and keeps us great as 
a nation. We cannot honor it too highly.

Replying to an inquiry of the Senate as to rented 
buildings used in San Francisco by the Army or War 
Department, Q.M. Gen. J. B. Aleshire says that “for 
the last three years this office has made repeated efforts 
to secure an appropriation of $200,000 for the construc- 
tion of a general administration building at Fort Mason, 
to provide office accommodation for division headquarters. 
Should this building be provided it will save approxi- 
mately $20,000 per annum. ‘Two storehouses are now 
in progress of construction at the Army supply depot at 
Fort Mason, and two others are contemplated and will 
he constructed if the funds asked for in the estimates to 
Congress for the fiseal year 1913 are allowed. This will 
entirely do away with the rental of the Fontana ware- 
house and offices and storehouses for the Subsistence 
Department, making a total approximate saving of 
£24,000 per annum. The status of Fort Mason as a post 
for mobile troops is not definitely understood in this 
office, but it is thought that the battalion headquarters 
and company of Infantry now there will ultimately be 
removed, and that the quarters there will be utilized 
for the staff of the commanding general. The transport 
wharves at the Army supply depot at Fort Mason are 
practically completed, and will be occupied in a short 
time. This will render the lease of Folsom street wharf 
no longer necessary, and result in a saving of $18,000 
per annum. No buildings or rooms are rented cr leased 
for use as quarters for civilian employees of the Army 
employed in San Francisco or on government property 
in the vicinity thereof, there being no appropriation of 
the Quartermaster’s Department available for that pur- 
pose.

Brig. Gen. J. W. Duncan, U.S.A., commanding the De- 
partment of Texas, is to make a report to the Secretary 
of War, on the availability of 500 or more acres of the 
Fort Clark reservation for use as a tuberculosis sani- 
tarium and grounds for the state. General Duncan, who 
made a trip to the reservation recently, in speaking to a 
representative of the San Antonio Express, is reported 
as follows: “I want to say this, and that is Fort Clark 
is one of the best policed reservations I have ever seen. 
One might eat from the parade ground or in the rear of 
the quarters. It is all remarkably clean and the bat- 
talion of the 23d Infantry out there has accomplished 
great things. It is one of the ideal posts of the Army. 
It is so much like old Fort Sidney, Neb., that if I was a 
captain again I would not regret serving in this border 
post. I saw the four companies of Major Holley‘s bat- 
talion at drill and was greatly impressed with what the 
men are doing in the new Infantry Drill Regulations. 
They have a remarkable water supply at Fort Clark. It 
is a spring fully as productive and beautiful in many re- 
spects as the waters in the Landa estate at New Braun- 
fels. This spring is bubbling up in a pool that measures 
200 x 300 feet, its waters as clear as crystal and alive 
with fish. Throw a pin in there and you can see it 
strike bottom. It is the head of Los Moras Creek that 
winds its way through the reservation. A great deal of 
the ground is susceptible of being converted into an 
immense irrigated garden, and for that reason the prop- 
erty is most valuable. In all there are 3,962 acres in the 
reservation.”

The report some years ago by the late Colonel Larned 
of the answers made by some of the graduates of Ameri- 
can schools to test questions is paralleled by a report of 
similar illustrations of ignorance recorded in the Omaha 
Excelsior. Questioned as to his statement that a 
certain building in a small town in Virginia was a 
college a resident replied: “Well, I guess I ought to 
know: ain’t I one of its alma maters?’ A father who 
was told by his son’s teacher that the boy showed un- 
mistakable signs of astigmatism replied, ‘‘Lick it out of 
him.” Oxygen was described in wobbly chirography as 
“a thing that has eight sides”; a blizzard as the inside 
of a hen; a spine as “a long limber bone; your head 
sets on one end and you set on the other.” But these 
answers show quaint misconceptions or misrecollections 
rather than vacuous ignorance. Some of the composi: 
tions were startlingly original, like the boy’s essay on 
Sir Walter Raleigh; “Sir Walter Raleigh,” wrote the 
boy, “was a great man—-he discovered America—then 
he discovered Virginia—than he discovered potatoes and 
then he discovered tabaceo, So he went back to England 


and showed them how to smoke, exclaiming, ‘My friends, 
be of good cheer, for we have this day in England lit 
such a flame as I trust by God’s grace shall never be 
extinguished.’ ”

In the opinion of the Quartermaster General of the 
Army, approved by the Judge Advocate General, the law 
provides a suit of civilian clothing for a prisoner who 
has been dishonorably discharged after confinement by 
sentence of court-martial, but it does not provide any 
clothing for the man who has been confined awaiting 
trial by general court-martial, even though he may be 
convicted and be sentenced to be dishonorably discharged, 
General Crowder thinks that the claims of decency in 
the latter case might be met by action under Par. 1186, 
A.R. It certainly would not be a becoming spectacle 
to find a military prisoner turned into the street as 
naked as a Doukhobor. We have in mind a remarkable 
photograph of a group of Doukhobors taken as they were 
marching along the road in a compact mass, men, women 
and little children, all mixed up together, and all as 
naked as the Lady Godiva, apparently as innocent of 
all improper ideas as the lady of Coventry and as 
oblivious of the Peeping Tom with his kodak. 
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The Naval Prize bill was rejected by the House of 
Lords on Dec. 12 by a vote of 145 to 53, which amounts 
to a repudiation of the Declaration of London. The 
Earl of Selborne, in moving the rejection of the bill, said 
that the measure permitted an appeal from the British 
Privy Council to the prize court, but no corresponding 
appeal from the United States Supreme Court, as tie 
Constitution of the United States makes it impossible 
to carry an appeal from the Supreme Court to any inter- 
nation tribunal. This bill passed the House of Commons 
on its third reading on Dec. 7 by a vote of 172 to 125, 
The Lords decided to defeat it so as to prevent the 
government from ratifying the Declaration of London, 
which has been widely denounced by admirals of the 
navy, shipowners, Chambers of Commerce and other 
representative bodies. A strong objection to the composi- 
tion of the prize court was that it gave Great Britain 
no larger representation than that accorded to petty 
Central American republics.

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The New York World expressed regret on hearing that 
the present system of naming submarines after fish was 
to give place to designation by letter and number. It 
believes that not only will the picturesqueness of names 
be lost, but the future history of the submarine flotilla 
in song and story will sound like the report of a board 
meeting. “Would the Revenge have been immortalized 
in verse if it had sailed as the R-3? Would a piece of 
armor plate from the V-6 have the same glamor as 
does the shattered mast of the Victory? There is some- 
thing thrilling, something that calls forth patriotic 
affection, in ships named the Constitution. the Bonhomme 
Richard, the Kearsarge, the Essex, the Olympia. There's 
a stimulating bravado which inspires confidence in the 
Inflexible, the Condor, the Dreadnought.”

It is the hope of the Pan-American Union Bulletin, 
published in Washington, that the celebration of Co- 
lumbus Day, Oct. 12, in the United States may become 
ere long an international festival in which al] the coun- 
tries of the Western Hemisphere may join. As a Pan- 
American féte it is expected to establish more firmly the 
bonds of amity and good-will among the nations of the 
Northern and Southern Continents, 
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Mail advices from Zamboanga, Mindanao, P.I., Oct. 
91, 1911, tell of a daring attack made at 1:30 a.m., 
Oct. 17, by a Moro armed with a barong and spear, who 
stealthily crept through the line of sentinels around the 
camp of the squadron of the 2d Cavalry camped at Seit 
Lake and attacked the cooks while asleep near their 
kitchen fires. Q.M. Sergt. Osward Homilius, Troop K, 


od Cav., received a spear wound in the chest, from the 
effect of which he died in fifteen minutes. The following 
were wounded: Cook Fred Barnes, Troop M, severely 
cui in several places; Cook Charles F. Gordon, Troop 
M. severely cut in the knee; Pvt. Cornelius Donovan, 
Troop K, slight spear wound in the abdomen; 1st Sergt. 
Thomas F. Crahan, Troop K, wound in the leg. The 
night was very dark, and the Moro had nearly finished 
his work before it was realized that anything had hap- 
pened. After the attack on the cooks the Moro approached 
Sergeant Crahan’s tent. The sergeant had been 
awakened by the noise outside and shot the Moro as 
he appeared in the entrance spear in hand. The latter 
dropped, but crawled away in the darkness. A _ short 
time later the Moro was discovered making his escape 
and was shot and killed by Lieut. Edward R. Coppock, 
24 Cav. The soldiers claim that there was but one Moro 
engaged in the attack, but the fact that so many were 
wounded and that both a spear and barong were used 
would seem to indicate that there were two. The body 
of the Moro was identified as a man from Looc Ward 
naned Hagiebon. Looc Ward is the home of more bad 
men than any other ward on the island. It is believed 
thot the attack was made for the purpose of securing 
rifies, but none was lost. Street lamps are to be placed 
around the camp, so that hereafter it will be impossible 
to 2pproach under cover of darkness. 
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Col. Robert M. Thompson was elected vice-president 
of the Navy League of the United States at a meeting 
of ‘he board of directors. He succeeds former Secretary 
of the Navy Truman H. Newberry, who tendered his 
resignation some time ago. The following officers were 
re-lected for the ensuing year: Gen. Horace Porter, 
president ; J. P. Morgan, jr., treasurer; Henry H. Ward, 
secretary. Walter R. Addicks, of New York, and Lieut. 
Randolph H. Miner, of Los Angeles, Cal., were selected 
to fill vacancies on the board of directors. Thomas A. 
Edison and ex-Ambassador Charlemagne M. Tower, life 
members of the League, were elected honorary vice-presi- 
de:ts by unanimous vote. The recommendation of Sec- 
retary Ward that the League hold its next convention 
in Washington this winter was unanimously approved by 
the board of directors. It is expected that this conven- 
tion will be one of the most important and largely at- 
ter ded in the history of the League. An extensive pro- 
grim is being prepared which will include addresses by 
men prominent in civil life as well as in military and 
naval circles. Delegations will be sent from, almost 
every state in the Union. The Pacific coast will prob- 
ably be represented by a larger delegation than any 
other section of the country. 
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A New York state department of the Army and Navy 
Union was organized at Albany, N.Y., on Dec. 2, by 
George Russell Downs, national commander, of Erie. Pa. 
Thomas H. Avery, adjutant general, and Louis K. Pass- 
nore, senior vice national commander, were present 
representing the national corps. The convention was 
attended by representatives of eighteen garrisons from 
all over the state, with a total membership of about 
3,000. A department of the Navy of the Army and 
Navy Union has been organized. The Seaman Gunner’s 
League has amalgamated into Naval Branch No. 1, Army 
end Navy Union, located at the navy yard, New York. 
Naval Branch No, 2, Army and Navy Union, has recently 
leen organized on board the U.S.S. Dixie, with fifty 
charter members, and there are twenty-five applications 
on file for charters to form naval branches. 
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The following was the degree of completion of vessels 
under construction for the U.S. Navy on Dee.

REPORT OF SECRETARY OF WAR. 


The first report of Henry L. Stimson as Secretary of 
War shows an intelligent interest in the Service, and 
indicates that the new head of the War Department 
has some positive opinions on military subjects. He 
calls attention to the fact that our mobile Army numbers 
only 31,850 officers and men, less in proportion to the 
population than in 1876, when it was only 25,000. It 
is distributed among forty-nine posts in twenty-four 
states and territories, the average to each post being 
nine companies, giving an average strength to each post 
of only 650. Located as they were with reference to 
possible Indian troubles, comparatively few of these 
posts are in a position to meet the strategic needs of 
national action or defense. “In short, we have scattered 
our Army over the country as if it were merely groups 
of local constabulary, instead of a national organization. 
The result is an Army which is extraordinarily expensive 
to maintain, and one whose efficiency for the main pur- 
pose of its existence has been nullified so far as 
geographical location can nullify it.’ The cost of 
administrative and paper work is so excessive that each 
of our effective rifleman costs between two and tive times 
as much as in European armies, and this excluding from 
comparison the higher pay and subsistence. The neces- 
sity for reorganization is growing constantly more 
pressing. ‘The requirements of our outlying possessions, 
including Alaska, tends to deplete the mobile force left 
within the United States and necessitates its distribution 
to the best advantage. 

The Texas mobilization has given us an object lesson 
in economy and efficiency, but it is difficult to change 
existing methods with $94,000,000 invested in misplaced 
posts and strong local influences favoring their con- 
tinuance. The change to administration by territorial 
divisions is estimated to be saving $245,000 per annum, 
and it has brought the department commander into closer 
personal contact with his troops. : 

It is found that the three Southwestern states—Texas, 
New Mexico and Arizona—are so much better adapted 
to Cavalry training and drill than the Northern states 
that it is the purpose of the department to maintain 
the Cavalry in the South and Southwest, and so far as 
possible substitute Infantry for them in the Northern 
posts. The economic and military advantages of concen- 
trating troops in positions near large cities like San 
Antonio and El Paso, and commanding the junction of 
numerous lines of railroad and occupying strategic 
positions toward our own frontier, has been demonstrated 
by our experience in Texas; also the advantages of 
having larger regiments to increase the morale, the 
interest and the enthusiasm of officers and men. 

The present garrison of American troops in the Philip- 
pine Islands consists of eight regiments of Infantry and 
four regiments of Cavalry. Until recently the maximum 
authorized strength of these regiments has been 837 
enlisted men, or a strength of sixty-five men per com- 
pany. A study by the General Staff shows that by 
raising the enlisted strength to 150 men per company 
and to 100 men per troop these twelve regiments can be 
replaced by six regiments—four of Infantry and two of 
Cavalry. This will give the Philippine garrisons 8,592 
effectives. as against 7,536, and will relieve for use 
elsewhere four regiments of Infantry and two of Cavalry. 
This will result in a large saving, and further economies 
would result from maintaining in our tropical posses- 
sions permanent regimental organizations, instead of 
transporting back and forth the various regiments which 
now constitute their garrisons. The men would be 
enlisted expressly for the Philippine organization and 
would serve their full enlistment there, thus giving them 
foreign service very little in excess of that under the 
present system. The saving by this plan is estimated 
at $500,000 annually, besides the saving in transporta- 
tion. 

The Secretary favors a three-year term of enlistment, 
or even a lesser term, saying: “The theory of the modern 
state is that it is the duty of the citizen to train himself 
as promptly as possible to perform his function as a 
soldier in case of possible war and to return as quickly 
as possible to his normal civil life. Nowhere is this 
theory more clearly exemplified than in the Republic of 
Switzerland, where we find going hand in hand with the 
most advanced development of modern democratic insti- 
tutions a system of military training which has produced 
an excellent and effective army.” The high professional 
polish of our Army, which is assumed to result from a 
longer enlistment term, would be utterly destroyed by 
the infusion of raw recruits in the event of war, and 
at the very moment when it was needed. The Secretary 
tells us that when with the Chief of Staff he visited the 
different organizations in the Southwest he found that 
the regiments in which the new enlistments were 
concentrated had had less than six months in which to 
drill their raw recruits, and in several cases the regi- 
ments had been virtually recreated by new infusions. 
In the case of the 11th Cavalry the recruits amounted 
to 77 per cent. of the regiment’s original strength; in 
the case of the 28th Infantry to 44 per cent., and in the 
case of the 3d Field Artillery to 23 per cent. “Yet.” 
says the Secretary, “not only did the work of the regi- 
ments thus recreated not fall below the standard of 
the other regiments, but on the contrary it was distinctly 
better. The work of the 11th Cavalry, which was thus 
so largely reconstituted, was particularly good, and 
conclusively showed that with earnest and enthusiastic 
officers and a nucleus such as existed in this regiment a 
highly efficient Cavalry regiment could be virtually created 
within the time mentioned. I believe, therefore, that 
the remedy required is not to make the task easier by 
distributing it over a longer period, but rather to 
stimulate the interest and zeal of the officers in charge. 
I believe that the proper way to do this is by relieving 
them as far as possible from the tedious routine of 
administrative work now imposed upon them by our 
distribution of posts and garrisons and by concentrating 
their work upon the duties of instruction. I therefore 
believe that the path of the future lies in the direction 
of making the time of service with the colors shorter, 
with provisions in the contract of enlistment by which 
the soldier can he recalled to the colors thereafter for a 
certain number of years in case of national emergency.” 

The Secretary urges that legislation be adopted to 
establish an adequate system of national reserves to 
include the 25,000 trained men discharged from the Army 
each year on an average. He says: “If, further. the 
time with the colors were shortened, say, to two years, 
and the same system of reserves created, I believe that 
the system could be inaugurated at much less expense 
than our present establishment; and I believe it could 
be done without any impairment of the efficiency and 


training of the Regular Army, provided we eliminated 
some of our present wasteful methods of diffusion and 
concentrated our mobile Army into units which would 
permit of effective training. and drill.” 

The Army was distributed as follows on Oct. 15, 1911: 
In the United States, 56,753; Alaska, 1,084: in the 
Philippines, of the Regular Army 11.583, Philippine 
Scouts 5,615; Porto Rico, 600; Hawaii, 2,332: the Canal 
Zone, 854; troops en route and officers in other foreign 
stations, 1,432. 

A decided improvement in both officers and men is 
noted, the Army schools having much to do with this. 
Mr. Stimson says: “They have broadened the outlook 
and distinctly raised the tone of the Army at large and 
engendered a high sense of duty and that sense of self- 
sacrifice in which the Service takes most pride. How- 
ever, owing to the practical failure, after more than 
twenty years’ trial, of the present system of elimination 
for unfitness. there is much deadwood in the Army and 
many backward tendencies evident. I agree with my 
predecessors, Mr. Root and his successors, in the great 
need of a fair merit system governing both promotion 
and elimination. I am also hopeful that proper correc- 
tion of our administrative system and of our larger 
military policies will so change the life and work of the 
Army that such deadwood will not accumulate, and that 
the progressive, ambitious officers will be so worked and 
trained that they will keen un their high standard. So 
far as the machinery at hand will permit, I desire to 
bring about a more rational treatment of their duties 
by the Examination and Retirement Boards, to the end 
that in dealing with those officers charged with being 
physically, mentally or temperamentally unfit they shall 
give less weight to the assumed vested rights of the 
individual officer and more weight to the welfare of 
the Service. 

“Recruiting has been proceeding satisfactorily, and I 
am informed that the character of the men enlisted is 
gratifyingly good. The actual strength of the Army was 
on Oct. 15, 1911, about nine per cent. below its authorized 
strength. About seventy-two per cent. of the whole 
number of applicants for enlistment were rejected, in- 
dicating a high degree of care and scrutiny on the part 
of the recruiting officers. The same efficiency in recruit- 
ing is likewise indicated by the rate of discharge for 
disability. which has been steadily lessened. 

“The number of desertions during the past fiscal year 
has fallen from 4,998 and 3,464 for the two preceding 
years to 2,504, or 2.28 per cent. of the whole number of 
enlisted men in the Service during the year. This is 
the lowest percentage of desertion which has obtained 
in the American Army, with one exception, during the 
past ninety years.” 

The striking achievements of the Medical Corps of 
the Army, so often set forth in our columns, are dwelt 
upon by the Secretary. Typhoid fever is practically 
extinct, and for six months of the calendar year 1911 
there was only one admission to hospital for beriberi 
among the native troops in the Philippines. There were 
103.93 per thousand in 1909. The Secretary adds: “The 
excellent sanitary record of the Army has been marred 
and its efficiency impaired by the high percentage of 
venereal diseases, which continues to be far in excess of 
that obtaining among other nations and which causes 
more disahility than all other contagious diseases com- 
lined. The Surgeon General in his report expresses the 
cpinion that the time has come for this question to be 
handled in a firm and systematic way. He recommends 
ihe stoppage of pay for time lost on account of these 
Giseases as one important step to be taken. This opinion 
is shared by a large number of officers of general and 
field rank who have given the matter careful considera- 
tion. I concur with this recommendation, and I urge 
that legislation be passed which will authorize the 
stoppage of pay of both officers and men during time of 
disability for active service caused by such diseases.” 

The Secretary approves the administration of the 
prison at Fort Leavenworth under the system imposed 
upon it by statute law. but he favors the English barrack 
system of dealing with military offenders. 

The creation of a supply corps by the consolidation 
of the Quartermaster, Subsistence and Pay Departments 
is recommended; also the creation of a general service 
corps. A saving of $1,500,000 would result from these 
two reforms. Scientific management of government work 
is approved. We need more field artillery material. 
The status of our seacoast defenses on June 30, 1911, is 
shown by the following table:

Congress is urged to pass the bill to fill up vacancies 
in the Military Academy from the whole list of alter- 
nates selected in the order of merit. The Secretary 
favors a pension system for civil employees. Attention 
is called to the needs of our insular possessions, as 
shown in the report of General Edwards, to which we 
have heretofore referred. 

The Secretary says: “The total estimates of the War 
Department for the fiscal year 1913 show a net increase 
of $4,251,854.55, and a gross increase of $6,255.880.57. 
Of this amount 43.5 per cent. is for the Organized 
Militia ; 27.8 per cent, for fortifications and other works 
of defense ; 24.9 per cent. for the support of the Army 
proper (including the Military Academy); 3.3 per cent. 
for miscellaneovs objects (including military posts, mili- 
tary parks, buildings and grounds in and around Wash- 
ington, national cemeteries and National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers), and 0.2 per cent. for the 
civil establishment. This gross increase is offset by a 
gross decrease of $2,004,026.02, seventy-one per cent. of 
which is caused by a decrease in the estimates for river 
and harbor improvements. and 28.9 per cent. in estimates 
for miscellaneous objects.”

SCHOOL OF MARINE ENGINEERING LECTURES. 


The course of lectures at the School of Marine En- 
gineering, U.S. Naval Academy, Annapolis, Md.,. which 
was found so valuable a feature of the course of instruc- 
tion last year, has been resumed. . 

Prof. Sidney A. Reeve, M.F., consulting engineer, of 
New York city, began on Dec. 8 and 9 a course of lec- 
tures on the general subject of “Thermodynamics,” 


which will be continued on the Fridays and Saturdays 
of succeeding weeks at ten a.m. : 

Prof. Henry Fay, of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Boston, Mass., will lecture at ten a.m. of 
Wednesday, Dec. 27, on “The Detection and Analysis 
of. Failures in’ Castings and Forgings by Photo- 
micrography.” Professor Fay has done some quite re- 








markable work in the detection and prevention of trouble 
of various sorts 


in heavy shaft and gun forgings and 
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castings for the Watertown Arsenal and other parties 
interested in high grade machinery, and as he is an able 
and experienced lecturer, as well as a thorough expert 
in his field, his lecture is anticipated with great interest. 
These lectures, although arranged primarily for the 
benefit of the student officers of the school, are open to 
any officer who can arrange to attend any of them. 
Many of the lectures of last year were attended by 
officers from Washington and elsewhere, who were in- 
terested in the subjects discussed, and who found great 
profit from hearing the views of the expect lecturer 
presented in his own manner, and the discussion which 
followed by the officers present. Notice of other lectures 
will be furnished in these columns as they are arranged.

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REPORT OF SURGEON GENERAL, U.S.N. 


Maintaining that the enlisted men of the Navy who 
have a tendency to tuberculosis have no place in the 
Service, Surg. Gen. Charles F. Stokes, U.S.N., in his 
annual report expresses an inability to see the utility 
of the naval hospital at Las Animas for the cure of 
consumptives. Since it is the policy of the bureau not 
to restore to duty enlisted men in whom tuberculosis is 
definitely proved to exist, and since the bureau deprecates 
the restoration to duty afloat of officers who are tuber- 
culous, Dr. Stokes says that the “maintenance of the 
naval hospital at Las Animas is scarcely justified as a 
part of a military establishment, as its function is purely 
humanitarian. ‘These tuberculous patients can be well 
eared fur in another Federal institution whose functions 
are wholly humanitarian, without the further great ex- 
penditures necessary to make the establishment at Las 
Animas a complete institution for the treatment of the 
tuberculous.” At this hospital many experiments have 
been made to prove the efficacy of mercury injections as 
a cure for consumption, but the report says that “the 


results obtained from the treatment have not justified 
the belief that mercury is a specific in the treatment of 
tuberculosis. After a trial of about three years’ duration 
the use of mercury has been abandoned, and patients 
receive the usual sanatorium treatment. In the year 
there were 357 tuberculous patients under care, and of 
these seventeen were discharged as cured. 

In some detail the Surgeon General explains the plan 
that has been developed by which the wounded from 
each ship of the fleet may be transferred and new sani- 
tary units of personnel and material may be supplied 
to each vessel if necessary within four or five hours. 
This plan contemplates one medical transport to care 
for the killed and wounded of the ships of each division 
of the fleet. assuming that each division will consist of 
five fighting ships. Preservation of neutrality requires 
that these transports be under the Red Cross. The 
medical and surgical work will be done by the medical 
division, which will comprise five distinct units, each to 
consist of one medical officer of the Regular service in 
charge, ten Reserve Corps or Volunteer medical officers, 
one hospital steward and fifty hospital apprentices, this 
arrangement presuming that Congress establishes a 
M.R.C. As each of the five units from each transport 
will have its own distinct organization, dressings, ¢tc.. 
each will be capable of independent action, and, should 
need arise, the entire medical department of each ship 
could be immediately replaced by a fresh medical unit 
not fatigued by the stress of recent conflict. 

Two sanitary bases, one on the Atlantic coast and 
one on the Pacific coast. have been selected, organized 
and plans have been worked out in minute detail as to 
methods of operation, in case of national need. The 
U.S.P.H. and M.H. Service, with its corps of trained 
sanitarians, stands ready to co-operate with and under 
the direction of the Medical Department of the Navy in 
earing for the sanitation of these bases, thereby leaving 
the Navy Medical Department to care for the large 
number of men wounded in a naval engagement. The 
medical transports would bring the wounded to these 
sanitary bases, whence the convalescents would be 
transferred as necessity demanded. The recently begun 
practice of having first-aid instruction given at least 
twice a week by line officers who have been thoroughly 
instructed by the medical officers is certain to increase 
efficiency, and is destined to keep many men at their 
stations during battle. 

The admissions for disease afloat and ashore in the 
year were 32.149 out of an average strength of the Navy 
and Marine Corps of 56,721. Admissions and readmis- 
sions for disease, 41.952: percentage per 1,000 of strength, 
739.62 in 1910. 797.28 in 1909, and 648.38 for ten years 
(1898-1907). The daily average of patients was 1,534.13, 
a ratio of 27.05 in a thousand, against 26.13 in 1909. 
Total number of sick days due to disease, 470,091. The 
total discharges for disability were 1,689, of which 
1,190 were for disease, a ratio per thousand of 20.40, 
as against the decade ratio of 29.63. The deaths from 
disease were 159, a ratio of 2.73, against 2.36 in 1909, 
and 4.05 in the decade. The total deaths from all causes 
were 330, a ratio of 5.66, against 5.00 in 1909. Total 
damage in percentage of sick from diseases in 1910 was 
8.659, against 3.952 in 1909. The deaths from tubercu- 
losis in the Naval Hosnital at Las Animas are not 
counted in the tables. There were 109 deaths, or about 
one-third of all deaths, due to drowning. This list 
includes the thirty-one lost when the Nina foundered 
and the twenty-three drowned in the New Hampshire’s 
boat accident. As we compare unfavorably in respect to 
swimming with foreign navies, the report recommends 
more attention be given to natation. 

Phophvlectic self-treatment would he encouraged, Dr. 
Stokes believes. if pay were forfeited in cases of dis- 
ability from the most common ailment. Tynhoid caused 
9.471 sick davs and ten deaths. Tuberculosis caused 
nineteen deaths and 11,913 sick days. This disease 
occasioned the largest number of discharges for dis- 
ability. The -prevalence of tuberculosis in the Pacific 
Fleet has been investigated by a board of medical officers. 
Fifty cases of pulmonary tuberculosis developed in the 
complements of six shins. Fifty-four had chronic 
bronchitis or pleurisy. The board made a number of 
recommendations. among them that ships should be dis- 
infected every two years throughout, that members of 
the engineer’s force shovld he encouraged to go on deck 
in clean dungarees. The sailor’s habit of sleeping on a 
mat on deck is disapproved, as placing him near sputum 
germs in the lower strata of air. The Japanese, who 
are especially subject to consumption, do much of this 
kind of sleeping. Tonsillitis was second in prevalent 
diseases in the year, causing 3.121 admissions and 16.445 
sick days. In the Atlantic Fleet alone there were 1,045 
cases. Shellacking of the decks has lessened tonsillitis. 





Where wax was substituted for shellac the number of 
cases was excessive. 

The increasing strain on the eye due to the greater use 
of searchlights, to the telescopic sights, to the electrical 
illumination below decks, is receiving deep study by the 
Medical Corps, as is the deafening effect of gunfire in 
the case of officers and men. “Alcoholism is steadily 
decreasing in the naval service,” says the report. i 
is the case among both officers and men. A decade com- 
parison proves this. In 1900 the admission rate was 
10.8 per thousand, in 1905 it had fallen to 7.3, and in 
1910 it was only 5.9, a drop of nearly fifty per cent. in 
ten years. For tropical service a khaki, olive drab or 
slate-colored washable uniform and headdress would be 
better than white, which makes too good a target and 
is too readily soiled. A campaign hat, helmet or a straw 
hat would be better than the present article, which gives 
no protection to the head and neck. 

Flat foot continues to show an increase. The admis- 
sion rate in 1910 was 3.88, against 2.66 in 1909. ‘The 
high invaliding rate of 2.59 was an increase of 0.72 over 
1909. The recommended exercises are expected to 
prevent flat foot by strengthening the weaker parts. 
Faulty enlistment, increased service activity and malinger- 
ing are the three chief causes for the increase of the 
rate. The number of admissions for color blindness 
more than doubled, owing to the increased vigilance at 
the re-examination of recruits. There were 1,051 cases 
of mumps, 828 of them occurring at the three training 
stations. Excepting malaria, the greatest decrease in 
the admission rate was in tonsillitis, which fell from 
61.71 in 1909 to 55.02 in 1910. The substitution of the 
bubbling spring device for the common drinking cup is 
largely responsible for the decrease. From a rate of 
18.85 in 1909. malaria’s rate fell to 11.79. The bureau 
has discontinued the administration of general prophy- 
lactic dosage of anti-toxin in diphtheria. Mental 
diseases show a slight increase. ere were twenty 
suicides, nine by firearms and four by poison. Taken as 
a whole, the year may be regarded as a normal one, 
considering the deaths and sickness of the Service. The 
reduction in the total damage from disease and injury 
in the Service, already noted, indicates an improvement 
in the general health of the entire Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

In the matter of appropriations, an increase of 
$400,000 is asked for the “Medical Department”; of 
$3,000 for “Contingent, medicine and surgery,” and 
$2,000 for “Bringing home remains of officers,” etc. The 
Naval Hospital fund shows $1,253,653 expended since 
July 1. 1910. The Liability Act of 1908, the study of 
preventive medicine, etc., make the medical officers more 
actively employed than ever. The report recommends 
the uniform following of the practice of having 
pharmacists preside over the commissary departments of 
the larger hospitals. The work of the medical officers 
of the U.S. Navy in relief service at Bluefields, 
Nicaragua, after the battle of Recreo, is commended in 
the report. Assurance of certain compensation wovld 
attract a better class of civilian examiners of recruits 
than does the system of paying a small fee for each 
candidate examined. Evacuation of ships undergoing 
gencral repairs and the berthing of the crews in sanitary 
and comfortable barracks would promote health. The 
sanitary conditions of the navy yards have, generally 
speaking, been excellent. At Camp Elliott, Canal Zone, 
malaria is becoming so uncommon as to make it difficult 
for the medical officer to obtain satisfactory blood 
specimens for study. The marine camp there is now 
the most healthful spot on the Isthmus, and compares 
favorably with most cities in the United States. The 
retinting of the walls of Bancroft Hall, Naval Academy, 
following the report of a board, resulted in a decrease 
of 367 in sick days caused by eye ailments. The Swedish 
svstem of athletics is now being tried at the Academy. 
The results are satisfactory. Capt. A. P. Niblack’s 
advocacy of the system and Surg. J. A. Murphy’s adapta- 
tion of it to the needs of the Academy are commended 
in the report. The modified physical test, as per G.O. 
94, has proved fairly satisfactory. Further modification 
is suggested in the hope of attaining the object of the 
exercise—the keeping of officers constantly in good 
physical condition. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery has evolved a 
type hospital, capable of easy enlargement to meet in- 
creased personnel, All new construction practically is 
proceeding along these lines. The recent treatment of 
thirty typhoid cases without a death at the Annapolis 
Naval Hospital is praised by the Surgeon General. All 
things considered—the increased handling of fires, steam, 
gasoline, ete.—the health of the fleet has been good. The 
fleet surgeon of the Atlantic Fleet suggests the erection 
of inexpensive pavilion-like structures for the accommo- 
dation of cases that need isolation at Guantanamo. Care 
and intelligent supervision by deck officers, it is sug- 
gested, would do much toward remedying defective venti- 
lation of ships. The same surgeon says the average age 
of the enlisted men is too young. Many rated as 
ordinary seamen are under twenty. Alertness and 
susceptibility to training go with this young age, but 
as an offset there are lack of weight, immaturity of mind 
and lack of endurance. The almost universal drinking 
of distilled water afloat is a potential factor in main- 
taining health. Parasitic skin diseases decrease in 
provortion to the more liberal use of distilled water in 
bathing. While the ration is excellent. a reduction of 
the meat ration for those serving in the tropics might 
be an improvement, if accompanied by an increase in 
carbohydrates and fats. Since the enlisted men of to-day 
are more ambitious than those of a few years ago, better 
light in the crew’s quarters would promote reading and 
study. As a result of investigations now pending. the 
bureau may be able to make recommendations looking 
toward improvement of conditions on the smaller ships 
and in the fire rooms and engine rooms of the larger 
vessels. Referring to the position of the fleet surgeon 
and the proposed fixing of it by statute. the report of 
the Surgeon General says that during the recent visit 
of the U.S.S. South Carolina to Cherbourg, France. the 
C.O. of the naval hospital there was “a naval medical 
officer of the rank of rear admiral.” The examination 
of the eyes of gun pointers now in progress is to be 
repeated at frequent intervals, so that a gun’s efficiency 
will not be impaired by defective vision. The following 
is a summary of the recommendations of the report: 

The detail of a properly qualified medical officer as 
inspector general of the Medical Department. to serve 
under the Aid for Inspections: typhoid provhylaxis to 
all persons under fortv-five years of age in the Service: 
installation of the bubbling spring drinking device at all 
places where drinking water is supplied to the Service; 
require all officers and men in the Service to be able 
to swim; erection of sanitary barracks at navy yards 
for the accommodation of the crews of ships undergoing 
extensive repairs: substitution of a sanitary unit system 
of barracks for receivingships; reqvire all persons aboard 
ship to participate in physical drill once daily: estab- 
lishment of a centrally located dispensary in Washing- 


ton, D.C.; construction of a hospital ship for each flect; 
definition by regulation of the duties, etc, of ficet 
surgeons ; consideration of changes in uniform ; limitation 
of athletic sports; improvement of ventilation of ships 
underway: improvement of illumination of living spaces 
aboard ship; quarterly physical examination of all 
persons in the Service; forfeiture of pay by all persons 
in the Service during disability from disease of venereal] 
origin; prescribe by regulation a percentage of the crews 
of ships as permanently detailed stretcher men; urge 
modification of the Liability Act of May 1908; 
permit the engine room force to come up on deck in clean 
dungarees, and require them to spend time each day in 
the sunlight or fresh air, when possible; no transfer 
from seaman branch to coal passer’s grade, unless recom- 
mended after physical examination of medical officer; 
that those exposed to the damaging effects of gun blasts, 
and those whose ears are unfavorably affected by 
swimming and diving, be required to wear ear protectors; 
provision for the better protection of food from insects, 
especially flies; require denial by recruits of history of 
“fits,” enuresis, drug habit and insanity.

ATHLETICS IN THE NAVY. 


The Surgeon General of the Navy in his annual re. 
port keeps up his bombardment upon football and other 
severe athletic training, and this year gives to his dis- 
cussion of that important subject the weight of statistics 
compiled from the records of several hundreds of former 
athletes of the Naval Academy. Just how long this at- 
tack of the highest officer of the Medical Department of 
the Navy will continue without cognizance being taken 
of it in the management of the Academy remains to be 
seen. The relation of the Academy to the physical 
preparation of young men for service as officers in the 
Navy is thus analyzed by Surgeon General Stokes: “The 
function of the Naval Academy is to equip young men 
mentally and physically for their chosen profession, 
Physical training and athletics generally should be in- 
dulged in so as to safeguard the interests of the Gov- 
ernment and the individuals as well. While football may 
be somewhat hazardous as played, it is the disabling 
after effects that, in my opinion, make it questionable as 
a sport to be encouraged where future naval officers are 
being trained. When under the condition of service at 
sea, it becomes impossible to continue rigorous exercise, 
the individual easily falls prey to degenerative changes, 
tends to become obese, to lose physical stamina and in 
the end he fails to render as many years of efficient 
service under service conditions as does his less athletic 
but symmetrically developed classmate.” The Surgeon 
General considers the medical record of 625 former ath- 
letes of the classes of 1891 to 1911 which have been ex- 
amined to determine the bearing of early overtraining 
upon physical efficiency in after life. Nine of these hive 
died and twelve have retired. Of these twenty-one cas- 
ualties six have been due to tuberculosis, eight to men- 
tal or nervous diseases (three suicide on account of ill 
health), two indirectly to alcoholism, one death each to 
acute dilatation of the heart and valvular disease of the 
heart—both directly attributable to track and crew racing 
—and one to an injury received in a football contest. Of 
the remaining 604 in the Service, 198 have disabilities or 
abnormal conditions of sufficient moment to be of official 
record and to which their records as athletes bear a 
possible or probable causative relation, and while not 
in most instances physically incapacitating the indi- 
vidual tends toward an imminent or premature loss of 
service. Of these 198 forty-eight are referable to the 
heart or blood vessels, such as arteriosclerosis, organic 
heart disease, heart murmurs, irregular or rapid heart 
action, and hypertrophied or dilated hearts. he joints 
or motor apparatus are involved in sixteen and the kid- 
neys in eleven cases. Seventeen are frankly tuberculous 
or have had symptoms indicative of tuberculosis. Neu- 
rasthenia, associated with gastric complications in sev- 
eral instances, occurred in sixteen cases. The presence 
of twenty-five cases of appendicitis and fifteen of hernia 
in this series is of interest, especially in the case of the 
latter disability which appears to be associated with a 
football record. 

The opinion that long distance crew or foot racing is 
not beneficial but productive of serious harm is one not 
held alone by the naval medical officer, but by those in 
civil life best qualified to judge and, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral says, “it needs but a decided stand on the part of 
an institution of the standing of Annapolis for the adop- 
tion of a ‘safe and sane’ standard in these and other en- 
durance contests to initiate a similar movement in the 
athletic world, making success dependent more upon 
skill and less upon brute force.” The reports on the 
physical conditions of the four classes at the Academy 
show a marked gain in average weight and strength 
in the first year, a slight loss of average weight 
and a decided loss of strength in the subsequent 
years of training. As this bears a constant rela- 
tion to the decrease in compulsory exercise during 
these years as shown by reports. “it is evident that 
the mind is cultivated at the expense of the body in 
the case of the third, second and first classes.” Hence 
the conclusion of the Surgeon General is that “compcti- 
tive and spectacular athletics are undesirable in the 
Service, especially among midshipmen who are prone to 
overtrain for or hazard too much in a contest.” An in- 
teresting comparison is afforded by the practice obtain- 
ing at Columbia University, New York city, in which 
football is prohibited, but rowing in the annual inter- 
collegiate contests at Poughkeepsie is encouraged. Some 
of the newspaper comment on this report are misleading. 
The New York Evening Post says it indicates “a reaction 
from the over-strenuousness of the Roosevelt days.” 
This shows a total misconception of the purpose of the 
physical tests established during the Roosevelt adminis- 
tration. These were expected to do two things: reveal 
the physical incapacity of officers and to afford a stimu- 
lus to continual moderate exercise. So far as they con- 
tributed to the latter object they helped to overcome one 
of the dangers against which Dr. Stokes lifts his voice— 
the tendency among officers on entering the busy active 
life of the Service to ignore exercise entrirely and thus 
to suffer from the evil effects of changing from a regi- 
men of vigorous exercise to the apathy of business 
routine. Very opposite to the indictment brought against 
the forms of exercise that promote heart weaknesses, are 
the following remarks of Dr. Woods Hutchinson, of New 
York, in his book just published, on “Exercise an¢ 
Health.” Outing Publishing Company, New York, page 
38: “Serious as the mistakes and stupid as certain 
methods of training have been, it may be stated broadly. 
even admitting the charges brought against athletics of 
deaths and lifelong disabilities from overstrained and 
dilated hearts, that the extraordinary growth and popt 
larity of athletics in the last fifteen years have bene 
fitted at least ten times as many hearts as they have 
injured. The worst and most dangerous form of exer- 
cise for the heart is none at all.” 
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CHECKAGES OF NAVAL OFFICERS’ PAY. 


Officers of the Navy have for many years been sub- 
jected to occasional embarrassment and discomfort by 
changes of ruling in regard to their pay resulting in 
stoppages. Since officers adjust their current expendi- 
tures to the amount of their pay, an unexpected deduc- 
tion often leaves them in very trying circumstances. 
The Army has a statute forbidding stoppage of current 
pay except with the consent of the Secretary of War or 
upon a judgment of the court. With a view to 
initiating iegislation on this subject, and relieving officers 
of the Navy from the embarrassment caused by the 
present practice, the following letter has been addressed 
by Messrs. King and King to the Secretary of the Navy: 

Washington, D.C., Dec. 9, 1911. 
Honorable Secretary of the Navy. - 

Sir: It not infrequently happens that payments made to 
officers of the Navy by proper authority are subsequently 
cheeked against them because of a change of ruling in re- 
gard to their right to such pavments. Many such cases 
are brought to our attention by officers who desire to pre- 
vent checkage, if possible, or secure legal redress through 
the action of the courts. Much hardship results to officers 
under these conditions, since the money received by them in 
good faith has been expended or invested and is no longer 
available for repayment. Such repayments must, therefore, 
come out of their current pay. 

The published reports of the Comptroller contain many 
such instances. One of the most striking was that of Lieut. 
Comdr. Robert G. Denig, U.S.N. On June 7, 1899, the As- 
sistant Comptroller of the Treasury rendered an advance 
— to a naval ig tracers 5. Comp. Dec. 888, to the 
effect that Lieutenant Commander Denig was entitled to pay 
as fleet engineer at the rate of $4,400 per year. The pay- 
master so paid him, but the Comptroller afterward (opinion 
not printed), overruled his decision of June 7, 89. This 
protected the paymaster, but not the engineer officer. The 
amount paid to Lieutenant Commander Denig under this 
decision was then charged against him and deducted from 
his current pay. He requested that the deduction be made 
at a fixed rate per month, so as to leave him something 
for living expenses,, but the Comptroller decided, 8 Comp. 
Dec. 101, that, as the officer was. his view of the law 
indebted to the United States, his- entire pay must be 
stopped until full payment. This officer afterward recov- 
ered by suit in the Court of Claims the amount so stopped. 
Denig vs. United States, 37 C.Cls. 383, where these facts 
are stated in the findings of the court, p. 3 


95. 
A similar case was that of Lieut. Comdr. William M. Ir-’ 


win. He was once paid by a paymaster ten per cent in- 
crease for service beyond seas. The payment was disal- 
lowed in the accounts of the paymaster and that officer’s 
current pay was checked and he was obliged to refund the 
amount. e was again paid upon a settlement by the Audi- 
tor and again obliged to refund pen a settlement by the 
Comptroller. Then by suit in the Court of Claims he finally 
established his right to the amount, which he had twice re- 
ceived and twice refunded. The facts in this case are 
stated in the report of the Court of Claims, 38 C.Cls. 87. 

The controversy over the right of officers of the Pay 
Corps to mounted pay under the Act of March, 3, 1889, 
was still more complicated. The Court of Claims held, 
Richardson vs. United States, 88 C.Cls. 182, that officers of 
the Medical Corps were entitled to mounted pay. The 
Comptroller decided, 10 Comp. Dec. 523, that the logic of 
this decision required the extension of its doctrine to the 
Pay Corps. .Paymasters thereupon paid themselves, mounted 
pay. The matter was taken to the Court of Claims upon 
the Auditor’s motion, and that court held on June 8, 1906, 
that officers of the Pay Corps were not entitled to mounted 
pay, 41 C.Cls. 455. Thereupon paymasters who had received 
mounted pay were charged with the amounts paid them. 
On May 25, 1908, upon motion for new trial in the same 
case, the Court of Claims held that pay officers of the rank 
of Lieutenant were entitled to mounted pay and the amounts 
checked were thereupon allowed. , 

At the present time questions are pending before the ac- 
counting officers and the Court of Claims in regard to the 
right of officers on old Navy pay to retain duty pay already 
paid them while on brief. periods of leave; of Ensigns to 
retain pay already received from date of graduation of their 
classes when their own graduation was delayed; of Lieuten- 
ants, junior grade, to retain pay already paid them in that 
rank from three years after their rank as Ensigns, and 
doubtless in other classes of cases. Payments have been 
made to them and there is danger that their current pay 
will be stopped to meet charges which may or may not be 
ultimately established by law.

Virhe object of this letter is to call the attention of the 


department to the inequality created by this statute between 
ina Army and the Navy and to suggest that Congress would 
robably be well disposed to put the officers of the Army and 
Navy on an equality in this respect. A aig oar similar 


to the Act of 1892 would probably be applied by Congress 


to the Navy without hesitation, if attention were asked to 
it through the proper official channels.

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ARMY APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs took up 
the Army Appropriation bill promptly Dec. 11, with 
Brig. Gen. Erasmus M. Weaver, chief of Coast Ar- 
tillery, as the first witness. In questioning General 
Weaver. Chairman Hay successfully avoided all refer- 
ence to the new legislation attached to the appropria- 
tion bill. He pursued the same policy in questioning 
Brigadier General Whipple, Paymaster General, Sur- 
geon General Torney, Quartermaster General Aleshire, 
trig. Gen. James Allen, Chief Signal Officer and Com- 
missary General Sharpe. 

Indirectly General Weaver answered the author of 
the amendment for the abolishment of the office of chief 
of Coast Artillery, in response to questions on the esti- 
mates for the expense of maintaining the Coast Ar- 
tillery School. In the course of his talk, General 
Weaver said: “After the Spanish-American War we 
found ourselves with a large amount of modern material, 
equipment and all that goes to make up strong coast 
defense fortifications. The Chief of Coast Artillery 
realized that Congress would never authorize the main- 
tenance of the necessary force to man the fortifications, 
decided to develop a highly-trained personnel. In ac- 
cordance with this policy the Coast Artillery School 
end the School for Submarine Mines were organized 
under the supervision of the chief of Coast Artillery. 
With these two schools and other educational work in 
the corps have been developed a body of officers and 
men which has not its equal in any other artillery of 
the world. The Chief of Coast Artillery has also, 
through these schools, developed the Coast Artillery 
militia until it is beginning to take an important part 
in supplementing the work of the regulars. If this 
work is allowed to go on uninterrupted through the 
equipment which has recently been given to the National 
Cuard, it will be a real reserve for the Coast Artillery 
which can be put into shape for service upon very 
short notice. General Allen made recommendation for 
£125,000 to he expended on four aeroplanes. As usual, 
members of the committee evinced considerable interest 
in the progress of aviation, but made no objection to 
dvplicating the appropriation of last year. General 
Sharpe’s testimony develoned into a discussion of the 
cost of living. He said that his estimate, .2886c, was 
based on the actual average cost of rations. He said

intil the last month the cost of rations has been going 
1p, which was largely due to the shortage in the po- 
tato crop.” 

JYeneral Aleshire was hefore the committee the greater 
part of two davs, concluding his hearing on Dec. 14. 
Turing his hearing on the 14th Chairman Hay touched 
the new legislation in the bill gingerly. He asked 
General Aleshire what would be the reduction in the 
estimates under the proposed amalgamation of the 
Supply Denartment. He replied that it would amount 
to abont $380,000, including $50.000 in the Legislative 
bill. There would be some increases in the cost of 
rations, due to the provision for a Service Corps com- 
posed of enlisted men. who would take the place of 
civilian clerks and employees.

DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The Auditcr decided that the proviso in the Sundry 
Civil Aet of March 2, 1909, limiting the amount to be 
expended on officers’ quarters, is a limitation on the 
amount which can be expended regardless of the appro- 
priation from which the construction is paid, and that 
contraets in excess are illegal and void. As to this the 
Comptroller says: “The ease presented by the Auditor 
shows that contracts were entered into in June, 1910, 
for the construction of a field officer’s quarters at Fort 
Leavenworth at a_ total cost, including construction, 
plumbing, heating, electric wiring and fixtures, of 
$13,035.00, and the question presented is whether the 
limit prescribed by the Act of March 4, 1909, is 
upplicable to said contracts, When the statutes are 
taken together as a system for providing quarters for 
cfficers of the Army, I do not think it would be giving 
effect to the intention of Congress to so construe them 
as to hold that quarters for officers costing beyond a 
certain limit is extravagance if paid from the appro- 
priation ‘Military Posts,’ but not extravagance if paid 
from the appropriation ‘Barracks and Quarters,’ 
although both appropriations are equally applicable for 
the construction of officers’ quarters. I am of opinion 
and so decide that the limit of cost prescribed by the 
Act of March 4. 1909, supra, is applicable to the partic- 
war eontraects mentioned by the Auditor, and his deci- 
sion that the excess of cost cannot be allowed in the 
a of the disbursing officer’s accounts is ap- 
proved.’ 


= 
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One of the most influential Democratic members of 
the House is preparing to submit a compromise proposi- 
tion to settle the enlistment period controversy. He will 
Shortly introduce a bill which will increase the term of 
enlistment to five years, in such a way as to create a 
reserve force, allowing an enlisted man after he has 
served one year upon application to secure a furlough 
for one year if his commanding officer decides that he 
has sufficient military instruction. At the end of three 
years he is given a furlough for the balance of his term 
of enlistment upon application approved by his com- 
manding officer. If he becomes a non-commissioned offi- 
cer or for any reason wishes to remain with the Army 
he can do so. Under the conditions of the bill a soldier 
on one of these furloughs is not called to duty except in 
the event of war. It is urged that this would result in 
the same economy as that provided for by the Hay bill, 
would give the Army the reserve asked for by General 
Wood, and would at the same time greatly decrease the 
number of desertions. During the Texas maneuvers a 
great many men enlisted in anticipation of war, and now 
that it is evident that hostilities are not at hand they 
are anxious to get back into civil life. If the bill sug- 
gested should become a law thousands of men would en- 
list when war is threatened if they knew they could 
get back into civil life within a year if there was no 
war. When on a furlough under this bill men would 
not draw pay from the Government and would not be 
required to turn out at maneuvers. 











During a big fire in the Rosario district of Manila, on 
Nov. 2, last, Gen. Frederick Funston, commanding gen- 
‘ral of the Department of Luzon, at the invitation of 
Fire Chief E. H. Dingman, when it was seen that the 


Wind-driven flames could not be checked, ordered out 
the gasoline motor engine of Cuartel de Infanteria, hose 
cart and truck, manned by seventy-one Signal Corps 


men. ‘They were the first to reach the scene and give 
eid to the fire department. Shortly afterward the 
Quartermaster Department engine, hose cart with 500 
feet of hose. and ladder truck in charge of Chief Doyle, 
arrived with all members of the crew, operating in An- 
loague, where Chief Dingman succeeded in bringing the 
fire under control. An order was sent to the Fort 
William McKinley station and the company of thirty- 
five men in charge of Capt. G. S. Turner, 7th U.S. Inf.,, 
made a record run to Manila, bringing the big steam 
engine, hook and ladder truck and hose wagon with 
1,700 feet of hose to the fire in fifty minutes. Lieut. 
Col. Arthur C. Dneat, 20th U.S. Inf., marched with a 
column of 250 enlisted men of that regiment into the 
burning district, reporting their services to the chief. 
Under the direction of Capt. J. M. Petty and Lieut. 
R. C. Cotton, U.S.A., the Infantrymen were formed 
into patrols to relieve exhausted squads of firemen on 
the many lines of hose leading from all directions into 
the seething area. All three companies of constabulary 
from the Santa Lucia barracks were dispatched to the 
fire by Colonel Griffith, and they performed excellent 
service in salvage work at the Philippine Museum of the 
Bureau of Forestry and Science on Anloague, as well 
as others of the threatened buildings.

Col. William Wilson, 3d Inf., N.G.N.Y., president 
of the National Guard Association of New York, has 
issued notices of the annual convention of the State 
Association to be held in Albany Jan. 17 and 18. The 
plans provide for what is expected to be the most im- 
portant and successful gathering of the State Associa- 
tion that has been held. Either Secretary of War 
Stimson or General Oliver, Assistant Secretary of War, 
will be present and deliver an address at the banquet 
on the night of the 18th.

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Some conception can be formed of the damage to life 
and property that was averted by the massing of our 
soldiers along the Rio Grande border last spring by the 
amount of the claims first presented by the Texas gov- 
ernment to Mexico. If our troops had not been on 
the spot to make it plain to the rebels and the Federals 
that the rights of the American non-belligerents would 
have to be respected, the bill of damages might have 
mounted into figures that might have necessitated 
much diplomatic activity before adjustment was reached. 
On Dee. 12 it was announced that Governor Colquitt, 
of Texas, has formally demanded that the Mexican gov- 
ernment pay the claims filed against the Madero gov- 
ernment for loss of life and injuries suffered by the 
Texans on Texas soil during the battle of Juarez a 
year ago. There were five killed and eighteen wounded, 
and the claims aggregate nearly $1,000,000. The prop- 
erty loss to Americans amounted to more than $500,- 
000. Relatives of the Americans killed and wounded 
appealed to Governor Colquitt, who now declares that 
if he and the Texas government have any power or 
rights these claims shall be paid. The first appeal to 
Madero brought the reply that the United States had 
not presented any claims for life or property, nor had 
it made any request in the premises.

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One part of the brief report of the Solicitor to the 
Secretary of the Navy deals with the partial payments 
under contracts and the legislation that has resulted 
from recent legislation on the subject. Most of the con- 
tractors for the building of warships, from whom there 
had been withheld between March 4, 1911. and Aug. 14 


ten per cent. of the payments earned under contracts 
promising partial payments, have filed claims for reim- 
bursement of extra expense incurred on account of hav- 
ing to finance their work on reduced payments. The 
Acting Solicitor, Pickens Neagle, believes that owing to 
the close competition among the various companies, to 
construct naval vessels the Government will obtain 
somewhat lower prices on ships without impairment of 
the security furnished for the performance of the work, 
owing to the return to the practice of giving bonds with 
individual sureties. 
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Just at the time when it is popularly supposed that 
submarines are invincible the Navy Department is de- 
veloping a secret system of defense and attack against 
this most recent type of auxiliary ship, and it is as- 
serted that when it is perfected battleships will be able 
to protect themselves against these deep sea monsters. 
According to current rumors about the Navy Depart- 
ment the idea for one of the features of the defense 
against submarines was suggested by an officer who is 
acquainted with the methods of whalers. It is under- 
stood that a harpoon has been developed which can be 
shot from a gun into a submarine. To the harpoon will 
be attached a steel wire by which it will be possible to 
locate the submarine after the harpoon is imbedded in 
the submarine. There are other features of the system 
of attacking submarines from war vessels which the 
Navy Department is keeping secret. 
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A board of officers from the fleet is in Washington 
making an examination of the plans for the construction 
of the battleships authorized by the last Navy Appropria- 
tion bill. It is understood that Secretary Meyer will 
review any recommendation which this board may make 
for changes in the construction of the ships very care- 
fully before he finally lets the contract for them, being 
of the opinion that the recommendations of the officers 
who are to serve on the ships should have great weight. 
This is in harmony with the general policy of the Sec- 
retary of placing the Navy under the control of the com- 
manders of the ships. The board is composed of Rear 
Admiral Aaron Ward and Rear Admiral Nathan R. 
Dsher, Capts. James H. Glennon, John Hood and Augus-

80, 1911, with the following menu: Oyster soup, 
crackers, dill pickles, celery. queen olives. French green

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Another evidence of the widening influence of the 
United States in world affairs was given by the introduc-

The Winthrop Board has reached an agreement on 
recommendations for the amalgamation of the Construc- 
tion and Pay Corps with the line of the Navy.

In addition to submitting a bill for 
the amalgamaticn it will be necessary for the board to 
suggest some changes in the Department’s Personnel 
bill. The recommendations of the Department for per- 
sonnel legislation must be modified in order to provide 
for the proposed amalgamation.

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A radical change in the Manual for Small-arms Firing, 
it is said, will be recommended by the board of officers 
now in session at the Presidio of Monterey, Cal. It is 
proposed to have only one course of firing. which is to 
be on a percentage basis. A marksman will be classed 
as sharpshooter, expert, rifleman, etc., according to his 
standing in the course. Other changes of a radical 
nature, which it is expected will develop marksmen

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PROMOTIONS AND RETIREMENTS. 


Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, U.S.N., who re- | 


tires for age Dec. 17, 1911, comes of a famous naval 
family, and the name will remain on the active list after 
he goes into retirement. His son, Lieut. Richard Wajn- 
wright, jr., is attached to the Florida. The Admiral is 

the second Richard Wainwright of the Navy, his father 
having been Comdr. Richard Wainwright, killed in battle 
Aug. 10, 1862, and one of Farragut’s most brilliant 
subordinates. Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright is an 


additional number in his grade, and was advanced for 
eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle during the 
war with Spain. At that time he was placed in com- 
mand of the Gloucester, which was converted into a 
gunboat from the yacht Corsair. It was not a very 
formidable craft, and it was the intention in the first 
place to use the Gloucester, not for fighting, but for a 
despatch boat. It carried less than 100 men, two 
6-pounders and some lighter guns. When Cervera’s fleet 
finally ran out of Santiago the Gloucester engaged the 
two Spanish torpedoboat destroyers, the Pluton and 
Furor. The Spanish fire was heavy but inaccurate. 
The 6-pounders on the American yacht wrought fearful 
havee with the two _ torpedoboats. The gunners 
literally tore the destroyers to pieces. First the 
Pluton was knocked out and ran ashore in a sinking 
condition. Then the Furor, smashed by projectiles. 
caught fire. and in a_ little while the vessel ran 
ty the white flag. Two-thirds of the officers and men 
of the two destroyers had been killed or wounded. _ Rear 
Admiral Richard Wainwright was born in the District 
of Columbia, and was graduated from the U.S. Naval 
Academy in 1868 and assigned to the Jamestown, of the 
Pacific Fleet, He was promoted to ensign in 1869; 
was on duty in the Hydrographic Office. 1870; promoted 
to master, 1870, and was on duty on the Colorado, flag- 
ship of the Asiatic Fleet, in 1870-2. He was commis- 
sioned as lieutenant in 1873: was on duty in the Hydro- 
graphic Office, 1873-4; commanding the coast survey 
vessel Arago, 1875-8, and was flag lieutenant to Rear 
Admiral T. H. Patterson, commanding Asiatic Station, 
1878-81. He was next assigned to special duty in the 
Itureau of Navigation, 1881-4, and from there was on 
the North Atlantic Station, 1884-5. He was secretary to 
ftear Admiral J. KF. Jouett. commanding North Atlantic 
Station, 1885-6: on the Galena. North Atlantic Station, 
1886-7: on steel inspection duty, 1887-8; at the Naval 
Acadeniy, 1888-90; on the Alert on special service, 
October. 1890, to October, 1893: in the Hydrographic 
Office, October, 1893, to 1896. He was commissioned as 
lieutenant commarder September, 1894; was Chief 
Intelligence Officer April, 1896-7, and was on the U.S.S8. 
Maine December. 1897-8. Rear Admiral Wainwright was 
serving as a Jieutenant commander on the ill-fated Maine 
when she was blown up in Havana Harbor early in 1898. 
ITe was next assigned to command of the converted yacht 
Gloucester. and took part in the destruction of the 
Snanish fleet at Santiago, as related above. The 
Gloucester was also the first to reach the Infanta Maria 
Teresa, the flagship of Admiral Cervera, and Admiral 
Wainwright had the honor to accept the surrender of 
the Spanish Admiral. He was next assigned to duty 
at the Naval Academy. of which he was appointed 
Svperintendent March 15, 1900, remaining on duty there 
until 1992. He was promoted captain in August, 1903, 
and assigned to command the Newark. He was subse- 
cuently. appointed a member of the General Board. the 
Army Board of Engineers, and also the Army and Navy 
Joint Board. He was assigned to duty at the Naval 
War College in 1906, and during the voyage of the 
Atlantic Fleet to the Pacific was in command of the 
Louisiana. He was later in command of the Second 
Division of the fleet, with the Georgia as his flagship, 
and was assizned to duty as Aid for Operations Dec. 3, 
19M. and was also a member of the Joint Board. His 
eoing on the retired list will be generally regretted. He 
reached the grade of rear admiral July 11, 1908. 

Another loss to the active list of the Navy will be 
Rear Admiral Raymend P. Rodgers. U.S.N., who retires 
for age Dec. 20, 1911, the last retirement for age this 
year. Rear Admiral Rodgers, who stands No. 1 in his 
grade, is an additional number, and was advanced five 
rombers for eminent and consnicuous conduct in battle 
during the war with Spain. Rear Admiral Rodgers is 
a native of the District of Columbia. and is a graduate 
of the Naval Academy, class of 1868. After graduation 
he was assigned to the Guerriere. flagship of the South 
Atlantic Fleet. He served, among other duties, on the 
Franklin and Juniata, of the European Fleet. from 1869 
to 1872. and on the Plymouth from the latter vear to 
1872. He was at the Naval Academy during 1873 and 
1876. and was next assigned to the Pensacola, flagship 
of the Pacific Fleet. He was assigned to the Naval 
Academy again from 1879 to 1882, and then served on 
the Tennessee, of the North Atlantic Squadron, from 
1882 to 1884. He was on duty in the Bureau of Navi- 
vation in 1884, and was Chief Intelligence Officer, 
1884-89. Tyis next sea service was on the Chicago. of the 
Squadron of Evolution, and he was later appointed Naval 
Attaché at Paris. St. Petersburg and Madrid, 1892-97. 
We served on the battleship Iowa from June, 1897-99. 
and tec part in the blockade of Cuba and the engage- 
ments off San Juan and Santiago in the battle of July 
8. 1898. Te was assigned to command the Nashville in 
1899, and served on that vessel in Cuba, the Philippines 
and China. We was in command of the Kearsarge. of 
the Atlantic Fleet: was appointed aid to the Admiral 
of ‘the Navy and a member of the General Board in 
1901, wnd later Chief Intelligence Officer, and was ap- 
pointed President cf the Naval War College and com- 
wandant of the Naval Station, Narragansett Bay and 
Seccnd Naval District. Oct. 6. 1909. He reached the 
grade of rear admiral July 4. 1908. 

Pay Dir. George W. Simpson, U.S.N., who was placed 
on the retired list Dee. 7, 1911, for disability incident 
to the Service, entered the Navy April 1, 1882, and has 
been on sick leave for some months, and his last active 
dutv was as assistant to the Bureau of Supplies and 
Accounts. He is known as one of the most competent 
officers in the Pay Corps. He was not due to retire for 
age until July 4, 1922. Pay Director Simpson is a 
member of the Naval and Military Order of the Spanish- 
Ameyican War. of the Military Order of Foreign Wars, 
of the Naval Order of the United States, and of the 
Society of American Wars. He was born in New York, 
and his tours of duty since his appointment include 
service on board the Nantucket. Passaic, Alarm, New 
Hampshire, Constellation, New Hampshire, Jamestown, 
Constellation and Jamestown up to 1892; in the latter 
year he was on duty at the New York Navy Yard, and 
afterward attached to the Detroit and the Terror, with 
an intervening tour of duty again at Brooklyn. In 1898 


he was prize master and in command of one of the 
Spanish’ prizes. 


Later in that- year he was on duty at 


the naval base at Key West and attached to the U.S.S. 
Newark. In 1899 he became assistant to the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts. In 1904 he was with the 
European Squadron, and for the following two years he 
was with the Atlantic Fleet as fleet paymaster. From 
1906 to 1908 he was in charge of the Navy Disbursing 
Office in Washington. and then became general inspector 
of the Pay Corps, and later assistant to the Bureau of 
Supplies and Accounts He reached the grade of pay 
director in November, 1909. His retirement will promote 
Pay Inspr. James S. Phillips, Paymr. Joseph Fyffe, 
P.A. Paymr. Noel W. Grant and Asst. Paymr. George 
FP. Shamer. 

Pay Inspr. James S. Phillips, U.S.N.. promoted pay 
director Dec. 8. 1911, by the retirement of Simpson, was 
born in Kansas, and entered the Service Oct. 21, 1882. 
His tours of duty included service on board the Palos, 
Machias, Bennington, Franklin. and during the war with 
Spain he was in the hospital ship Solace. He was also 
on duty at the navy yard, Washington; Hawaii, Norfolk, 
Annapolis, and his last assignment to duty was,in charge 
of the Navy Pay Office at Norfolk. He reached the grade 
of pay inspector April 13, 1904, and is not due to retire 
for age until March 2, 1922. 

Major William G. Haan, Coast Art., U.S.A., promoted 
lieutenant colonel Dec. 6, 1911, was born in Indiana 
Oct. 4, 1863, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1889. His promotion, it is believed, will probably not 
disturb him in his present duties and station at Fort 
Wadsworth, N.Y.. where he not only commands the 
strongest fortifications on the Atlantic coast, but main- 
tains the office of record of the National Land Defense 
Beard. of which he is the recorder. He is also a 
wember of the Panama Fortification Board. It is under- 
stood that the very important task assigned the Land 
Defense Board—that of solving the problem of land 
defense for each fortified harbor of the Pacific and 
Atlantic coast line—is nearing completion, and will soon 
leave its members available for other assignments. These 
are only a few of many select tasks which from time to 
fime have been assigned to Lieutenant Colonel Haan. 
He participated as a staff officer in the campaign in 
Cuba and the Philippine Islands, and was an original 
appointment to the General Staff Corps with the rank 
of captain. During the troublesome period following 
the San Francisco earthquake he was chief of staff 
for General Funsten and General Greely. Lieutenant 
Colonel Haan, after being graduated from the U.S.M.A.., 
was assigned to the 1st Artillery, and transferred to the 
Sth Artillery in 1891: was promoted to first lieutenant 
in 1896 and assigned to the 3d Artillery; was promoted 
captain 1901, and major 1907. He was captain and 
quartermaster. Volunteers, 1898 and 1899. In 1905 
he graduated from the Army War College. He was three 
times recommended for brevet: first, for “daring recon- 
naisance of the Spanish trenches near Cavite Aug. 12, 
1898”: second, for “distinguished bravery in the attack 
on Santa Anna Feb. 5, 1899’: third. for ‘distinguished 
hravery in leading a flank attack on San Pedro Macate 
Feb. 5, 1899." Among other distinguished services the 
following may be noted: He was chief quartermaster 
and depot quartermaster at Tloilo, P.I.. supplying for 
eighteen months an average of ten thousand troops 
scattered over eight islands and occupying more than 
eighty different stations. This work was done with the 
aid of two clerks and one tug captain—in all, three 
white men; all other regular employees were natives. 
Ile was secretary to the Military Governor of the Philip- 
vine Islands one year, and performed special service 
in Panama during the revolution in 1903-4, and was 
adjutant general of the Army of Cuban Pacifica- 
tion. “Lieutenant Colonel Haan,” writes a_ friend 
who has known him many years, “is one of 
ihe most resourceful and capable officers in the Serv- 
ice. The War Department has not yet found a task or 
duty too complicated cr scientific or arduous for satis- 
factory sclution by him. His friends both within and 
without the Service are legion. They say he possesses 
to an unusual degree that rare faculty of being able to 
secure a maximum of proficiency and duty from his 
subordinates and garrison at a minimum of discontent 
and labor, and is well nigh the ideal commander of a 
post and of troops in the field. He is quick to champion 
the cause of the enlisted man. and has played an im- 
portant part in many of the reforms and modifications 
in Army Regulations which in recent years have done 
so much to advance the Army generally and uplift the 
National Guard. Locally Lieutenant Colonel Haan has 
éndeared himself to the Coast Artillery Corps, National 
Guard of New York. and it is therefore hoped that his 
assignment to duty in his new grade will not separate 
him from his present field of usefulness and co-operation. 
His favorite pastime is playing golf; during the past 
serson he has carried away many trophies of the Fox 
Will golf course on Staten Island, near Fort Wadsworth.” 

Col. John C. W. Brooks, Cooast Art. Corps, U.S.A.., 
promoted from lieutenant colonel Dec. 5, 1911, vice 
Teems. retired, was born in New York July 14. 1862, 
and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., class of 1885. 
and promoted in the Army, second lieutenant, 4th Ar- 
tillery. He was first assigned to Fort Adams. R.I., and 
after serving at Forts Monroe, Preble and Barrancas, he 
was assigned as assistant instructor of ordnance and 
vunnery at the U.S.M.A. Among other duties he also 
served as professor of Military Science and Tactics at 
the State University of Wisconsin, and during the war 
with Spain he was apnointed captain and A.Q.M., of 
volunteers, serving as Q.M., 1st Division. 12th Corps 
at Camp Alger. Va., from June to Aug., 1898. He was 
also on duty with General Butler, as disbursing officer 
of the Cuban Military Commission. He was appointed 
majer and Q.M. of U.S. Volunteers Nov. 12, 1898, 
and in January, 1899, was assigned to duty as assist- 
ont svnerintendent Army transport service, New York 


citv. Ile was promoted captain, 6th Art., March 2, 1899, 
and was transferred to the 4th Art., the following 
April. Colonel Brooks was next assigned to com- 


mand the U.S. cable ship Burnside for the important 
duty of laving military cables in the Philippines. from 
Sept. 26, 1990, to Aug. 20, 1901. He next served at 
Forts Barrancas, Riley. Douglas, Monroe and Greble, 
and was in command of the Artillery district of Nar- 
rangansett Bay and the post of Fort Adams. Later, 
among other duties he was at the Presidio in San Fran- 
ciseo, Cal.. and his last assignment was at Fort Baker, 
(al. He reached the grade of lieutenant colonel March 
31, 1909. 

Col. George T. Bartlett. Coast Art. Corps, U.S.A., 
rromoted from lieutenant colonel Dec. 5, 1911, vice 
Patterson, retired, was born in New Hampshire, April 
29, 1856. and was graduated from the U.S.M.A., June 
11, 1881, and promoted in the Army, second lieutenant, 
Srd Art. His first duty after graduation was at Fort 
Hamilton. N.Y., and he was subsequently among other 
assignments on duty at St. Augustine, Fla., San An- 
tonio, Tex., Mount Vernon Barracks, and Fort McHenry: 


Md., to July 11, 1885. After serving as professor of 
Military Science and Tactics at the Pennsylvania Mili- 
tary Academy, he. was on duty at various posts on the 
Atlantic Coast to Aug., 1894, when he went to the 
Agricultural and Mechanical College of Texas as pro- 
fessor of Military Science and Tactics.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Capt. John F. Parker, U.S.N., who died of Bright’s 
disease at New York city, N.Y., Dec. 8, 1911, was born 
in Ohio fifty-eight years ago, and had been ill for a 
long time. He entered the Naval Academy in September, 
1870, and was graduated in June, 1874. He served on 
the Plymouth, North Atlantic Station, 1874; Tennessee, 
Asiatie Station, 1875-6; Constellation, Paris Exposition, 
1877-8; on the Enterprise, European Station, 1879-82; 
at the Naval Academy, 1882-5; on the Adams, Pacific 
Station, 1885-9: was secretary of the Berlin Samoan 
Commission, 1889. and recorder of the Board of Organi- 
zation, 1889. He was ordered to the New York in 
August, 1893-6; was on duty at the Branch Hydrographic 
Office. New York. in September, 1896; was ordered to 
the Monadnock in July, 1896; Columbia, in April, 1898, 
and was on the trainingship Dixie, March 15, 1898, to 
1900. He was on the Independence Jan. 26, 1901. In 
August. 1902, he was assigned to command the Isla de 
Cuba, and to duty at the naval station, New Orleans, in 
July. 1904. He was assigned to command the Buffalo 
in May, 1906, and his last duty was at the Naval War 
College for instruction. He was retired for disability 
incident to the Service June 30, 1907. He leaves a 
widow, who was Miss Lord, a niece of President Harri- 
son’s wife. 

Capt. John H. Shipley, U.S.N.. Naval Attaché of the 
American Embassy at Tokio, Japan, who died there 
Dee. 13, 1911, from apoplexy, was born in Towa City, 
Iowa, in 1858, and was appointed to the Naval Academy 
from Missouri Sept. 20, 1874. He saw his early sea 
service on board the Tuscarora, the Saratoga and the 
Kearsarge.

‘he editorial in your issue of Dee. 2 about the uniform 
is the first public reference I have seen to an evil to 
which the line of the Army has meekly submitted for 
some time. 

it may not be generally known, but there have been 
exactly twenty-six amendments by general orders and 
civenlars to G.O. 169 of 1907, which prescribed the 
wiiform of the Army. This forces one to either of two 
conclusions, viz.: Either the work of preparing G.O. 
169 was very poorly done or there have been too many 
amendments. There were nine amendments in 1908, 
ten in 1909, six in 1910, and one so far in 1911. This 
eradual tapering off in the number of amendments gives 
rise to the hepe that the tinkerers with the uniform are 
vunning out of ideas, and may eventually let us alone. 

The desire to ape foreign fashions in military clothes 
is so strong, however, that the fact that we have so far 
escaped the rooster’s feather in the Italian Bersaglieri 
cay and the kilt of the Highlander is a matter for 
ardent self-congratulation. 

A small coterie of men whose work keeps them at 
desks have decided that the Army must wear leggings. 
This means discomfort and physical injury to many. 
The legging is a binding covering to the lower leg, 
which impedes the circulation and assists in the develop- 
meat of varieose veins. The haste with which both 
officers and men divest themselves of them when off duty 
is en eloquent testimonial to their discomfort. The 
result is that men in barracks go round in breeches 
\ithout leggings and present an unsightly appearance 
on the porches. ‘There is no more reason why soldiers 
should be forced to wear leggings at all times when off 
duty than there is for cooks to wear their aprons and 
‘aps or for any other men to wear the garb they work 
in while off duty. ; : 

(.O. 47, of this year, without preliminary warning of 
any kind, consigned thousands of dollars worth of 
uniforms to the scrap heap. Among other things it did 
away with the dress cap, the service trousers, the khaki 
cap and the blue saddle cloth. Dress caps cost on the 
average at least $5, while $10 for service trousers will 
le more than conservative. ‘There were 4,403 officers 
on the active list of the Army on Noy. 20. Using the 
above prices makes the neat sum of $66,045 wiped out 
for eaps and trousers alone for officers of the Army. 
flow mueh it has cost the Militia I am unable to guess, 
Int it is safe to assume that it is much more than for 
the Army, and the sad part of it is that the Militia 
cannot wear their uniform at their daily duties. It 
would seem that this property phase of the order’s effect 
Was not considered. Not one officer of either the Army 
or the Militia purchased these articles from personal 
choice, but from official necessity. The injustice of the 
provisions of this order is further seen when compared 
With the policy of the Government when it decides to 
change the enlisted men’s uniform. In this case it sets 
2 date ahead for the change and further provides for 
the nse of the old uniform until exhausted. 

The Jine does not object to a change of the uniform 
which experience has shown is necessary or desirable. 
From whence comes the necessity to change the collar 
of the service blouse from a turn over to a standing 
collar? Service means field work, and that: means a 
woolen shirt: a standing collar means a white shirt and 
4 liaen collar. ‘This looks well at a desk. A pocket on 
the service blouse is for carrying articles such as a 
atch, compass, notebooks, maps, ete., and when the 
clange to bellows pockets was made the line welcomed 
it as desirable. The change back to the flat pockets is 
i haekward step, and would never have been recom- 
hended by an officer on duty with troops. 

Paragraph 6 of this order is interesting by reason 
of its wording. “Civilian evening dress will not be worn 
at posts by officers on duty with troops.” Note that the 











gentlemen who penned the order are not included in its 
provisions. Moral: Get a detail. 

Another fad which is now optional seems in danger 
of becoming mandatory, namely, the mess jacket. This 
is another misfit foreign importation. I say misfit 
because we have no messes in the Continental sense, for 
which the mess jacket is necessary and proper. To see 
a stout man in a dinkey mess jacket at a hop is enough 
to drive one to drink, and all it needs to become sublime 
is the addition of a tail feather at angle of. forty-five 
degrees. If we are to have the mess jacket as a com- 
pulsery part of the uniform don’t leave off the tail 
feather. It would give a cocky appearance which would 
help esprit de corps, and in our present state God knows 
that the latter need helping. 

I do not believe it can be questioned that when 
changes become necessary in the uniform the ones who 
make the change should be those who will have to wear 
it. There is such a hodge-podge of orders, amendments. 
circulars, ete., in regard to the uniform that a board 
of competent officers who will have to wear it should 
be convened to prescribe one that will be permanent. 
This board could give the staff what they want, and the 
line could count on at least getting something suitable, 
and the present vexatious condition of affairs would be 
brought to an end. After that capital punishment 
should be the portion of would-be tinkerers. 

SUFFERING MIKE. 
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Forty-two Moro outlaws were killed at Lanao, Min- 
daneo. P.I.. Dec. 14, in an engagement with a detach- 
ment of Philippine Scouts. There were no fatalities 
on the latter side. The fight occurred in connection 
with the campaign for suppressing organized brigandage

191. Beri-beri has, by recent investigation, been proved to 
be a privation-disease analagous to scurvy—not the result of 
poisoning or infection, but caused by the omission from the 
diet of some element not yet definitely determined, but very 
important as a food, which element is absent from_polisaed 
but is found in under-milled rice. The disease can be eradi- 
cated only by a change of diet. It is almost if not entirely 
confined to people whose staple article of diet is rice, and 
these people escape it if they are subsisted on rice that has 
not been highly milled or polished—a process that removes 
the element whose absence causes the disease known as beri- 
beri. The addition of beans or mongos to the diet will pre- 
vent the occurrence of the disease, if highly milled rice must 
be used. When the disease actualy occurs, rice-polishings 
should be added to the diet.

Conditions under which the next target practice is to 
be conducted by the fleets were made more exacting by 
the Rules Committee which was in session at Washing- 
ton last week. The next contest will only lack actual 
battleships to shoot at to make it real naval warfare. 
Throughout the rules have been so modified to create as 
near as possible battle conditions. It will be a case of 
getting to the enemy as well as the number of hits that 
is made by warships. Nothing less than a gale is ex- 
pected to interfere with the shooting and evolution of 
the fleet. The ships will be called upon to shoot in a 
fog, a haze or a mist. As soon as a speck of smoke ap- 
pears on the horizon ‘they will begin firing bearing down 
on the enemy at the same time. A breakdown of the 
engines, or any sort of an accident to the ship will count 
against her in computing battle efficiency. It is not 
expected that the aeroplanes will be ready for the next 
battle practice. It will require some time to carry out 
the recommendations of Secretary Meyer in this re- 
spect. There will probably be more balloon-gun shooting 
in the next practice than the last. All of the members of 
the Rules Committee have returned to their ships with 
the exception of Lieut. Comdr. Thomas T. Craven, who 
will shortly assume the duties of Director of Target 
Practice. 





The War Department has submitted to Congress an 
additional estimate for an appropriation of $250,000 
for dummy armament for the Coast Artillery Reserves. 
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THE HAY BILL AGAIN. 


The Army appears to be almost a unit in its opposi- 
tion to the Hay amendment to the Army Appropriation 
bill as a whole. In general, the bill provides for building 
up in the War Department an enormously powerfvi 
bureau, to be known as the Bureau of the General Staff 
and dominated by a small group of officers. In plain 
terms it means that the Adjutant General’s Departmen: 
will swallow up the Inspector General’s Department, 
the General Staff, the office of the Chief of ‘Coast Artil- 
lery and the Division of Militia Affairs. This and 
other features of the bill are objected to by President 
Taft; the present Secretary of War, Mr. Stimson; his 
predecessor in office, Mr. Dickinson; the Chief of Staff, 
the President of the Army War College, and, so far as 
known, by all of the other officers who have studied the 
problem and who are charged by law and regulations 
with the supervision and development of the military 
service. There has been a difference of opinion as to 
a union of the Adjutant General’s and Inspector General’s 
Departments, but so far as we know there has hitherto 
been no suggestion of so objectionable a form of con- 
solidation as that now proposed. The Hay bill prac- 
tically provides for the abolishment of the existing 
General Staff. the office of the Chief of Coast Artillery 
and the Division of Militia Affairs, and turns the whole 
thing over to the Adjutant General’s Department. The 
combined corps would consist of the Adjutant General, 
who is the senior major general in the Army, with one 
exception, two high ranking permanent brigadier gen- 
crals, eight permanent colonels, three permanent lieu- 
tenant colonels and a number of detailed officers. The 
detailed officers would be divided into two groups, those 
transferred in from the Adjutant General’s Department 
having a status wholly different from that of those 
transferred from the General Staff, they being subject, 
with their successors, to redetail indefinitely after 
reaching the grade of lieutenant colonel. This would 
result in building up a group of officers who could 
permanently control the General Staff. 

The question of a Supply Corps has been the subject 
of controversy for many years, and the present plan of 
consolidation is objected to by the Secretary of War 
for one reason because of the advancement to the grade 
of major general of the two bureau chiefs who do not 
become the head of the corps, one of whom is opposed 
to this proposition. Objection is also made to the re- 
quirement in the bill that forty officers be returned to 
the line to be absorbed and the proposition that the 
work of the three consolidated departments be done by 
a force less than that on duty in 1910 in one of them, 
the Quartermaster’s Department. To meet this defi- 
ciency it is proposed that certain regimental and 
battalion staff officers be called upon to assist in the 
work of the Supply Corps. 

The bill provides for the abolishment of the Chief 
of Coast Artillery, under whose supervision the develop- 
ment of the Coast Artillery has been most remarkable 
in the last ten years. It is an acknowledged fact that 
in its Military Academy and in its coast defenses the 
United States leads the world. whereas in the other 
brauches of the Army it is much behind other military 
nations. The War Department holds that with a corps 
of 750 officers and 19,000 enlisted men, no organization 
being higher than a company, it is absolutely necessary 
to have some definite head, such as is now provided by 
law in the Chief of Coast Artillery. In urging its 
objections to the abolishment of the Division of Militia 
Affairs the War Department will have the powerful 
support of the National Guard. The work of co-ordinat- 
ing the Army and the Militia has just properly begun, 
with most excellent results. No complaint has been 
made against the operation of this bureau, and no 
recommendations for its abolishment have been made by 
any military authority. It should not be abolished, but 
should be encouraged in every possible way. 

The Army will certainly not enthuse over the proposi- 
tion to abolish extra pay for foreign service, or that to 
reduce the number of officers, including general officers, 
por will the civilian employees accept with equanimity 
the preposition to replace them witb enlisted men. 

The proposed creation of an Army Service Corps is: 
in a line with recommendations coming with great 
urgency for many years from the Army and the War 
Department. 

If the Hay bill is reported to the House in a form 
which retires Adjutant General Ainsworth with the 
rank of lieutenant general, the old fight to obtain this 
rank for Major Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, U.S.A., retired, 
and Major Gen. Grenville M. Dodge will be renewed. 
Already the Iowa friends of General Dodge have become 
active and Representative Sulzer, of New York, can be 
depended upon to take the advantage of any situation 
which will give him an opportunity to secure this honor 
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for his old friend, General Sickles. It will be recalled 
that Mr. Sulzer made a gallant fight for General Sickles 
in the last regular session of Congress. The bill was so 
framed that General Sickles would not secure any addi- 
tional pay. All that the General’s friends asked for was 
the rank of lieutenant general. They thought that this 
was due him owing to the fact that he is the ranking offi- 
cer on the retired list, and lost his leg at Gettysburg. 
The friends of General Dodge and General Sickles in- 
sist that if Congress is going to confer upon an officer 
the rank of lieutenant general who has no war record, 
it ought to be willing to do as well for two of these dis- 
tinguished generals of the Civil War. It is not thought 
that Chairman Hay will be in favor of conferring the 
rank of lieutenant general upon either Sickles or Dodge 
as he opposed the Sickles bill when it was befo.e the 
Ifouse. 
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THE MILITIA PAY BILL. 


We commend to the attention of those interested in 
the. improvement of the National Guard the warning 
and appeal from Brig. Gen. McCoskry Butt, N.G.N.Y., 
which appears on page 479. As General Butt says, if 
the Hay bill, which has been appended to the Army 
Appropriation bill, is not killed now the National Guard 
Vay bill will be killed later on. The text of the Hay 
jill will be found on page 446 of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL of Dec. 9. General Butt’s conclusions are 
the result of his careful canvass of the situation during 
a recent visit to Washington. 

Chairman Hay naturally insists that the Army Appro- 
priation bill, with his radical amendment, should be 
considered before the Militia Pay bill is taken up. The 
present indications are that there will be an extended 
hearing on the Army Appropriation bill and Mr. Hay’s 
Amalgamation bill, which is attached to it. The amend- 
ment providing for the abolishment of the Division of 
Militia Affairs will be bitterly opposed by officers of 
the National Guard. National Guard officers have 
found that they are able to transact business better 
through the Division of Militia Affairs than with mem- 
bers of the General Staff. Officers detailed to the 
Jhivision of Militia Affairs usually act as champions of 
matters relating to the Guard. They feel that they have 
a personal interest in increasing the efficiency of the 
National Guard, and are more in sympathy with the 
Organized Militia than officers who have other duties. 
Vspecially would the Division of Militia Affairs become 
an important part of the War Department with the 
passage of the Militia Pay bill. 

While a majority of the members of the House are 
favorable to the Militia Pay bill, a number of influential 
Iemocratic leaders are uncompromisingly opposed to it. 
Chairman Fitzgerald. of the Appropriations Committee, 
is outspoken in his opposition to the measure. Another 
influential Democrat who will back Mr. Fitzgerald up in 
lis fight against the bill is Representative Palmer, of 
lennsylvania. Before the measures comes up for con- 
sideration leaders of the Democratic side will bring great 
pressure to bear upon the members who are pledged to 
its support. ‘They will argue that it is contrary to the 
Democratic pledges of economy. The discussion of the 
bill may become involved in the tariff debate, as the 
}emocratiec leaders insist that the tariff cannot be 
reduced if there are any great increases in the expendi- 
tures of the Government. Already it has become 
apparent that something like seventy millions is to be 
idded to the budget by pension legislation. Representa- 
tive Burton Harrison, of New York, opposes the pension 
ill because he declares that the passage of such legisla- 
tion weuld preclude the reduction of the tariff. 

As the result, even with the pledges which the National 
Guard officers have secured by a systematic and vigorous 
campaign, they still have some very strong opposition 
to overcome. General Young, commander of the Illinois 
National Guard, is already in Washington looking over 
the situation, and after the holidays there are apt to 
be representatives of the National Guard from almost 
every state in the Union at the Capital urging the pas- 
sage of the Pay bill. 





SECRETARY MEYER AGAIN VINDICATED. 


No swifter vindication of a great national policy has 
heen seen for many years in the Services than has come 
to Seeretary of the Navy Meyer in connection with his 
scheme to close a number of Navy yards which, he 
lelieves, are not necessary for the good of the service. 
ach section of the country in which one of these 
doomed yards was situated’ has furnished protests and in 
the ease of the South has opened upon Mr, Meyer its 
vials of wrath. The most violent of these denuncia- 
tions was contributed by New Orleans, where the news 
papers and the chambers of commerce have vied with 
wach other in finding proper terms of objurgation to 
meet the case of the Secretary. He was “sectional,” 
“narrow,” “a player of favorites,” “ta sacrificer of na- 
tional interests for local benefits,” ete. The latest out- 
break of this character was in the New Orleans Times- 
Ibemocrat of Dec. 5, which undertook to reply to the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL'S defense of the Secretary of 
the Navy. When we quoted from Mr. Meyer’s annual 
report the suggestion that after the opening of the 
Panama Canal the long visits of the fleet to the Pacific 
might cause some of the Eastern yards to close auto- 
matically, the Times-Democrat said this was only a 
“sop” thrown by Mr. Meyer to the Gulf and Western 
yards, that he had no intention whatever of abolishing 
any Eastern yard and that the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL was lending itself to the unseemly purposes of the 





Department. It said: “It is tolerably clear, we sub- 
mit, that the Secretary’s guarded reference in his re- 
port to a possible change of bureau policy and a fairer 
and safer distribution of Navy yards and. sea. power 
was designed solely for the use to which: the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has put it. The Bureau’s friends and 
apologists may cite it as a reply to the well-founded 
charge of sectionalism leveled against the Secretary. If 
the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL believed for a moment 
the bureaucrats really planned the ‘automatic’ closure 
of the New York yard, for example, it would be the 
first to make loud and angry protest.” 

Hardly was the ink dry on this diatribe against Mr. 
Meyer when he announced the plan of the Depart- 
ment to close the New York Navy yard and turn it 
over to the city for commercial purposes. The ARMY 
AND NAVY JOURNAL, contrary to the predictions of the 
Times-Democrat, has not made any “loud and angry 
protest” against this proposal nor will it make any. It 
believes that the affairs of the Navy Department are 
directed by a Secretary who has given to the great ques- 
tions affecting the efficiency of our sea defense a broader 
study than has been given to them for many years, not 
in one department, but in all the phases of activity 
that go to make up what is known as the “Navy.” It 
is a pleasure to note also that there have been no “angry 
protest” from any part of the New York population 
that could be tortured into an attack upon the Secre- 
tary. Some persons have doubted the wisdom of giving 
up such valuable machinery equipment, others have 
argued the right of the city to take over the yard with- 
out paying for it, but the entire discussion has been 
above the plane of sectionalism, dealing solely with the 
business aspect of the proposition. 

Mr. Meyer will proceed to the consummation of his 
plan to abolish the New York yard whatever the pro- 
tests from affected interests. Of that we have no doubt 
whatever in view of his unchanging policy regarding 
the New Orleans and other yards which he has found 
useless for progressive naval purposes. That the Sec- 
retary should select for abolition so large, important 
and well equipped a yard as that at New York, and one 
in so politically powerful a section, shows the straight- 
forward, honest, sincere and impartial spirit in which 
he is conducting the business of his Department, One 
‘might safely wager all one possesses that the New Or- 
leans people believed that the New York yard would 
be the last to be marked for elimination. 

We would suggest that the time is very opportune 
for the people of New Orleans, at least through their 
papers, to make a confession of error and apologize to 
Mr. Meyer for their misconstruction of his motives. 
While the ArRMy AND Navy JOURNAL has come in for 
much of the same kind of abuse at their hands, we are 
willing to forgive the misinterpretation that has been 
given to our defense of the Secretary, receiving our 
consolation in the satisfaction with which we view 
another block removed from the path of naval progress 
and see this sectional animosity turned, as it must 
be turned, into approval if not enthusiasm. 
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THE NEW ARMY UNIFORM REGULATIONS. 


Our opinion on the subject of changes in uniform was 
stated very plainly in the article “More Conservatism 
in Uniforms,’ appearing on page 413 of our issue of 
Dec. 2. In the paper of the following week, page 445, 
we stated that it was not the intention to make any 
changes in the uniform. As to this a correspondent says: 
“The assertion is made at the War Department that no 
changes will be made in any article of the uniform. 
Does the change from an optional garment to a com- 
pulsory one constitute a ‘change’? ‘Iwo evening full 
dress coats are all that will be required by officers.’ Is 
this a change? ‘It is asserted at the War Department 
that the General Staff is not any more disposed to make 
changes in the uniform than other officers throughout 
the Army.’ It would seem to be in order to ask who 
is responsible for the numerous changes recently made 
and those proposed, which are not classed as ‘changes.’ ” 

We are informed that no general order covering 
uniforms will be issued by the War Department. The 
document to be issued will be known as the “Uniform 
tegulations,” and will be in pamphlet form, It is 
stated at the War Department that the new regulations 
will not make any change in the uniform, but will simply 
prescribe when certain uniforms shall be worn. We 
are told that in a number of instances the wardrobe 
of an officer will be actually reduced and simplified, 
because no occasion will be designated for the wearing 
of some parts of the uniform which was prescribed in 
former orders. As all previous orders and regulations 
are rescinded, it will not be necessary to refer to any 
other order or regulation in settling questions relative 
to the uniform of an officer or a private. The passage 
of the Hay bill providing that no changes in the uniform 
of officers and enlisted men shall be made without an 
act of Congress will in no way affect the new regula- 
tions. The War Department does not propose to make 
any changes in the uniform by the new regulations, and 
therefore they will be issued as soon as completed. As 
to the mess jacket, we repeat what we have before 
stated, that this garment is not made compulsory under 
the new regulations except in the Philippines. In the 
Philippines the white mess jacket is made compulsory. 
This is done because the white mess jacket can be 
obtained and laundried at a comparative small expense 
in the islands. 

After the new regulations are published the specifica- 





tions for the garments will be issued by the Quarter- 
master’s Department. The specifications will be of very 
minute description. Not only the cloth but the buttons 
and every detail of the uniform from the boots to the 
cap. With the specifications will go a sample book of 
the standard cloth for every part of the soldier’s 
uniform. With the new regulations, the specifications 
and the book of standard cloth it is hoped that all 
questions in connection with the uniform of the Army 
will be settled for all time.

By bill H.R. 15266, introduced into the House this 
week, Mr. Padgett, chairman of the House Committee 
on Naval Affairs, proposes to deprive bureay chiefs of 
the advanced rank they hold as chiefs’ of bureaus. Mr. 
Padgett says that since Secretary Meyer has declared 
in connection with the removal of Rear Admiral R. F. 
Nicholson as Chief of the Bureau of Navigation that the 
office is not of sufficient importance for a full fledged 
rear admiral he proposes to take him at his word and 
abolish the temporary rank and pay now bestowed on 
junior officers acting as bureau chiefs. The officers 
affected are Rear Admirals Hutch I. Cone, Richard C. 
Hollyday, Nathan C. Twining, Thomas J. Cowie, Richard 
M. Watt, and Philip Andrews, whose nomination to be 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation was sent to the 
Senate Dec. 12. All of these are below the captain 
grade. There is some opposition to the confirmation of 
Commander Andrews. An effort to secure immediate 
confirmation on Dee. 11 was blocked by a Southern 
Senator. To what length the Senate will go in this 
respect, of course, is a matter of speculation, although 
there is an impression that the nomination will be 
confirmed without very much delay. Chairman Padgett 
is very warlike in his declarations, and declares that he 
intends to press the passage of his bill at this session. 
As indicated, the bill is to be an amendment to the 
Appropriation bill, which makes it difficult to defeat. 
In the meantime matters are progressing smoothly in 
the Navy Department. Rear Admiral R. F. Nicholson 
tendered his resignation before the nomination of Com- 
mander Andrews was sent to the Senate. It is under- 
stood that Admiral Nicholson expressed himself satisfied 
with the change, and told Secretary Meyer that he 
regretted that such an unfortunate development had 
grown out of his retirement as Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation. It is stated that Admiral Nicholson has 
requested that his friends drop the matter, and as far 
as that is concerned it was known that their action was 
not due to any suggestion from him. 
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Nothing has approached nearer war conditions than 
the recommendation made to the War Department by 
the board on Manual of Bayonet Drill. The board 
consists of Capt. Herschel Tupes and Capt. Grosvenor 
L. Townsend, 1st Inf., who, from the report, think that 
troops should be prepared for actual hand-to-hand com- 
bat. After prescribing a very elaborate system of bayo- 
net movements which resemble fencing the board en- 
tered into a description of a method of training troops 
in the use of bayonets by employing rings in developing 
accuracy of thrust. But the board does not stop here, 
but recommends that bags something like those used in 
football training to develop the gentle art of tackling, 
be employed as dummy men, upon which the soldier is 
to charge and ram his bayonet home. This is somewhat 
realistic and occasioned considerable comment, when 
the recommendation was reached, but the limit was 
reached when one of the members of the general staff 
read that ‘in order to instruct men in the actual pen- 
ctrating and thrusting power of the bayonet practice 
should be given in thrusting and penetrating into the 
carcasses of dressed beef issued to the companies.” With 
due consideration of the economy policy of the War 
Department and Congress, the board remarked, “This 
can be done without injury to the meat.” Of course, 
on this. point, there is room for a difference of opinion. 
However, it must be confessed that the board took into 
consideration the great expense of maintaining the Army 
when laying plans for this new realistic bayonet exer- 
cise. “It is important,” continues the report, “to use 
carcasses of beef in order to illustrate the force neces- 
sary to penetrate the fleshy and bony part of the body. 
Soldiers know what an effort is required to abstract a 
bayonet when a bone is struck. It is necessary that 
the bayonet should be withdrawn by a quick and vigor- 
ous jerk when the bony portion of the body is pene 
trated.”

The Army estimates for 1913 include $5,000 for the 
partial equipment of the School of Fire for Field Ar- 
tillery. The pay estimate is for 871 second lieutenants 
of the line, instead of the authorized number of 963, 
as it is calculated that the 242 original vacancies created 
by the promotions incident to the increase of officers 
of the higher grade by the Act of March 3, 1911, will 
not be filled in excess of 150 during the fiscal year 1913. 
There is a reduction in the pay estimates of the Subsist- 
ence Department, owing to the fact that the acting 
commissaries are no longer allowed the $100 a year 
additional. The Medical Department, on the contrary, 
asks for more because a number of first lieutenants 
have been advanced to captain.

We publish on pages 467-468 of this issue the long 
lists of promotions and appointments in the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps made during the recess of Congress, 
and which were sent to the Senate for confirmation on 
Dec, 7, 1911. Nominations of other dates are also given, 
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THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 


SECOND (F7RST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The House on Dec. 12 passed the Sherwood “dollar- 
a-day”’ pension bill after several amendments had been 
adopted. The final vote on the bill was 229 yeas, 92 
nays; 6 answering present and 62 not voting. The bill 
as it passed the House is as follows: 


An act (H.R.1) granting a service pension to certain defined 
veterans of the Civil War and the War with Mexico. 

Be it enacted, etc., That any person who served in the 
military or Naval service of the United States during the 
late Civil War or the War with Mexico, and who has been 
honorably discharged therefrom, and all members of State 
organizations that are now _—— under existing law, 
shall, upon making proof of such facts according to such 
rules and regulations as the Secretary of the Interior may 
provide, be placed on the pension roll and be entitled to re- 
ceive a pension as follows: For a service of 90 days or more 
in the divi War, or 60 days or more in the War with Mex- 
ico, and less than 6 months, $15 per month; for a service of 
6 months or more and less than 9 months, $20 per month; 
for a service of one year or more, $30 per month; Provided, 
That any such person who served in the War with Mexico 
shall be paid the maximum pension under this act, to-wit, 
$30 per month. = 

Sec. 2. That any person who served in the military or 
naval service of the nited States during the Civil War and 
received an honorable discharge and who was wounded in 
battle or in line of duty, and is now unfit for manual labor, 
through causes not due to his own vicious habits, or who 
from disease or other causes incurred in line of duty _result- 
ing in his disability is now unable to perform manual labor, 
shall be paid the maximum pension under this act, to-wit, 
$30 per month, without regard to his length of service. 

Sec. 3. That no person shall receive a pension under any 
other law at the same time or for the same period he is re- 
ceiving a pension under the provisions of this act. — g 

Sec. 4. That rank in the service shall not be considered in 
applications filed hereunder. ‘ 

Sec. 5. That pensions under this act shall commence from 
the date of filing the application in the Bureau of Pensions 
after this act takes effect. . 

Sec. 6. That no pension attorney, claim agent, or other 
person shall be entitled to receive any compensation for 
services rendered in presenting any claim tov the Bureau of 
Pensions, or securing any pension, under this act. 

The question of a correspondent as to whether the 
bill is retroactive is answered by Section 5 of the bill. 
The bill in its present form calls for an expenditure of 
some $70,000.000, almost double the amount required 
by the bill as originally introduced, and the measure is 
expected to receive cold treatment in the Senate. 


For several years past, unsuccessful efforts have been 
made to abolish the branch pension agencies and have 
all pensions paid direct from Washington, D.C. _ What 
persistently has been struck out as a proviso in the 
Pension Appropriation Bill now appears as an indepen- 
dent measure in H.R. 15456. The bill also provides 
new regulations as to checks and vouchers and the trans- 
mittal of pensions and makes the procurement of a pen- 
sion by fraud, or the acceptance of a pension by one 
no longer entitled to it, punishable by fine of $1,000 or 
imprisonment for five years. or both. 


The bill H.R. 14490 has the same purpose as H.R. 
14108, published last week, that is, to commission mid- 
shipmen ensigns on graduation. It goes further, how- 
ever, and provides that officers of the staff corps of 
the Navy hereafter appointed shall take precedence in 
their several grades with line officers of four years’ 
longer service. 





The Secretary of the Navy in submitting to the Naval 
Committee of the House the draft of the bill introduced 
by Mr. Perkins as S. 3643. wrote a letter setting forth 
the infelicities resulting from the antiquated Navy 
method of having an examining and retiring board in- 
dependent of each other. Mr. Meyer says: ; 

“While the Army and the Marine Corps have a busi- 
ness-like method of combining examining and retiring 
boards when a candidate for promotion is found not 
physically qualified therefor and it becomes necessary, 
consequently, to determine whether or not he should be 
retired or discharged, yet in the Navy a very prolix and 
unnecessarily cumbersome procedure is retained by rea- 
son of the old Jaws covering the matter, in the absence 
of legislation by which it might be improved, shortened, 
and simplified. It is recommended, therefore, that the 
procedure of these boards be placed upon a focting of 
greater simplicity and efficiency by the enactment of leg- 
islation similar to that already provided for the Army 
and Marine Corps, which, during the twenty years it has 
heen in operation, has been most satisfactory and expe- 
ditious. 

“It may be said that such a measure will entail no 
additional expense, nor is it intended to alter the causes 
or results of retirement in any way; its only object is 
to secure a more prompt and reasonable means of dis- 
posing of matters to which it relates.” : ¢ 

With two boards the work of examination is now 
duplicated. and delay and loss to the service are thereby 
incurred. 





In a letter to the chairman of the House Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs. the Secretary of the Navy calls 
attention once more to the deplorable lack of officers of 
the Navy Pay Corps for the performance of its duties. 
The members of the present force have for the past 
year been taxed far beyond their physical strength, so 
that it is simply impossible to have the duties of the 
Pay Corps performed as they should be. The Secretary 
encloses two letters on the subject from Paymaster 
General Cowie and with an extract from his annual re- 
port. ‘This last shows that of the 201 pay officers 
twenty are not available for duty. The Paymaster Gen- 
eral asks for thirty-eight more officers. sixteen to assist 
on the larger ships. ten to assist in accounting offices 
and twelve to supply the places of those sick, settling 
necounts, en route to new stations or under instruction, 
now numbering nineteen in all. The Paymaster Gen- 
eral says: 

“The corps has not been increased since 1903, when 
the appropriations were $81.876,791.43, while the appro- 
priations are now over one hundred and thirty-one mil- 
lions: an inerease of about 60 per cent, with a corre- 
sponding growth in the activities of the naval establish- 
ment. To the ever-increasing work on account of the 
growth of the Navy has been added to the Pay Corps 
during the past year the work of cost accounting and 
the general storekeeping on board ship, with the result 
that the paymasters are overworked, and many on sick 
leave or retired for physical disability, at the very time 
when we can ill afford to spare the services of a single 
oficer. The situation is simply deplorable. and in no 
possible way economical: for. aside from the fact that 
the loss is the result of not having a proper number 
of officers to look after the Government interests as they 
should be, we are placing on the retired list compara- 
tively young men who are to be supported by the Gov- 
ernment for the balance of their lives.” 





In a letter addressed to the chairman of the House 


Naval Committee, Secretary Meyer asks that a proviso 
be inserted in the Naval appropriation amending the 
law providing six months’ pay for the designated bene- 
ficiary of an officer or enlisted man of the active list 
of the Navy, by substituting for the words “contracted 
in the line of duty,” the words, “not the result of his 
own misconduct.” This will furnish protection against 
a technical construction of the present law which works 
injustice and conforms it to the similar law for the 
Army. Secretary Meyer has also written explaining 
and advocating the law for the naturalization of aliens, 
the bill S. 3642, with reference to the administration 
of oaths, and the bill S. 3646, “to promote the admin- 
istration of justice in the Navy,” introduced by Mr. 
Perkins. 





ARGUMENT FOR A NAVAL RESERVE. 

Secretary Meyer, in submitting the draft of the bill 
to provide a naval reserve, introduced by Mr. Perkins, 
as S. 3644, presents a strong argument in its favor, 
showing that the need of such a reserve to provide 
against the emergency of war is imperative. The Secre- 
tary says: 

“In time of war the main reliance of the Navy for the 
trained men of this number must be upon the men now 
in civil life who have served two years or more in the 
Navy and who have been discharged with recommen- 
dation for re-enlistment. To these may be added men, 
seafaring or otherwise, who by the nature of their call- 
ings may be fitted in some special branch for service 
afloat. Since 1900, 43,051 men entitled to re-enlist have 
been discharged from the Navy. ‘There are no statistics 
available as to re-enlistment prior to 1905, but if the 
same average percentage is assumed to be correct for 
the years prior to 1905, as has prevailed since that year, 
the total re-enlistment since 1900 is about 21,800, leav- 
ing about 21,000 trained men now in civil life avail- 
able for enrollment in a Naval reserve. It is believed 
that a large percentage of these men would respond to 
a call in case war were threatened, but the Navy is not 
kept in touch with them, and their actual number and 
whereabouts are unknown to the Navy Department. 
There are other classes of men who have not had service 
in the Navy, but who would be of value in the Naval 
reserve. Some of these have had sea experience, others 
are without experience at sea, but from the nature 
of their callings would be useful at once upon taking 
their places on board ship. There is also a considerable 
number of men who have served for some years in the 
Naval militias of the several States, but are now dis- 
charged. From the men in these several classes men- 
tioned many might be enrolled in a reserve and their 
services thus be made promptly available upon the out- 
break of war. 

“It is not believed practicable, at least at the present 
time, owing to the great extent of the country and the 
daily occupatitons of the men, to exact as a condition 
of enrollment that the officers and men of the reserve 
shall agree to report for periodical drills. It is believed 
possible, however, to secure an efficient reserve in which 
there would be a large enrollment of men for whom an 
annual period of drills would not be a necessity, and 
that the exaction of such a drill period as a condition 
of membership is not therefore required. Such period- 
ical drills would, however, be of great value in keeping 
trained men up to their work and in preparing untrained 
men for service on board ship and should be provided 
for to the greatest extent practicable short of being made 
a condition of enrollment.” 





Secretary Meyer has recommended that the following 
provision be enacted into law: 

“The Secretary of the Navy may designate fleet en- 
gineers, fleet ordnance officers, fleet surgeons, fleet pay- 
masters. and fleet marine officers for fleets or squad- 
rons, and may prescribe for said officers such duties as 
may be appropriate; and that sections 1373, 1374, 1382, 
1593, Rev. Stat. be, and the same hereby are, amended 
accordingly.” 

The law now provides that these designations be 
made by the President, yet as a matter of fact in prac- 
tically carrying out the provisions of the latter the des- 
ignations are in reality made by the Secretary by vir- 
tue of his delegated power as the head of this depart- 
ment; so that in practice there would be no real change 
in the manner of designating these officers. It will be 
observed that the titles are changed from the more cum- 
bersome form of “surgeon of the fleet.” as being simpler, 
and they are also the titles used in Sec. 1556, Rev. Stat. 
The requirement of Sec. 1373 that the surgeon of the 
fleet shall also be surgeon of the flagship is omitted, be- 
cause it has been found that the combined duties in 
the present large fleets of the Navy are more extensive 
and onerous than should properly be so assigned; fur- 
thermore, in the event that a smaller number of vessels 
than compose a fleet are organized into a squadron, the 
wording of the suggested provision would enable the 
department to use its discretion in ordering the fleet 
surgeon. in addition to his duties as such, also to per- 
form the duties of senior medical officer of the flagship. 

Sec. 1374, Rev. Stat.. is the only instance where the 
duties of a fleet staff officer are prescribed by law. While 
this may have been desirable 83 years ago, it is not now 
in conformity with the modern progress made in hy- 
giene and sanitation and in accordance with approprtate 
regulations prescribed by the head of this department. 
The recommended provision further includes fleet ord- 
nance officers and fleet marine officers. 





Secretary Meyer recommends that the following 
amendment be inserted in the next Naval Appropria- 
tion bill. if the committee deem such a course to be 
practicable: “The Secretary of the Navy is hereby au- 
thorized, in his discretion, to issue permanent appoint- 
ments as of date of May 13. 1908, to hospital stewards 
who enlisted as such and who had served for a period 
of one year on May 13, 1908, and the accounting offi- 
cers of the Treasury are hereby authorized and directed 
to allow in the accounts of the disbursing officers of 
the Navy all payments made on account of such per- 
manent apnointments from said date.” This is to meet 
a decision by the Comptroller of the Treasury that such 
appointments cannot under the present law be ante- 
dated, thus subjecting approximately 100 men to checkage 
in amounts ranging from nominal sums to several hun- 
dred dollars. 

Secretary Meyer has proposed an amendment to the 
Naval Appropriation bill to effect the permanent trans- 
fer of the control of a small tract of Government land 
within the Arlington estate, Alexandria county, Va., 
from the War Denartment to the Navy Department. 
This tract. containing about thirteen acres. is desired 
by the Navy Department for the purpose of maintaining 
thereon a wireless telegraph station, 


DIFFERING VIEWS ON DESERTION. 


Two interesting discussions of desertion appear in this 
year’s annual reports from totally different points of 
view. One is contributed by the Adjutant General of 
the Army, and the other by the Secretary of the Navy. 
The former favors strict punishment as the best means 
of preventing desertion, while the latter has a good word 
to say of the British army system of detention. Mr. 
Meyer appeals only to the results obtained in England; 
but, as a start has been made in our Navy toward 
inaugurating the detention system, perhaps next year 
he will be able to launch an array of home figures. 

The Adjutant General finds his argument in the de- 
crease in the desertion rate in the Army of fifty per 
cent. in two years. From 4,993 cases of desertion, or 
practically five thousand. in 1909, the number of deser- 
tions in the U.S. Army fell in the last fiscal year to 
2,504. 

General Ainsworth says in his report: “This ex- 
traordinary as well as gratifying decrease in the military 
crime of desertion, which for many years was a disgrace 
to the American Army, is undoubtedly due chiefly, if 
not entirely, to the systematic and vigorous measures 
that have been adopted for its suppression.” To those 
who advocate the restoration of deserters to duty and 
a status of honor under the flag that they have dis- 
honored and those who would have the Army undertake 
the task of reforming criminals, whether young and 
thoughtless, or old and hardened, the A.G. offers the 
records of several hundred soldiers during the fiscal years 
of 1910 and 1911, subsequent to their restoration to 
duty after desertion. Of the deserters so restored in 
1910 almost half have deserted again or have been dis- 
charged from service dishonorably or without honor for 
other offenses, and of the deserters returned to duty in 
1911 more than twenty per cent. have already been 
separated from the Service in the same discreditable 
ways in the short time that has elapsed since their 
restoration. 

The detention system in the British army and navy 
which has so caught the favor of the Secretary of our 
Navy provides that all offenders against discipline in 
the services shall be punished by detention punishments 
short and very exacting, but not brutalizing nor degrad- 
ing the offender. Such men are quartered in detention 
barracks with a room for each. Their meals. are served 
separately. and they do not at any time converse with 
each other or with the non-commissioned officers in 
charge. Rigid routine of drill and useful work is main- 
tained. The forenoons are passed in military drills, the 
aim at the Aldershot detention barracks being partic- 
warly to turn out men who have improved in military 
drills and marksmanship, so that they will go back to 
their commands and be more useful than they were 
before. The afternoons are spent in useful work or in 
repair of articles in general use at the large military 
camp at Aldershot. The men are also put through a 
thorough course of military training. including skilful 
work in the gymnasium, and, as they are not allowed 
tobacco or other stimulants during the time they are 
under detention, the improvement in their physical and 
mental welfare is most marked. 

The period of detention runs from ten days to six 
weeks. No prison garb is worn; there is no harshness 
of tone or manner toward those under detention, and 
the whole purpose of the system is to restore the moral 
tone, to improve the physical condition and to keep every 
moment of the offender so occunied with rigorous and 
exacting drills and occupations that he is most anxious 
never to be punished the second time in this way. The 
daily average population of all the army detention bar- 
racks in 1906, the year detention was introduced, was 
S98 men, and in 1910 it had been reduced to 475, through 
the detention system and the diffusion of knowledge 
regarding it in the ranks. British officers are quoted as 
saying that the system has resulted in a marked decrease 
in disciplinary offenses and crime generally, as shown 
by the following figures: In 1907. one year after general 
adoption, 12.891 men were committed to the detention 
barracks for detention punishment, and 286 men were 
committed to prisons for criminal offenses. In 1910, 
8,960 were committed to detention barracks and 192 to 
prisons. 

Not only is the number of offenses against discipline 
reduced. says the Secretary’s report, but naval prisons 
are made almost unnecessary, and economy results from 
the fact that the terms of detention are very short and 
the number of guards necessary remarkably small. At the 
Aldershot detention barracks, where about 300 men were 
under detention at the time of Mr. Meyer’s visit, there 
was one watchman on duty at a time at night, another 
watchman relieving him for half the night. During the 
day there were about a dozen non-commissioned officers 
present, who act as drillmasters and are in charge of 
men at work. The men are allotted certain tasks, and 
they get good marks when they improve on the work 
allotted to them. This feature, with perfect conduct. 
reduces slightly the length of time they are kept under 
detention. The commandant at Aldershot told Mr. Meyer 
that very seldom does a man come back the second time. 
All the men feel they are being punished. but that it is 
quick and short and disagreeable, and they seem recon- 
ciled to the fact that they are paying a reasonable, if 
disagreeable, penalty for what they have done. 

The recommendation of Mr. Meyer that the depriving 
of a deserter of his political rights should be abolished 
indicates that he intends to make an effort to effect a 
radical change in the treatment of desertion. His 
suggestion that the adequacy of the punishments in the 
British army should be a guide to us makes peculiarly 
pertinent the remarks of the Adjutant General in his 
report of 1910 on the subject of desertions in the British 
army. In the year ended Sept. 30, 1909, the percentage 
of desertion in the British army was 1.18, as against 
5.66 in the U.S. Army and 5.50 in the U.S. Navy. The 
A.G. then said that those who knew the facts understood 
that the reason why desertion is treated so leniently in 
the British army is that “it occurs so infrequently, and 
not that leniency of treatment diminishes desertion.” 
Desertion has been an incident in the British army ; with 
us it has been a problem. No lessons ean be learned 
from the desertion rate in England, it was pointed out, 
unless one understands the difference between the en- 
listed men of that country and those of the United 
States in respect to their adaptability to the discipline 
and restraints of military service, their early environ- 
ment and training, their habits of respect for and 
obedience to superior authority. and their opportunities 
for obtaining more agreeable or better paid employment 
by desertion. Weight is given to this view by contrasting 
the desertion rate among the white and the colored 
soldiers of the U.S. Army. The rate among the whites 


was 3.77 in 1910. and among the colored only 1.35. 
Since the treatment of the white and the colored soldier 
is exactly the same in the U.S. Army, the reasons for 
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the few desertions among the colored soldiers are sub- 
stantially the same as in the case of the British soldier. 
The remark of Secretary of War Proctor in his report 
of 1890 is quoted by the Adjutant General as pertinent 
now. In speaking of the difference between the white 
and colored enlisted men in the matter of desertion, 
Secretary Proctor said: “To the colored man the Service 
offers a career; to the white man too often only a 
refuge.’ While the exclusion of men of questionable 
character from the Army to-day and_ the increased 
emoluments and other opportunities which the Service 
offers does not make the parallel as sharp to-day as 
twenty years ago when Mr. Proctor wrote, perhaps only 
few will deny that the uncertainty of employment in 
crowded England compared with the chances in the 
United States must count to make military service 
steadier in Great Britain than here, irrespectively of all 
consideration of kinds of punishment.

A SCHEME OF PROMOTION BY ONE LIST. 


We present here a scheme of promotion by one list 
advocated by the Branch Cavalry Association at West 
Point. The following is the authorized strength of 
officers in the line: Colonels—C.A.C., 14: F.A., 6; 
Cavalry, 15; Infantry. 380; total, 65. Lieutenant 
colonels—C.A.C., 14; F.A., 6; Cavalry, 15; Infantry, 
30: total, 65. Majors—C.A.C., 42; F.A., 12; Cavalry, 
15: Infantry, 90; total, 189. Captains—C.A.C., 210; 
lA. 66: Cavalry, 225; Infantry. 461; total, 962. 

First lieutenants—C.A.C., 210; F.A., 78; Cavalry, 
295; Infantry. 460; total, 973. Second lieutenants— 
C.A.C.. 167: F.A., 62: Cavalry, 225; Infantry, 460; 
total, 914. 

It is proposed that all officers of the above branches 
he arranged on one list according to date of original 
commission in the Regular Army, except that those 
officers who have come into the Regular Service with 
-redit for Volunteer service be given the same credit for 
said service as they received when they came in. 

Let Nos. 1-65, inclusive. on this list, be called “Officers 
of the First Grade.” and receive pay and emoluments 
corresponding to what is now received by a colonel. 

Let Nos. 66-130, inclusive, be called “Officers of the 
Second Grade,” and receive pay and emoluments corre- 
sponding to those of a lieutenant colonel. 

Let Nos. 131-319, inclusive. be called “Officers of the 
Third Grade,” to receive pay and emoluments correspond- 
ing to those of a major. 

Let Nos. 1.282-2.254, inclusive, be called “Officers of 
the Fourth Grade,” and receive pay and emoluments 
corresponding to those of a captain. 

Let Nos. 1,282-2,254. inclusive be called “Officers of 
the Fifth Grade,” and receive pay and emoluments 
corresponding to those of a first lieutenant. 

Let Nos. 2.255-3,168, inclusive, be called “Officers of 
ihe Sixth Grade.” and receive pay and emoluments corre- 
sponding to those of a second lieutenant. Let rank and 
pay be according to this list. , 

Let the senior fifteen Cavalry officers on this list, 
irrespective of the grade in which they are, be commis- 
sioned colonels of Cavalry; let the next fifteen Cavalry 
officers on this list be commissioned lieutenant colonels 
of Cavalry, and so on down through all the officers of 
Cavalry. In a like manner commission the senior thirty 
Infantry officers on this list as colonels of Infantry, and 
so on down through all the Infantry officers. Let it be 
likewise for the other branches. In order to avoid any 
retroactive effect as to pay, it is suggested that in the 
rearrangement should any officer find himself in a grade 
entitling him to less pay than he now draws that his 
pay be continued at the present rate until he is promoted 
to the corresponding grade. This is the only additional 
cost to inaugurate this scheme. In this way promotion 
will be equal and according to years of service; pay 
and rank will be according to years of service, all of 
which is as it should be. 

Example: Suppose that the sixty-fifth officer on the 
list (the last officer in the First Grade) is Colonel A 
of Cavalry and that he is the fifteenth Cavalry officer 
on the list. Suppose that Lieutenant Colonel B of In- 
fantry is No. 66 on the list (ie.. the first officer of the 
Second Grade). Suppose No, 67 is Lieutenant Colonel 
C of Cavalry (the sixteenth Cavalry officer on the list). 
Now a vacancy exists by the retirement of a Cavalry 
officer in the First Grade. Result: No. 66 (Lieutenant 
Colonel B of Infantry) goes to the First Grade, thus 
receiving the increase in pay, but no change in command. 
No. 67 (Lieutenant Colonel C of Cavalry) becomes No. 
66 on the list and remains in the Second Grade, there- 
fore receiving no increase in pay, but becoming the 
fifteenth Cavalry officer on the list, and therefore becomes 
colonel of Cavalry. 

The following additional benefits will obtain: First, 
the expense entailed by such an act of Congress will be 
slight; second, there will be no need of transfer from 
one arm of the Service to another; third, that the benefits 
of promotion of officers resulting from an increase in 
any one branch of the Service will be general; fourth, 
as a 2cnsequence of such a scheme being adopted the 
antagonistic feeling between the different branches growing 
cut of prospective legislation will cease to be; fifth, when 
two or more different commands serve together the com- 
rand of the whole will fall to the officer who is senior 
on this list, that is, to the one with the most service 
and presumably with the most experience. There will 
cxist under some circumstances an apparent discrepancy. 
For example: A lieutenant colonel may be in supreme 
command of troops in which a colonel of another arm 
is serving. ‘This can be obviated by giving to the actual 
senior the title of “Commanding Officer” and omitting 
from orders his title in his own arm. 

In conclusion, no one will lose anything, not even 
title. Everything will be as it now is. except that 
promotion, rank and pay will be according tv years of 
service and cntirely independent of organization. Any 
legislation increasing any branch will have its benefits 
distributed among all. 
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SIGNAL CORPS AVIATION SCHOOL. 


Signal Corps Aviation School, 
Augusta, Ga., Dec. 11, 1911. 

During the past week the Aviation School has been 
well started for the winter season. The Wright, Burgess- 
Wright and 8-cylinder Curtiss aeroplanes were assembled 
and flown. The flying began on Thursday, Dec. 7, and 
all four of the officers made short flights. Flying con- 
tinued the 8th and 9th, and during the three days the 
aeroplanes made thirteen trips, having a total duration 
in the air of two hours and forty minutes. 

The flights of special interest were: One around the 
city on Dec. 7 at an altitude of 2.500 feet, by Lieutenant 
Kirtland; and on the 9th both Lieutenants Kirtland and 


Arnold went around the city at an average altitude of 
2,500 feet. 

On Dec. 8 Lieutenant Arnold ascended to an. altitude 
of 4,100 feet. In addition to being an expert aviator 
with a Wright control, Lieutenant Milling has been 
learning to fly the Curtiss type. His instruction began 
at College Park under direction of Captain Beck, and 
now he is flying very successfully alone. 

Since the arrival of the Aviation School at Augusta 
the weather has been particularly fine, with clear skies, 
and the focal residents assert that it is..the normal 
winter condition.

REPORT ON THE MAINE WRECK. 


Rear Admiral Charles EE. Vreeland, U.S.N., chair- 
man of the board of Naval experts that examined the 
Maine wreck, made a verbal report to President Taft 
on Dec. 8, and handed to Secretary Meyer the complete 
report of the board. This was sent to Congress 
on Thursday, December 14. For the present Secre- 
tary Meyer limited official statements regarding the 
Vreeland report to the following brief summary: ‘The 
board finds that the injuries to the bottom of the Maine 
were caused by the explosion of a charge of a low form 
of explosive exterior to the ship between frames 28 and 
31, strake B, port side. This resulted in igniting and 
exploding the contents of the six-inch reserve magazine, 
a 14-M, said contents including a large quantity of 
black powder. The more or less complete explosion of 
the contents of the remaining forward magazine fol- 
lowed. The magazine explosions resulted in the destruc- 
tion of the vessel.” 

The most striking differeaxe between the finding 
of the Vreeland board and that of the Sampson board, 
as far as comparison of the two is possible, with only 
the brief summary made public, is in regard to the sup- 
posed position of the mine. The Sampson board fixed 
the position of the mine at about frame 18. The 
Vreeland board puts it between frames 28 and 31, a 
position very considerably forward of that estimated by 
the Sampson board. Both boards agreed in the opinion 
that the mine exploded on the port side. 

Another interesting fenture of a comparison of the 
two reports is found in the statement of the Vreeland 
board that a low form of explosive was used in the sup- 
posed mine. 

The board brought back with it models showing the 
Maine as constructed and her present condition. The 
models were built by Naval Constructor Ferguson and, 
with the accompanying blue-prints, show the proper and 
the displaced positions of every portion of the ship. 
So complete are these models that the identification of 
every piece remaining attached to the hull is possible. 
A curious feature of the uncovering of the Maine is 
the fact that no trace .of the forward turret has been 
found. Soundings in the mud made with long steel rods 
have failed to discover any trace of it in the vicinity 
of the hull. 

It has been stated in the press that Spain was in- 
vited by the U.S. Government to be represented during 
the work of uncovering the Maine, but she never ac- 
cepted the invitation. If this is correct, then the re- 
port of the Vreeland board should prove conclusive since 
it must be plain that in inviting Spain this Government 
did all it could to secure impartiality in its findings. 
The full report when publshed may clear up the mind 
of Rear Admiral George W. Melville. U.S.N., retired, 
former engineer-in-chief of the Navy, who has contended 
from the first that the ship was destroyed by an in- 
terior explosion. The brief summary of the report as 
he read it in the press did not change his opinion. 

With the publication of the report comes a_ story 
from A. C. Brice, of Bedford, Ia., U.S. consul at Ma- 
tanzas, Cuba, at the time of the Maine explosion. He 
said that at midnight two nights before the sinking 
of the Maine a man whom he knew and who was not 
an American aroused him at his home and on _ the 
promise that his identity would not be disclosed, told 
him the Maine was going to be blown up. Brice says 
he sent a special messenger to Fitzhugh Lee, U.S. con- 
sul general at Havana, but the officials there discredit- 
ed the warning. On his return to the United States 
Brice told his story to President McKinley, who advised 
him to say nothing publicly about the incident. He 
has respected that desire of Mr. McKinley till now. 


AIGUILLETTES. 


The Encyclopaedia Britannica tells us that “aiguil- 
lette (the diminutive of French aiguille, a needle), was 
originally a tag of metal often made of precious 
metals and richly chased, attached to the end of 
a lace or ribbon, and pointed so as to pass more 
easily through eyelet holes. The term was, in time, 
applied to any bright ornament or pendant for the dress 
made of metal, and is now specially used of ornamental 
cords and tags of gold and silver lace, worn on naval 
and military uniforms. A correspondent who has ap- 


parently delved more deeply into history, holds that the 
metal pendants suggest the pencil which the aiguil- 
lette was originally designed to carry for the benefit of 
officers who had occasion to write in the field. This 
cord attached to the coat from which the pencil was 
originally hung was gradually transformed into an orna- 
mental gold cord with a pencil at the end. Our corre- 
spondent says: “When the aiguillette was first worn in 
the American Army, it was in conformity with the uni- 
form order of 1832, which prescribed the wearing of the 
aiguillette by all officers of the permanent staff corps, 
and all staff officers wore the aiguillette for the succeed- 
ing forty years. The aiguillette is not worn on the 
service uniform, and does not have a pencil attached to 
it. The despatch case has taken its place for field serv- 
ice. G.O. 182 of 1906 states: ‘Staff officers, and those 
acting as such, will, when the nature of their duty re- 
uires it, carry a despatch case to be furnished by the 

rdnance Department, and to be issued to them on 
memorandum receipt.’ From this it will be seen that 
all staff cfficers may properly use the despatch case. It 
contains pencils, maps, books for writing of orders and 
messages, etc. When the aiguillette was first used by 
other countries, it was worn in the field and in battle. 
In this country the despatch case, which takes the place 
of the aiguillette for field service, may be worn by all 
staff officers. When the aiguillette was first worn in our 
Army it was worn by all staff officers, who continued to 
wear it for a period of forty years.”

BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPAIR. 


That the total cost per ton of displacement of bat- 
tleships recently built by contract for the United States 
is less than that of previous U.S. battleships and less 
than that of similar foreign vessels is the assertion of 
Chief Constr. R. M. Watt, U.S.N., in his annual re- 
port. The time of construction for our battleships has 
been reduced from six to three years and this in spite 
cf the fact that recent battleships present a much more 
dificult problem than earlier vessels, both in design 
and construction. Such results have been possible be- 
cause the design work has been done with such definite- 
ness and detail that the shipbuilder, when building, 
knew exactly what would be required of him and was 
thus enabled to plan in advance and in detail for the 
work of construction. A marked stride toward eco- 
nomical work in the Navy yards has been made by the 
enlargement of the Cost Anaiysis Division in the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, which carefully 
serutinizes all reports of returned actual costs and pre- 
pares letters relative to excessive costs or discrepancies 
in cost reports. Orders for material requiring inspec- 
tion were distributed among 126 manufacturers. The 
additions to the effective force of the Navy by the com- 
pletion of vessels building under contract and at Navy 
yards are as follows: Battleships, Utah and Florida; 
destroyers, Paulding, Drayton, Roe, Terry, Perkins, 
Sterett, McCall. Burrows, Warrington, Mayrant, Pat- 
terson. Monaghan, Trippe, Walke and Ammen; subma- 
rine Salmon and colliers Cyclops and Neptune. Ves- 
sels brilding for the Navy are two colliers, authorized 
in 1910; two battleships, eight destroyers, four sub- 
marines, one gunboat, one river gunboat, one submarine 
tender: and two colliers and two sea-going tugs appro- 
priated for by the last Congress. The bureau’s loss in 
clerical force through resignations and transfers in the 
last three vears were more than forty-two per cent. The 
shortage of clerks interferes greatly with the efficiency 
of the office work. The effect of the eight-hour law on 
cost of construction is shown by the fact that the bids 
for two battleships under the provision of the Appro- 
priation Act of June 24. 1910, applying the eight-hour 
law. showed a marked advance over immediately previous 
contracts. The contract was awarded at a price per 
ton of normal displacement of $215.93, whereas the aver- 
age price per ton of displacement of the five preceding 
battleships built by contract was only $177.25. Still, 
with all this increase through the operation of the eight 
hour law, the cost has fallen below that of some years 
ago. 
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THE JIAY BILL AND THE NATIONAL GUARD.

OUTCOME OF FORT RILEY EXPLOSION. 


The Rey. Charles M. Brewer, formerly a chaplain in 
the Army, now the pastor of a Baptist church at Olustee, 
Okla., according to press dispatches from Junction City, 
Kas., was arrested at Olustee on Dec. 13, on a charge 
of having instigated a series of mysterious explosions 
at Fort Riley. His accuser is Private Michael Quirk, 
who has been in the guard house at Fort Riley for 
nearly a month on suspicion that he was in some way 
connected with the series of fires and explosions which 
have kept nearly half the garrison on guard at nights 
for five months. 

Quirk. it is stated, has made a confession to Col. 
Eli D. Hoyle, 6th Field Art., commandant at Fort Riley. 
He said that he blew up the bridge across the Kaw 
river on June 24, blew up the Cavalry stable on June 
20, when twenty-seven Cavalry horses were killed, and 
also blew up the water main which supplies the post 
with water. Quirk declares in his confession that he 
committed these crimes at the instigation of Brewer, 
who sought revenge because he had been court-martialed 
and dismissed from the Service. Quirk also implicated 
Mrs. Anna Jordan, wife of a convict in the Military 
prison at Fort Leavenworth, who, it is stated, was ar- 
rested in Kansas City. Friends of the Rev. Mr. Brewer 
declare that there is no truth in Quirk’s accusations so 
far as Brewer is concerned. “I shall have no trouble 
in proving an alibi,” declared the minister. “I don’t 
know Pvt. Michael Quirk, and never heard of him before 
this matter came up, but it is possible I might recognize 
the man should I see him as one of the many soldiers 
with whom I mingled in my capacity as chaplain. Nor 
do I know Mrs. Jordan, of Kansas City. I never heard 
of her before. To me the accusation came like a thunder- 
bolt out of a clear sky.” 
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IS OUR NAVY EQUIPPED FOR WAR? 

In the naval number of the Scientific American, pub- 
lished on Dec. 9, one of the most important papers is 
that contributed by Capt. T. M. Potts, Chief of the 
Office of Intelligence, U.S.N. If an enemy on the out- 
break of war should come to our shores and challenge 
the United States fleet to battle near one of its naval 
bases he does not deny that the fleet would give a very 
good account of itself. even if the enemy were a better 
equipped naval Power like Germany, but Captain Potts 
speaks thus of offensive action by our Navy: “Consider- 
ing the geographical and political conditions in the 
United States, students are pretty generally of the 
opinion that in the event of future hostilities between 
this country and any other nation the United States will 
have to carry on an offensive warfare; in other words, 
will be compelled to take the initiative and to carry on 
warfare far removed from our coasts or naval bases. 

Providing Dreadnoughts without enough destroyers to 
protect them from torpedo attack is very unwise. | The 
requisite proportion of destroyers to battleships is as 
four to one. In number of destroyers the United States 
is inferior not only to Great Britain. Germany and 
France, but to Japan. On Jan. 1, 1912, the United 
States will have thirty-six of these guardians of the 
fleet. Japan fiftyv-nine, France seventy-two, Germany 107 
and England 205. Germany, whose battleship fleet is 
of inferior gun power to that of the United States, might 
nevertheless have an advantage in a collision in neutral 
waters (in her own waters certainly) because of her 
great superiority in destroyers; and the United States 
fleet. operating in the Japan Sea or on the Philippine 
coast, might be outwitted and worsted by the Japanese 
fleet. with fewer battleships. The great value of scout 
cruisers is unquestioned, yet the United States has only 
three of these indispensable ships, England twenty-three 
with nine building, Germany ten with six building, and 
Japan four with three building. Moreover, England, 
Germany and Japan have a large merchant marine to 
draw on for scouts in an emergency. | : 

Concerning 2 much discussed question, the relative 
positions of Germany and the United States as naval 
Powers, Captain Potts says that, “considering vessels 
building and authorized. two or three years will un- 
doubtedly relegate the United States fleet to third place 
among the nations.” . ha! 

Other interesting papers in this issue are by Secretary 
Meyer, Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, Chief Constr. 
R. M. Watt, Engr.-in-Chief H. I. Cone, Rear Admiral 
N. C. Twining. Capt. Albert Gleaves, Lieut. Comdr. 
Leigh C. Palmer, Lieut. D. C. Bingham. A number of 
vessels of the American Navy grace this number, which 
contains much to make the public proud of our fleet and 
much to make them think seriously of the naval problems 
that confront the nation. President Taft sends this 
sentiment: “Until peaceful means of settling all inter- 
natienal controversies are assured to the world, prudence 
and patriotism demand that the United States maintain 
a Navy commensurate with its wealth and dignity.

PRESERVING NAVAL BATTLE FLAGS. 

The Army and Navy Union is engaged in a very 
laudable attempt to procure an appropriation from Con- 
gress for the preservation of the trophy flags now stored 
in the United States Naval Academy at Annapolis. A 
bill for that purpose has been introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Penrose, of Pennsylvania. and in the House 
by Hon. Arthur R. Bates. These bills are accompa- 
nied by a petition asking for their passage. This pe- 
tition is accompanied by a statement concerning the 
flags from Comdr, William C. Cole, U.S.N., senior 
member of the Committee on Memorial and Exhibits, 
Naval Academy. From this it appears that there are 
at the Naval Academy about 150 flags taken in battle 
or after battle since the time of the Naval war with 
France in 1798. The condition of the storage of these 
flags will be seen later on. The following are some 
of the priceless flags of this collection: 

The ensign of the insurgents. which was captured by 
the Constellation in 1799. The English royal stan- 
dard captured at York, Canada, by Commodore Chauncy 
in 1813: this is the only English royal standard in 
the possession of any nation. captured from Great 
Britain. The ensign of the Guerrier, the Cyane, the 
Java. the Boxer. the Macedonian and the Frolic. All 
of the above relate to the War of 1812, and many others, 
too, of that war. Terry's battle-flag, hoisted at the 
masthead of the flagship Lawrence, on which is in- 
scribed in white letters, the last words of Capt. James 
Lawrence: “Don't give up the ship.”

Known. An ensign captured at Mazatlan by Commo.

There are also a number of flags captured in the 


War with Spain, notably the standard of the governor 
general of the Philippines. and the Spanish ensign 
which flew over his headquarters. 

The last Congress made an appropriation of $3,000 
for the installation of these flags in exhibition cases, 
but this has not been used. As the result of corre- 
spondence with ex-Governor Guild, of Massachusetts, 
and the custodian of the flags in the Boston State House 
arrangements were made with Mrs. Amelia Fowler, a 
remarkable character and a gentlewoman, to make an 
inventory and estimate the cost of putting in a state 
for preservation and exhibition the flags now in a most 
deplorable condition. They can be sewn with stitches 
so small as not to be visible except on close inspection, 
on weave linen to be obtained from a particular factory 
in Ireland. The cost will be $25,000, including $1,500 
worth of material and the work of 100 needle women for 
200 days. When thus repaired the flags will be good 
for 1,000 years.

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SMOKELESS POWDER. 


To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A certain foreign journal of good professional standing 
has for some weeks past been publishing leading articles 
on smokeless powder, which have been, in effect and 
apparently in intention, attacks on the powder in use 
in the U.S. Army and Navy. In these articles the asser- 
tion is repeatedly made that the French and American 
powders are identical in composition and manufacture, 
and frem this alleged identity is deduced the disturbing 
conclusion that the U.S. Navy is in hourly danger of 
a Jéna or Liberté disaster. 

It seems to be assumed by this journal that all nitro- 
cellulose powders are alike and that the explosion of 
ithe Liberté was due to the spontaneous combustion of 
a quantity of powder designated “B” by the French 
authorities which was manufactured in 1906. The first 
assumption is entirely incorrect, and the second has no 
better foundation than the press reports of the verdict 
rendered by the French commission of inquiry. 

“Things aren't always what they seem; 
Skim-milk masquerades as cream.” 

In guncotton powders good materials and careful manu- 
facture produce one quality of powder, whereas inferior 
materials and lax or imperfect methods of manufacture 
produce powder of quite another quality. So, also, 
vigilance and care may be effective in maintaining 
powder in good condition or in forestalling danger by 
discovering decomposition in its early stages, while their 
absence may result in disaster. 

The journal which has been so decided in expressing 
its views as to the dangerous qualities of guncotton 
powder has not adverted. in this connection, to the 
destruction of the Aquidaban and the Mikasa, disasters 
which, in the latter case admittedly and in the former 
supposedly, were due to the spontaneous explosion of 
nitro-glycerine powder. If to these cases be added 
numerous instances of spontaneous combustion of nitro- 
glycerine powders which were not attended with the 
destruction of vessels, and therefore attracted little 
public notice (such as the cases of the Fox and Revenge, 
of the British navy), the guncotton powder has rather 
the hetter of the argument. 

The case against guncotton powder is still further 
weakened by the fact that the French Senate commission 
which investigated the Jéna explosion attributed it to 
the decomposition of the powder due to the excessively 
moist air in the magazines and to their excessive tempera- 
tures on account of an overheated bilge pump shaft. 
which passed through them: in other words, to faults of 
ship construction and ventilation entirely avoidable, and 
which have been avoided in recent American construction. 

That the French authorities have not accepted without 
reserve the conclusions of the “Commission d’Enquete” 
is sufficiently evident from stray news paragraphs appear- 
ing in the press from time to time. 

That lack of a proper system of inspection and care 
of powder cannot be entirely eliminated from a con- 
sideration of the reasons for the disaster, notwithstanding 
the finding of the commission that all the regulations 
were observed and that no one was to blame for the 
disaster. is suggested by the following: 

“Seventy-one tons of ‘B’ powder. such as may have 
caused the destruction of the battleshin Liberté, were 
thrown into the sea at Toulon Oct. 22 while the populace 
and sailors cheered.” 

A Paris correspondent of the New York Tribune. in 
a communication dated Nov. 3 and recently published in 
that paper, makes this statement: 

“The technical commission for investigating the 
methods of foreien navies for protection against explo- 
sions eonsiders that the system adopted by the United 
States Navy for this purpose is the most thorough and 
effeacions of all. The difficulty in France, however, 
ix in the lack of control of riaid inspection and of unity 
of surveillance in the manufacture of ‘B’ powder. 
Deleassé. who has undertaken with enthusiasm the 
tremendons task of reorganizing the French navy, is 
now working very hard to put the government powder 
works and proving grounds on a more efficient basis. A 
provrinent French naval officer remarked to your corre- 
snondent that ‘had the United States Navy methods been 
in force in the French navy the explosions of the Jéna 
and of the Liberté would never have occurred.’ ” 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


Although Rear Admiral Richard Wainwright, U.S.N., 
retires for age, Dec. 17, Secretary Meyer has decided 
to assign him to the general board of the Navy after 
retirement. Rear Admiral C. E, Vreeland, aid for in- 
spections, has been appointed to succeed Rear Admiral 
Wainwright as aid for operations. 

The battleships Utah and Florida will be at Galves- 
ton, Texas, for the Christmas holidays. They will re- 
main at that port until Jan. 8, to take part in the cele- 
bration of General Jackson’s victory at New Orleans 
in 1815. The Florida will stop at Pensacola on her 
way south for the ceremonies of presentation of the 
silver service to be given to the ship by the people of 
Florida. Rear Admiral Lucien Young, U.S.N., com- 
manding the Key West station, has been designated to 
receive the service on behalf of the Navy Department. 

Five hundred bluejackets left Norfolk, Va., Dec. 10, 
for the Pacific Coast on a special train over the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio. The men will take the places of men 
on the Pacific Coast whose terms of enlistment expire 
within six months. 

The Washington and North Carolina arrived at 
Hampton Roads at nine o'clock, Dec. 14, from Santo 
Domingo. 

The collier Sterling was hauled off the beach at Lynn- 
haven Bay at three o'clock a.m., Dec. 14, and arrived 
at the Norfolk Navy Yard at 7:30 a.m., in tow, but 
using her own engines. She was leaking slightly, but 
no difficulty was experienced in controlling the leak. 
The Sterling will dock immediately. A court of inquiry 
began an investigation at Norfolk Dec. 13 to place 
responsibility for the collision in Lower Chesapeake Bay 
between the collier Sterling and the steamship Dorothy. 

The U.S. hospital ship Solace, under command of 
Med, Insnector Manley F. Gates, U.S.N., is at present 
at Washington. D.C., for a brief stay. Problems of 
medical importance to the fighting efficiency of the fleet 
are being worked out on board the hospital ship, as, 
for instance. the study of the failing eyve-sight of gun- 
pointers. This trouble will in future, it is hoped. be 
largely averted and these valuable men saved to their 
guns. 

The old wooden U.S. warship Pensacola, whose keel 
was laid in 1858 at Pensacola, Fla., has been stricken 
from the Navy list. She was shorn of her rig years 
ago, and her spar-deck has been housed over. She has 
heen used at the training station at San Francisco. 
She is 230 feet 8 inches in length, 44 feet 6 inches in 
breadth and 18 feet 7 inches mean draught. Displace- 
ment, 3.000 tons. During the Civil War she was as- 
signed to the West Gulf Squadron. She passed Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip, with Farragut, April 24, 1862. 
and engaged the batteries below New Orleans, April 
25, 1862. She hoisted the Union colors over the mint 
at New Orleans. April 26, 1862. She was receiving 
shin off New Orleans during the remainder of the war 
and went out of commission at New York Navy Yard, 
April 29, 1864. Later she served on various stations, 
until unfitted for sea service. 

On receipt of the finding of the Maine Board of In- 
snection, Major Harley B. Ferguson. U.S.A., in charge 
of the work, gave orders to proceed immediately with 
the dissection and removal of the shattered forepart of 
the shin, which has been preserved as evidence, in case 
a further examination was deemed necessary. This 
done, there will remain only the completion of the bulk- 
head for the floating out of the uninjured after section 
of the Maine and the removal of the cofferdam. 

Lieut. Comdr. Lay H. Everhart, U.S.N., retired, who 
resigned as commander of the schoolship Newport last 
March. recovered a verdict of $1.000 from a jury be- 
fore Supreme Court Justice Pendleton in New York 
on Dec. 13, 1911. in a snit against the Marine Journal 
Company for $70,000. The snit was based on articles 
which alleged that the plaintiff had had no experience 
in the merchant marine and that the training cadets 
would receive under him would do more harm than good 
on board a merchant vessel. 

The Secretary of the Navy has personally commend- 
ed Christopher J. Mulligan. yeoman, second class. at- 
tached to the battleship Kansas of the Atlantic Fleet, 
for his prompt action in going to the rescue of two 
members of the crew of the U.S.S. Kansas who had 
fallen overboard at the Navy yard, Norfolk, Va., Nov. 
23, 1911. It appears that both men as they fell over- 
board struck a mooring chain, which laid open the scalp 
of one man, rendering him unconscious, and the other 
had only sufficient strength left to grasp the chain and 
attempt to held up the senseless man. The command- 
ing officer reports that Mulligan sunported both men 
until further help arrived, and that his action undoubt- 
edly saved them. 

A closely contested athletic meet was held on Thanks- 
giving Davy, Noy. 380, 1911, in the gymnasium of the 
Navy Y.M.C.A., on Sands street, Brooklyn. N.Y. Rep- 
resentatives from the U.S.S. Delaware, Marine Barracks 
and Naval Hospital competed. To winners of. first 
place a “pumpkin” pie was awarded; second-place men 
received a smaller apple pie, while to the winner of 
third place an award of a lemon pie was made. Special 
medal prizes were offered for individual point scores, 
a silver medal to the man scoring the highest number 
of points and a bronze medal for the second highest. 

FE. R. Haooeck, Navy mail clerk on board the U.S.S.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE NOTES. 


Revenue cutters No. 22 and No. 23, building at the works 
of the Newport News Shipbuilding grag are well on 
toward completion, and it is stateu they will be ready for 
launching on the afternoon of Jan. 27, 1912. The new ves- 
sels are each steel hull ships, of 1,200 tons displacement, 
and are 200 feet long, thirty-four feet beam and eighteen 
feet deep in the hold, with a maximum draft of fifteen feet. 
They will be driven by single screws and expected to be 
quite speedy ships. One of the vessels is designed for service 
on the Florida coast and for her the name Miami has_been 
selected. The other vessel, which will do duty on the North 
Pacific and in Alaskan waters, will be known as the Unalga. 
Both vessels are named after the most noted Indian tribes. 

Capt. Gamble, commanding the revenue cutter For- 
ward, reports under date of Dec. 6 that on Dec. 3 he learned 
that the Austrian steamer Marianne, of Trieste, was ashore 
upon Pulaski Shoal, Dry Tortugas. The Forward left for 
that point at 7 a.m. Dec. 4, arriving about 3 ge The vessel 
was three feet out of water forward and aft and wreckers 
aboard lightering her cargo. Captain Gamble describes the 
operations of pulling the vessel off the shoals at high tide on 
the night of Dec. 5. hile heaving in starboard anchor 
arted chain and lost anchor and about two fathoms of chain. 
The anchor having fouled the bottom a sea lifted the vessel 
while chain was taut and parted it. ! : 

The period of navigation on the lakes having practically 
closed the revenue cutter Tuscarora, stationed at Milwaukee, 
was, on Dec. 10, put out of commission for the winter. The 
revenue cutter Morrill, stationed at Detroit, Mich., was placed 
out of commission Dec. 9. ‘ ; " 

Under date of Nov. 29 Lieutenant Lauriat, commanding 
the revenue cutter Seneca, stationed at Tompkinsville, N.Y., 
reports that while in Lat. 35, 33 N., Long. 25 W., he 
received a wireless message that the lumber laden schooner 
James T. Maxwell, jr.. of New York, had been abandoned 


Nov. 22 in Lat. 37, 13 N., Long. 74, 30 W. A course was 
set for the probable locality in which the Maxwell would be 
found, but that night the wind increased to whole gale and 
it was necessary to heave to. Carpenter P. C. Rossin was 
thrown over the rail by a sudden lurch of the ship, but 
caught hold of the gig's gripes and got on board without 
injury. When wind and sea abated a course was made for 
the locality of the derelict and she was found Nov. 26. The 
schooner was wallowing in the trouth of the sea, waterlogged 
and down by the head; the waves washed completely over 
her midships; her rigging and sails were a tangle of loose 
and torn rigging. An officer and nine men went alongside 
in surfboat and secured spars, rigging and wreckage. Al- 
though this was rendered hazardous py the rough sea, which 
drenched the men while working and by the threshing about 
of the wreckage, the work was completed in about four 
hours. The ship’s cat was found alive and brought on board 
the Seneca. The derelict was towed, stern first against a 
head sea_and wind and a course laid for the Chesapeake 
Capes. Not more than a knot an hour was made until wind 
and sea abated that night, after which good progress was 
made. About noon of Nov. 28 the schooner was let go off 
Newport News Shipyards in charge of a representative of 
the owners who met the Seneca near Hampton Roads. 

‘ he a vo ph a on Dec. 7 went in search 
or reported wreckage twenty-three miles southwest of i 
Island Light, off the coast of Maine. oe 

The revenue cutter Mohawk reports under date of Dec. 6 
having succeeded in finding the barge Henry Clay and turned 
her over to the tug Gettysburg. 

The revenue cutter Forward returned from Tortugas on 

Dec. 6 after having hauled the Austrian steamer Marianne 
off Pulaski Shoal, she having lost bower anchor in a rough 
sea. 
On Dec. 6 the revenue cutter Onondaga, together with the 
Merritt, pulled for an hour on ship Fortuna, but was unable 
to move her. The Fortuna had thirteen feet of water in her 
hold. The Onondaga stood by to investigate charges of loot- 
ing, it having been reported that the vessel had been looted 
of her cargo. 

The revenue cutter Tahoma, conveying a representative of 
the underwriters of the British steamer Tees to Seattle, will, 
upon completion of this duty, return to Neah Bay and remain 
there until relieved by the Snohomish. Upon being relieved 
the Snohomish will proceed to Astoria, Ore., to relieve the 
Manning, and the Manning will proceed south to join the 
Southern division at San Francisco. 

Capt. S. B. Winram, U.S.R.C.S., commanding the revenue 
cutter Gresham, reports under date of Dec. 2 that on Dee. 1, 
while standing across Massachusetts Bay, with the intention 
of making a cruise around Nantucket Lightship, he received 
a message that a three-masted schooner was in distress off 
Pollock Rip Lightship. Increased speed was immediately 
ordered under three boilers in order to arrive at the scene 
before darkness. The schooner was sighted at 6:15 p.m. and 
a life-saving crew was aboard of her. She proved to be the 
William B. Herrick, of Dennis, Mass., bound from Rockport, 
Mass., to New York with paving stones; her head sails had 
been blown away the night before and her mizzen head was 
badly broken and strained and her windlass was disabled. 
She was taken in tow at 7:30 p.m. for Vineyard Haven. 
About this time the revenue cutter Acushnet was sighted 
standing toward the Gresham. At 7:42, seeing that the Acushnet 
was about to strike, the Gresham was backed full speed. At 
7:44 the Acushnet struck the Gresham on the port bow with 
apparently no damage to the Gresham, but with some damage 
to the Acushnet on the starboard side. As a result of the 
collision and of the Gresham’s having to back full speed to 
avoid a more serious disaster, the schooner ranged alongside 
and slightly dented a bulwark plate aft. After this the 
Gresham went ahead and towed the Herrick to Vineyard 
Haven, where she was safely anchored at 12:55 a.m. Dee. 2. 
Captain Winram further reports that when he arrived upon 
the scene of action he saw what appeared to be a steam 
fishing vessel near the schooner, which he afterward found 
to be a Merritt & Chapman wrecking and derrick tug—the 
Anderson. After he had taken the schooner in tow the said 
tug ranged up alongside and informed him who and what he 
was, and also that he (Winram) was interfering with private 
enterprise. The tug was asked if it had spoken the schooner 
and also if it had made a bargain with her, but no reply was 
received. In this controversy Captain Winram referred the 
tug to the fact that it was the duty of revenue cutters to 
assist vessels in distress and he was accordingly acting under 
such orders and instructions.

tion of forests, the storage and use of flood waters for the 
irrigation of arid lands and for the development of water 
power, the reclamation of swamp lands, and the establishment 
of terminal and transfer facilities, and providing a fund ample 
for continuous work, such comprehensive plans to be framed 
under the direction of a board of experts, of which the Chief 
of Engineers shall be the chairman, the various works under 
such plans to be conducted under the national services to 
which the jurisdiction now pertains. 

Eleventh. Providing for the upbuilding of the American 
merchant marine by free entry to American registry of all 
-— = wherever built. 

‘welfth. Providing for the construction of auxiliary ships 
for our Navy, to be used in time of war in aid of the fighting 
ships and in times of peace in establishing necessary service 
through the Panama Canal and new routes of commerce to 
foreign countries through lease to shipping companies; such 
legislation to involve the temporary diminution of the con- 
struction of fighting ships and the substitution of auxiliary 
ships, with a view to the creation of a well-proportioned and 
efficient Navy. 

Thirteenth. For the more efficient administration and co- 
operation of the Army and Navy and the reduction of the 
total Army and Navy expense to not exceeding $200,000,000 
annually through the aid of a board of Army and naval 
officers, to be selected by the President. 

S. Res. 160, Mr. Works.—Calling for an investigation of 
the Santa Monica, Cal., branch of the National Home for 
Disabled Volunteer Soldiers. 

S. 3442, Mr. Taylor.—To appoint and place William H. 
Crook on the retired list of the Army with the rank of major. 

S$. 3461, Mr. Cullom.—For the erection of «a memorial to 
Col. Edward Dickinson Baker at Balls Bluff, Va. Appropriates 
$5,000. 

S. 3506, Mr. Penrose.—Granting an annuity equivalent to 
$75 per month to officers and enlisted men of the U.S. Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps who have attained the age of sixty 
years and have been, or may hereafter be, awarded medals 
of honor for gallantry and heroism involving great personal 
peril, and authorizing the President of the United States to 
make rules and regulations for carrying the act into effect. 

S. 3605, Mr. Bristow (by request).—That from and after 
the passage of this act the grade of post non-commissioned 
staff officer, consisting of ordnance sergeant, post commissary

\rmy with three-fourths of the pay and allowances he may 
be then receiving: Provided further, That all post non-com- 
missioned staff officers on the active list of the Army at the 
time of the passage of this act shall be immediately dis- 
charged and appointed to warrant grade upon their acceptance 
thereof within thirty days from date of discharge, and that 
hereafter appointments shall be made from the enlisted men 
of the Army, under such rules and after such examinations 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of War: Provided 
further, That ail warrants issued undér the provisions of, this 
act shall continue in force, unless the holder thereof shall 
become separated from the Service by reason of the accept- 





ance of his resignation or dismissal by sentence of a general 
court-martial approved by the President. 

S. 3620, Mr. Nelson.—To regulate ratio communication. 

S. 3622, Mr. Nelson.—Increasing compensation superin- 
tendents of national cemeteries. 

3640, Mr. Perkins.—That the Secretary of the Navy 
may designate fleet engineers, fleet ordnance officers, fleet 
surgeons, fleet paymasters, and fleet marine officers for fleets 
or squadrons, and may prescribe for such officers such duties 
as may be appropriate; and that sections 1373, 1374, 1382 
and 1393 of the Revised Statutes be, and the same hereby 
are, amended accordingly. : 


S. 3641, Mr. Perkins.—To provide for the deposit in the 
gery’ d of the United States of moneys, unclaimed by next 
of kin belonging to deceased inmates of the Naval Home or 
derived from the sale of their personal effects, and for other 
purposes. 

S. 3642, Mr. Perkins.—To amend the Act of Jan. 25, 1895, 
as amended by the Act of March 3, 1901, relative to the 
administration of oaths, so as to authorize their administra- 
tion by commanding officers of the Navy and Marine Corps, 
recruiting officers, and the adjutants and inspectors. 


NAVAL EXAMINING BOARDS. 


S. 3643, Mr. Perkins.—That hereafter naval examining 
boards for the examination for promotion of officers in the 
Navy shall consist of not less than five members, two of whom 
shall be officers of the Medical Corps of the Navy, and the 
remaining members shall be senior to and, as far as practica- 
ble, shall be selected from the same corps as the officer to 
be examined: Provided, That the board for the examination 
for promotion of officers of the Medical Corps shall consist 
of not less than three members, each of whom shall be a 
member of said Corps and senior to the officer to be examined, 
and that the two junior members of this board shall conduct 
the physical and mental examination of the candidate for 
promotion: And provided further, That for each naval ex- 
amining board as herein authorized there shall also be a 
recorder, who may or may not be a member of the board. 

Sec. 2. That the examination for promotion shall be made 
in the following order: First, moral qualifications; second, 
physical and mental qualifications; and third, professional 
qualifications: Provided, That if the candidate is found 
morally disqualified by his seniors on the board, the remain- 
ing steps of the examination shall be dispensed with and the 
case shall be submitted to the President, pursuant to law. 

Sec. 3. That the physical and mental examination shall be 
made by the two medical members of the board as above 
provided, who shall each personally examine the candidate 
and also the medical record as furnished to the board, and 
shall certify to the board that such examination has been 
made and that the candidate is, or is not, physically and men- 
tally qualified for the efficient performance of all the duties 
of the next higher grade. Should the candidate be found by 
the full board to be disqualified for promotion, physically or 
mentally, or both, they will conclude the examination by 
reporting whether or not he is incapacitated for active service, 
the cause of the disability, if any, and whether such disability 
was contracted in the line of duty; and for the purpose of 
this inquiry the proceedings of the board shall conform to 
those of a retiring board, and officers so found to be dis- 
qualified for promotion, physically or mentally. or both, shall 
not be further examined, and the case shall be submitted to 
the President, pursuant to law. 

See. 4. That should the candidate be found by the full 
board to be morally, physically, and mentally qualified for 
promotion, the professional examination shall be proceeded 
with, the medical officers being excused from further attend- 
ance on the sessions thereof except in the case of the profes- 
sional examination of a medical officer. 

Sec. 5. That the board shall report their recommendation 
of any officer for promotion in the following form, namely, 
‘*We hereby certify that ———— has the moral, physi- 
cal, mental, and professional qualifications to perform effi- 
ciently all the duties, both at sea and on shore, of the grade 
to which he is to be promoted, and recommend him for pro- 
motion.’’ 





PROVIDING FOR A NAVAL RESERVE. 

S. 3644, Mr. Perkins.—This bill provides: Secs. 1, 2, 3. 
That for the purpose of securing an adequate addition to the 
personnel of the Regular Naval Establishment of the United 
States in time of threatened or actual war a reserve for the 
Navy, to be known as the United States Naval Reserve, is 
hereby created for a period of five years by the voluntary 
enrollment of ablebodied male citizens of the United States 
who are or who have been employed in a seafaring life and 
from those other male citizens of the United States who, in 
the opinion of the Secretary of the Navy, may be deemed 
well adapted for the naval service: Provided, That all per- 
sons enrolled in the Naval Reserve shall agree to respond to 
a call by the President for service in the Regular Navy for 
a period of two years in time of war or when war is threat- 
ened and shall not be over forty-five years of age. 

Sec. 4. That members of the Naval Reserve may volun- 
tarily enter active service for such drills, exercises, or in- 
struction as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe for 
periods not to exceed one year at any one time, during which 
period they shall be subject to the same articles, rules, regu- 
lations, and discipline and receive the same pay, allowances, 
and privileges as the officers and men of the Navy of like 
rank or rating, but no such pay, allowances, or privileges 
shall be in excess of those for the period of duty actually 
verformed by such officers and men; and the Secretary of the 
Navy is hereby authorized to provide and furnish such neces- 
sary allowance of uniform and subsistence, either in money 
or in kind, and such actual travel expenses as he may pre- 
scribe to officers and men of the Naval Reserve who perform 
active service; and the Secretary of the Navy is further au- 
thorized to provide for the service in time of peace of officers 
and men of the Naval Reserve on board ships of the Navy. 

Sec. 5. That the United States Naval Reserve shall con- 
sist of — 

First. Line officers, not to exceed fifty per cent. of the 
commissioned line officers of the Regular Navy, to be con- 
trolled in the grades of lieutenant, lieutenant (junior grade), 
and ensign, of whom not more than twenty-five per cent. shall 
hold the rank of lieutenant, and the number of lieutenants 
and lieutenants (junior grade) shall not together exceed fifty 
per cent., and the remainder shall be ensigns: Provided, That 
officers who have resigned from the Regular Navy with a 
higher rank than that of lieutenant shall be enrolled in the 
Naval Reserve in the rank held in the kegular Service at the 
time of resignation, the numbers in such higher ranks to be 
deducted from the number of lieutenants: And_ provided 
further, That the enrollment of line officers shall be limited 


(a) Officers who have resigned from the Navy in good 
standing within ten years. 

(b) Graduates of the Naval Academy who have never been 
commissioned, but who have left the Service in good standing 
within ten years. 

(c) Officers of the mercantile marine, yachtsmen, and other 
seafaring men who hold masters’ certificates for seagoing 
vessels. F 

(d) Naval Militia officers who have served four years in 
the said Militia and who have been honorably discharged 
within ten years. 

Second. Medical officers to be enrolled in the grade of as- 
sistant surgeon, with the rank which assistant surgeons of 
the Regular Service have upon entry, under the same pro- 
visions in all respects, except as may be necessary to adapt 
the said provisions to the Navy as those providing a Medical 
Reserve for the Army, and as set forth in the act to increase 
the efficiency of the Medical Department.of the United States 
Army, approved April 23, 1908. f 

Third. Pay officers, not to exceed fifty per cent. of the 
commissioned pay officers of the Regular Navy, to be enrolled 
in the junior grade of the Pay Corps with the rank which 
such incumbents said junior grade have upon entry in the 
Regular Navy. 

Fourth. Warrant officers, not to exceed the number of 
machinists in the Regular Navy, to be enrolled from marine 
engineers of experience as machinists in the Naval Reserve. 

Fifth. Petty officers and men, not to exceed fifty per cent. 
of the total authorized enlisted strength of the Regular Navy, 
to be enrolled from— : 

(a) Men who have been or who may hereafter be dis- 
charged from the Navy with recommendation for re-enlistment. 

(b)) Seafaring men of the merchant marine. ae 

(ec) Honorably discharged men of the Naval Militia who 
have had not less than two years of service in the aval 
Militia. : : : 

(d) Artificers, and men of special callings, who by ‘their 
occupations are adapted to-the naval service. ; 

Sec. 6. That promotion of officers up to the rank of lieu- 
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tenant in the Naval Reserve shall be under such regulations 
as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe: Provided, That 
for eminent and conspicuous conduct in battle or extraordi- 
nary heroism officers of the Naval Reserve, by reason of the 
vrovisions of this section, may be advanced one grade in the 
aval Reserve, but no officer thereof shall hold a higher rank 
_ that of commander, except as provided by Sec. 5 of this 
act. 

Sec. 7. That officers of the Naval Reserve shall have their 
names borne in the Navy Register, and officers of the Naval 
Reserve commanding private vessels under the United States 
flag shall be permitted to fly a Naval Reserve burgee of such 
design and under such regulations as the Navy Department 
may prescribe, and such burgee shall not otherwise be flown 
from any vessel. This privilege, and that of continuing to 
wear the uniform, may be extended to ex-officers of the Naval 
Reserve whose connection therewith has been terminated be- 
cause of the age limit. 

Sec. 8. That officers of the Naval Reserve when called into 
active service, shall be commissioned as officers of the Regu- 
lar Navy as acting officers in such grades not above the grade 
held in the Naval Reserve as may be determined under regu- 
lations to be prescribed by the Secretary of the Navy: Pro- 
vided, That officers who have resigned from the Regular Navy 
with a higher rank than that of lieutenant shall be commis- 
sioned in the grades held by them in the Navy at the time 
of their resignation. 

Secs. 9 and 10. That the machinists of the Naval Reserve, 
ealled into active service, warrants as acting machinists in 
the Navy shall be issued. Petty officers and men shall he 
regularly enlisted in the Navy. 

Sec. 11. That every petty officer and man enrolled in the 
Naval Reserve shall be entitled to an annual compensation 
of $10, which shall be paid at the expiration of each year of 
enrollment, provided he shall have reported to the Navy De- 
partment in conformity with such rules as the Secretary of 
the Navy may prescribe. 

Secs. 12 to 19. Certificate of enrollment shall be furnished 
and a distinctive button which may be worn with civilian 
dress, the uniform to be prescribed by the Secretary. Sec. 15. 
Members of the Naval Reserve shall be exempt from service 
in the Organized Militia and from jury duty in the Federal 
courts. Sec. 16. Appropriates $250,000 for expenses. Sec. 17. 
Provides for the voluntary enrollment of non-commissioned 
officers and privates as a reserve for the United States Marine 
Corps. Sec. 18. Members of the Reserve may, except in 
time of war or when war is threatened, terminate their con- 
nection with said Reserve at any time. Sec. 19. When in 
the service of the United States they shall be entitled to all 
the benefits of the pension laws. 

Sec. 20. That the provisions of this act shall take effect 
immediately. 


























S. 3645, Mr. Perkins.—That the Act approved May 13 
1908, making appropriations for the naval service in so far 
as it relates to the payment of six months’ pay to the widow 
of an officer or enlisted man, and so forth, be amended as 
follows: Strike out the words ‘‘contracted in the line of 
duty’’ and insert in lieu thereof the words ‘‘not the result 
of his own misconduct.’’ 


ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE IN THE NAVY. 

S. 3646, Mr. Perkins.—To amend ‘‘An Act to promote the 
administration of justice in the Navy,’’ to amend Sec. 1624, 
Rev. Stat., and for other purposes. Amends Sec. 10 of the 
Act approved Feb. 16, 1909, to read: ‘‘That general courts- 
martial may be convened by the President, by the Secretary 
of the Navy, by the commander of a fleet, squadron, or di- 
vision, and by the commanding officer of any naval station 
outside the continental limits of the United States.’’ 

Sec. 2. Amends Sec. 17 of the same act, by adding the 
following proviso: ‘‘Provided, That in a fleet or squadron the 
approval of the commander of a division upen sentences of 
summary courts-martial shall be a sufficient approval for the 
purposes of this section.’’ 

Sec. 3. Amends Art. 55 of Sec. 1624, R.S., to read: 
‘‘Courts of inquiry may be ordered by the President, the 
Secretary of the Navy, the commander of a fleet, squadron, 
or division, and by the commanding officer_of any naval sta- 
tion outside the continental limits of the United States.’’ 

Sec. 4. That the powers conferred upon the commander 
of a vessel of the U.S. Navy, with respect to punishments 
and to summary courts-martial and deck courts, be extended 
to include and to be vested in the officer of the naval service 
in command of and with respect to naval landing forces or 
expeditions when composed of officers and enlisted men of 
the Navy or Marine Cerps, or both, from two or more ships 
of the Navy, or from other sources, and also in the com- 
manding officer of a regiment of marines, in either case on 
duty on shore by direction of the senior naval officer present 
or by higher naval authority: Provided, That in time of war 
such commander of naval rae forces or expeditions shall 
be competent to convene courts of inquiry and general courts- 
martial: And provided further, That the commander of 4 
naval landing force from a single ship, or the commanding 
officer of a battalion of marines, in either case when on ony 
on shore by direction as. aforesaid, may, with respect to suc 
landing force or battalion, exercise _the powers conferred 
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upon the commander of a naval vessel with respect to deck 
courts. 

Sec. 5. That when a force of marines is regularly assigned 
by competent eythoriy to duty on board an armed naval 
transport and is embarked thereon as a separate organization, 
not a part of the authorized complement of such transport, 
the authority of the commanding officer of such separate or- 
ganization, with respect to the personnel thereof in matters 
concerning the assignment of minor punishments and con- 
yening summary courts-martial and deck courts, shall be the 
same as that which is now, or which may hereafter be, pro- 
vided by law for the commandant of a marine barracks at a 
navy yard.

PAY OF NAVAL BUREAU CHIEFS. 

H.R. 15266, Mr. Padgett—To promote efficiency and 
economy in the administration of the Navy Department.

30, 1911, and for other purposes,’’ approved June 24, 1910, 
which reads as follows: ‘‘The pay and allowances of chiefs 
of bureaus of the Navy Department shall be the highest shore- 
duty pay and allowances of the rear admiral of the lower 
nine, and all officers of the Navy who are now serving or who 
shall hereafter serve as chief of bureau in the Navy Depart- 
ment, and are eligible for retirement after thirty years’ 
service, shall have, while on the active list, the rank, title, 
and emoluments of a chief of bureau, in the same manner as 
is already provided by statute law for such officers upon 
retirement by reason of age or length of service, and such 
officers, after thirty years’ service, shall be entitled to and 
shall receive new commissions in accordance with the rank 
and title hereby conferred.’’ be, and the same is hereby, 
repealed. 

Provided, however, That no officer who has ceased to hold 
office of chief of any bureau, and who is entitled to the 
benefits of the provisions of the Act of June 24, 1910, shall 
be denied or deprived thereof by virtue of this repeal. 

Sec. 2. That the portions of the Act entitled ‘‘An Act 
making appropriations for the naval service for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1909, and for other purposes,’’ ap- 
proved May 13, 1908, which read as follows: *‘ hat the pay 
and allowances of chiefs of bureaus in the Navy Department 
shall be the highest ge of the grade to which they belong 
and not below that of rear admiral of the lower nine. * * * 
That any officer of the Navy who is now serving or shall 
hereafter serve as chief of a bureau in the Navy Department, 
and shall be subsequently retired, shall be retired with the 
rank, pay, and allowances authorized by law for the retire- 
ment of such bureau chief.’’ be, and the same are hereby, 
repealed. Provided, however, That no officer who has ceased 
to hold the office of chief of any bureau, and who is entitled 
to the benefits of the provisions of the Act of May 13, 1908, 
shall be denied or deprived thereof by virtue of this repeal. 

Sec. 3. hat from and after the passage of this act the 
séveral chiefs of the bureaus of the , Department shall, 
during the occupancy of such office and service as chief of 
bureau, have, hold, and receive the rank, grade, pay, and 
allowances to which he is entitled at the time of his appoint- 
ment as such chief of bureau, or to which he may be entitled 
in regular line of promotion as an officer of the Navy, and 
that the rank, pay, and allowances of any officer of the Navy 
shall not be increased by virtue of his appointment as chief 
of a bureau of the Navy Department. Sec. 4. That all laws 
or parts of laws in conflict with this act are hereby repealed.

A MAMMOTH ARMORY. 


Some idea may be had of the liberality of New York in 
providing armories for its state forces from the plans adopted 
for the new armory for the 8th Regiment of Coast Artillery, 
in the Borough of the Bronx, New York city. The building, 
which is of unique characteristics, is to be of French me- 
dieval style and will stand at the south end of the Jerome 
Park Reservoir, commanding a view of the Bronx Valley. On 
the east side of the site is Jerome avenue, and on the south 
side is Kingsbridge road, and on the west side Reservoir 
avenue. 

Among the many interesting features of the new armory 
are the following: The building will be 600 feet long, 300 
feet wide and ninety feet high, with entrance towers rising 
144 feet and a ground area of 180,000 square feet. Appro- 
priations will be made to cover an estimated cost of $1,290,- 
000, and this does not include the cost of the site, which was 
purchased some time since. Of the $1,290,000 appropriation 
for the building, $140,000 is for a forty-foot retaining wall 
between the armory and the reservoir. The U.S. Government 
ordnance equipment is to be installed at an expenditure of 
$250,000. ree x 

The administration portion of the building projects from 
the front of the drill hall and in it will be the locker, com- 
pany, reception and dressing rooms and regimental offices. It 
will be 436 feet long, 44 feet high and 44 feet wide, except 
at the bastions and towers, where it will be 69 feet wide. 
A wireless outfit will be installed in the towers. 

In the basement there is a magazine and workshop, shoot- 
ing galleries, a lecture hall utilized as a coat room for special 
occasions and a kitchen ample for 1,000 men. The drill hall, 
it is estimated, could accommodate 40,000 persons—among 
the galleries and with seats on the floor. The galleries will 
provide seat room for 5,000 persons during reviews, etc. 

A driveway entrance of the basement at Jerome avenue 
will be forty feet wide and 500 feet long, each company 
having a separate storage room for its equipment alongside. 
Each company’s wagon can load or unloa simultaneously 
without interfering. In the basement will be the officers 
pistol range, 75 yards long; a lecture room to seat 1,000, a 
gymnasium of size ample for twelve companies, or 1,200 men; 
a rifle range with a clear firing trajectory of 200 yards, 
double the length of any indoor range extant, and possibly 
an automatic pistol range of 100 yards length. Here also 
will be rooms for hospital, hospital corps, band, cleaning and 
field mess, magazines for explosives, and ample parking space 
for vehicles and battery parades. ’ 

The drill hall takes up all of the main floor space, except 
a strip 100 feet wide at the west end set aside for the em- 
placements. A_ breastwork, twelve feet high, will be built 
upon the floor, and inside it will be mounted a 10-inch rifle 
which uses a shell of 604 pounds weight. Real shells will 


be used in loading practice, and dummy powder bags. A_sub- 
caliber tube will be provided for armory gun practice. There 
will also be a 10-inch mortar and a 3-inch rifle in the 
fortress, with battery commanders’ station, plotting room, 


osition firing station just as in a real coast fortification. 
Whe mortar’s projectiles will weigh 1,046 pounds each. 

Every detail necessary for military instruction has been 
thought out carefully, but at the same time the social features 
necessary have not been 
neglected. : 

q fully equipped gymnasium for 1,200 men, with a four- 
lap to the mile running track, will be provided, and also 
billiard rooms and bowling alleys. The Officers’ Club will 
comprise a writing room, library and mess. An_ immense 
basement driveway, where twenty wagons may be loaded at 
once, is available also for carriages and automobiles on gala 
nights. On the floor above the gallery in the administration 
building provision has been made for an officers’ mess and 
library and living quarters for the armorer on the level of 
the floor. f chee 

There will be the most up-to-date heating and ventilating 
plants, shower baths, sanitary arrangements, etc. | Company 
parlors and all rooms in the administration building and 
towers above the first floor are to be finished in straight 
grained red oak. All other interior finish in the building is 
to be of North Carolina or Georgia pine. The entire build- 
ing will be floored with reinforced cinder concrete, except 
such portions as rest directly on earth. — The entire basement 
and the areas are to be floored with six inches of Portland 
cement stone concrete. Finished cement floors will be re- 
quired in areas, waiting room, corridors below drill floor 
level, locker rooms, mess hall, kitchen, storage rooms, drive- 


way, etc. Partitions around rifle and pistol ranges and lec- 
ture room will be of brick.

NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


9TH N.Y.—COL. W. F. MORRIS. 

The 9th N.Y., under command of Col. W. F. Morris, was 
reviewed in its armory on the night of Dec. 14 by Brig. Gen. 
David E. Austen, Chief of Coast Artillery, who was accom- 
panied by a staff of nine officers. It was the regiment’s first 
display under the new Infantry Drill Regulations, and in tho 
review, regimental drill and regimental parade the command 
made a fine appearance. Quite a number of vasiting officers 
were present in tie large audience, as the special guests of 
Colonel Morris and other officers, and they expressed them- 
selves as highly pleased at the display of the evening. 

The regiment was equalized in ten companies of sixteen 
files each, there being four in the 1st Battalion, under Major 
Walton, three in the 2d Battalion, under Major Byrne, and 
three in the 3d Battalion, under Major Ward. In all three 
events the regiment showed plenty of life and snap, particu- 
larly in the regimental drill. In the regimental parade the 
colors of the regiment were dismissed before the passage in 
review, a proceeding not authorized in the drill book. The 
colors can be dismissed with ceremony at the completion of 
the regimental parade, just as well as before, and it would 
look better. Among the special guests were Colonel Rafferty, 
Captain Hines and Captain Mitchell, U.S.A., Colonel Davis and 
Major Kemp, 13th N.Y., Col. E. F. Austin, Lieut. Col. F. 0. 
Sauvan, Captains Taller, Tannenbaum and Teets, 8th N.Y., 
Capt. H. T. Ashmore and H. G. Ely, 12th N.Y., Col. J. H. 
Foote, 14th N.Y., Capt. Ralph M. Glover, 10th N.Y., Capt. A. 
M. Tompkins, retired, and Assemblyman Cuvillier. Among 
the officers with General Austen were Lieut. Col. W. I. Tay- 
lor, Majors T, R. Fleming, A. Ames, W. F. Roberts, W. F. 
Turpin and Lieut. John C. Hegeman, of the Coast Artillery, 
and Major Clarence W. Smith, 2d Brigade staff. The visiting 
officers were pleasantly entertained after the parade in the 
quarters of the colonel, where General Austen took occasion 
to praise the work of the 9th, and also that of the 8th and 
the 13th Regiments. Colonel Morris also made remarks com- 
plimentary to the service of General Austen. 


A reorganization of the New Jersey National Guard is 
said to be likely during the present drill season. Adjt. Gen. 
W. F. Sadler, jr., is said to have prepared certain plans for 
the betterment of the state force, with the assistance of 
Major Evan M. Johnson, jr., U.S.A., on duty with the Na- 
tional Guard of the state. 

Mr. Heflin introduced in the House of Representatives on 
Dec. 6, 1911, a bill authorizing the construction of a suitable 
building at Fort Deposit, Ala., in lieu of the armory which 
belonged to the National Guard of said place which was de- 
stroyed by the recent storm that swept over Fort Deposit. 

Adjutant General Verbeck, of New York, has issued Bul- 
letin No. 5, which gives a number of opinions of genuine 
interest on National Guard subjects, by Lieut. Col. W. W. 
Ladd, judg advocate on the staff of Major General Roe. 
_On_ the recommendation of Major Gen. Charles F. Roe, 
N.G.N.Y., commanding the division, the 1st Ambulance Com- 
pany is reorganized as a_ field hospital, to be designated and 
known as the 2d Field Hospital. Capt. Joseph A. Cox, 1st 
Lieut. Albert W. Greene, and 1st Lieut. Louis H. Gaus, M.C., 
are assigned to the 2d Field Hospital. An ambulance com- 
pany to be known as the Ist is organized at Binghamton, N.Y. 

_The annual inspection of the Connecticut National Guard 
will begin Jan. 15, 1912. 

At _a meeting of the officers of the 9th Regiment, 
Mass.V.M., it was voted to hold a contest of companies 
stationed in the East Armory of assembling and loading an 
army wagon. Prizes will be given to the winning companies, 
and later there will be a contest open to all companies of 
the M.V.M. Adjutant General Pierson has decided to have 
all company quartermasters attend these contests. 

The return of rifle practice of the three infantry regi- 
ments, comprising the Ist Brigade, of Pa.N.G., during the 
season of 1911, shows a total of 2,606 officers and men prac- 
ticing, and a net gain of thirty-eight qualifications over 1910. 
There are 1,141 marksmen, six sharpshooters, and 272 ex- 
perts. Officers qualified with the revolvers as_ follows: 
Forty-seven experts, thirty-three sharpshooters, and _ fifty- 
eight marksmen. 

Jobn Weldemeir, slayer of George E. Moody, Sheriff of 
Richland county, North Dakota, was killed Dec. 10 by mem- 
bers of Co. I, North Dakota National Guard, who with a 
posse of citizens overtook Weldemeir seven miles southwest 
of White Rock, S.D., and shot one horse of the team with 
which he was making his escape. He was surrounded by the 
men in pursuit, and a single bullet from a Guardsman’s rifle 
through the forehead caused death. Weldemeir had fifty 
cartridges left. None of his pursuers was hurt, although he 
fired several shots at them. 

_Major John F. O’Ryan, commanding the 2d Battalion of 
Field Artillery, N.G.N.Y., has appointed two new lieutenants 
for his command. One is Kenneth S. Ferguson, who served 
in the British army in South Africa in the Boer War and 
who was also in Manchuria in the war between Russia and 
Japan and also served as first sergeant in the 7th Regiment 
until recently. The other new lieutenant is Robert D. Mills, 
formerly sergeant in Squadron A, of New York. 

The prizes won in the recent competitions and the insignia 
earned by members of the National Guard, District of Co- 
lumbia, for qualification in small-arms practice during the 
1911 season, were presented by Brig.

ZAMBOANGA NOTES. 


Pettit Barracks, P.I., Oct. 15, 1911. 
October 21 was the sixty-fifth anniversary of the Battle of 
Monterey, in which the 3d Infantry took so conspicuous and 
gallant a part. In commemoration, a battalion parade was 
held at Pettit barracks. The regimental baton, made from 
the flag-staff which stood in front of the cathedral in the 
Grand Plaza of the City of Mexico at the time of the Mex- 
ican War and which was presented to the 3d Infantry by 
Gen. Persifor F. Smith, commanding the division in which 
the regiment served, was carried by the drum major during 
the ceremony. We remembered that at the grand review at the 
close of the Mexican War, at the approaching of the 3d Infan- 
try, the commanding general turned to his staff, exclaiming, 
‘‘Hats off, gentlemen, to the Old Guard of the American 
Army.’’ It was proposed to hold the usual annual regi- 
mental dinner at the Army and Navy Club on the evening of 
the 21st, but owing to the fact that very few of the officers 
could be spared from Malabang and Jolo, the banquet has 
been postponed and will be held on board the transport by 
which the regiment returns to the United States. There is 
one benefit from the postponement, however, in that the 
ladies of the regiment, contrary to the usual custom, will 
be_ present. A ‘ 
e many friends of Lieut. Vernon L. Whitney, P.C., have 
been congratulating him upon the award of a medal for valor, 
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which was presented last week by Col. M. L. Hersey, district 
director. Last February he scaled the wall of a cotta wn.ch 
was held by a large force of Moros, and found Lieutenant 
Preuss, who had exhausted his ammunition and was engaged 
in a hand-to-hand struggle with a Moro armed with a campi- 
lan. With great coolness and disregard for his personal 
cates, Lieutenant Whitney told Lieutenant Preuss to move 
his head, and with one well-placed snot dispatched the 
oro. 

bpm gery field officers were engaged in the test-ride 
last week. At its conclusion a reception was tendered them 
by the Army and Navy Club. Lieut. Thomas J. Leary, M.C., 
has returned to the States, his place being taken by Lieut. 
Addison D. Davis, M.C., who, with Mrs. Davis and son, was 
entertained upon arrival by Col and Mrs Kirby. 

In early September, Nicomedes, deputy sheriff, was sent 
by_Deputy Governor Crawford, of Basilan, to arrest Mundang, 
a Moro, on a charge of carabao stealing. After submittin 
to arrest Mundang and his son later turned on the »sheri 
and killed him with their knives. A detachment of scouts 
took the field immediately, but no trace of the murderers 
could be found. It was learned, however, that they had 
gathered around them a number of relatives and friends and 
were prepared to resist arrest. Major John P. Finley, Gov- 
ernor of the district, went to Basilan to direct the chase and 
as the gunboat Pampanga happened to be in port, Captain 
Woodrutt was asked to assist in the work. nsign Hovey 
volunteered to lead the sailor-men and landed twenty-one 
bluejackets at Sengal. A camp was established at Tabla 
and several expeditions made into the interior, but no trace 
of the Yakans could be found. On September 24 it was 
planned that a party of six, under Ensign Hovey, should meet 
a detachment of scouts and thoroughly search a number of 
shacks thate had been noticed the day before. On approach- 
ing the rendezvous every precaution was taken and men were 
— along the trails leading to the clearing. Cautiously, 
Tovey, with Seaman John H. Catherwood, Corpl. Jose Niz- 
peros (34th Co., P.S.), and the Yakan guide, entered the 
clearing, but with the exception of two unarmed natives, sit- 
ting in the doorway of the shack, no one was in sight. When 
they had reached a point in front and about ten yards dis- 
tant, three muskets were discharged through the sides of 
the shack, and instantly about thirty Yakans poured out from 
all directions. 

The guns had evidently been loaded with slugs and all 
of the party but Catherwood went down at the first dis- 
charge, while ten times their number swarmed down upon 
them. Ensign Hovey received nineteen wounds and died al- 
most instantly, the guide also being killed in the first rush. 
Corporal Nizperos went down with his left arm shattered 
above the elbow, but with wonderful grit and courage, he, 
with one hand, managed to load and fire his rifle eight times, 
thus aiding greatly in the -ceneral result. — Catherwood 
emptied his revolver and Krag into the advancing mob and 
went down with three spear and three bolo wounds. In the 
meantime Hospital Apprentice F. H. McGuire and Machinist 
Mate Hendrickeon came running down the trail to the aid 
of their comrades. Hendrickson emptied both of his weapons 
into the crowd and then used his rifle as a club until he 
broke it on a Yakan’s head, while McGuire after emptying 
his weapons actuall bluffed @ Yakan who was advancing 
upon him with a bolo by waving an empty revolver at him. 
Carpenter’s Mate Vose and Seaman Harrison, the latter with 
a shotgun, who had been posted farther away, rushed up 
firing and yelling and the Yakans, thinking that a large 
body of reinforcement was at hand, fled, leaviag six dead 
upon the field. . 

The scout detachment, which was about a mile away, heard 
the firing and rushed to the scene, but the fight was over. 
McGuire made good use of his hospital tatging in binding 
up the wounds and preventing serious loss of blood. Litters 
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were hastily improvised and the party returned sadly to the 
coast. The body of the brave Hovey was brought to Zam- 
boanga and sent north on the transport Warren. Nizpero’s 
arm was amputated just below the shoulder. Catherwood, 
suffering from six terrible wounds, was taken to tne post 
hospital, and later to Cavite. While deploring the tragic 
outcome of the expedition one cannot help being proud of 
the brave fight which was made, and which no doubt, will 
be rewarded by medals of honor and certificates of merit. 
Company L, 3d Infantry, Capt. Woodson Hocker command- 
ing, was dispatched to Basilan to assist the scouts in running 
down the murderers, and all of them were either killed or 
captured. 

General Pershing went to Jolo last week for a general 
conference with the various headmen and dattos of Sulu, in 
regard to disarmament, and a great many of the natives 
have surrendered their weapons. It was hoped that all would 
do so without trouble, but news has been received here that 
a number of armed bancs have been seen in the Island and 
that a sergeant has been killed and four men badly wounded 
by the Moros who crept into a camp of three troops of the 
2nd Cavalry. The machine gun platoons of the 3d Infantry 
and the 2d Cavalry have not been sent away for the usual 
target practice, and all recruits who have joined since last 
target season, have been required to qualify on an impro- 
vised range. The annual inspection by the department com- 
mander has just been completed at this post. At the maneu- 
vers a problem was worked out with particular bearings upon 
conditions which would prevail if the troops are ordered 
to Jolo for field service. Capt. W. O. Reed, provincial sec- 
retary, has returned from Borneo with a large quantity of 
high-class stock for the San Ramon farm, and a string of 
polo ponies for Governor General Forbes.

IMPERIAL GARDEN PARTY AT TOKIO. 


Tokio, Japan, Nov. 18, 1911. 

The Imperial garden party, always given when the chrysan- 
themums are at the height of their perfection, took place on 
Nov. 15, this year, in the grounds of the Crown Prince’s 
Ayoyama Palace. The Empress, accompanied by the Crown 
Prince and Princess, other imperial princes and ladies in 
waiting, arrived at the chrysanthemum booths shortly after 
two o'clock, and after inspecting the flowers, passed through 
an avenue formed by the bowing guests, into the pavilion 
that awaited them. 

Sir Claude MacDonald, as dean of the Diplomatic Corps, 
was the first one permitted to approach Her Majesty, and the 
other Ambassadors and their parties came afterwards, in 
order of rank. Mr. Bryan, the new American Ambassador, 
had just arrived, and had not yet presented his credentials, 
as the Emperor, was absent at maneuvers, so the duties of 
presenting the Americans fell to Mr. Montgomery Schuyler, 
the first secretary of the embassy, and his wife. 

Mr. Schuyler presented, among others, Major G. H. R. 
Gosman and Lieuts. O. C. Troxel and Charles Burnett, who 
form the detail from the U.S. Army to study the Japanese 
language.

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EFFICIENCY 


Letter No. 9. Dec. 16, 1911. 


The term “efficiency” is as indefinite in real meaning when 
applied to storage batteries, as is “predestination” in matters re- 
ligious. 

Ordinarily, practical efficiency means ability to continue useful 
work over a protracted period, with minimum deterioration and ex- 
pense. Inasmuch as a person’s time is worth money, the more time 
one has to spend taking care of a piece of apparatus, the more it is 
costing, in addition to the depreciation, and the less the real practical 
efficiency of the device to him. 

We are told in one breath that lead batteries have 75 per cent. 
efficiency, and in the next, “Give the battery a prolonged overcharge 
about once a month. This overcharge should continue at about 60 
per cent. of the 8-hour rate, until free gassing of the negative plates 
has continued for an hour.” Again “Cells which stand a consider- 
able time unused—say, as long as 45 days . . . should be over- 
charged as directed. It is best to give them a slight charge and dis- 
charge about once a week if practicable.”—-(Standard Handbook for 
Electrical Engineers. ) 

Others tell you to overcharge every week or two, even if in 
regular work. 

Edison Battery Directions tell you to overcharge every twelfth 
cycle until four overcharges have been made, and thereafter, every 
three months. Yet even this 60 per cent. efficiency the Edison Bat- 
tery is credited with, is slightly lowered by this wasting of energy. 

Puts one in mind of the stereotyped Regular Contract, plus 
extras. 

Practical folk will agree that efficiency means the greatest 
amount of work done in a year or in five years, with the minimum of 
expense. Everything must be counted. 

This subject is one that can be best expressed in parables. 

A windmill salesman comes along and sells to an unsuspecting 
farmer a perfectly good windmill, and a new kind of tank. That 
farmer has learned to look upon tanks as containers of water, or 
whatever is pumped into them, for its storage until used, when and 
how he desires. He doesn’t ask for the “Directions for Operation” 
of this particular tank. 

The outfit arrives, and is installed by the windmill men. The 
farmer pays his money, and sits down to peruse the forty-page book 
of “Directions and Rules for Operation” he was handed when the 
transaction was closed. It is harvesting time, and he is fearfully 
busy. He reads: 

1. Don’t drain all the water from the tank at any time, except 
as below specified. 

2. Never allow water to be pumped into the tank, until it is at 
least two-thirds empty. 

3. Then start windmill right away, and don’t let it stop pump- 
ing until tank is full. 

4. Never let tank temperature rise above normal. 

5. Go over all the rivets of tank once a week, using a cadmium 
hammer, to determine their condition. 

6. Buy a water meter, connect it to the tank once a week, and 
see if water is flowing properly; if not, pump water in, allowing it to 
overflow until it does run out properly. 

7. If you are called away for over 45 days, and don’t use the 
tank, pay some one to come around every two weeks, start the wind- 
mill, and pump water into it. It is better to let some of the water 
run out before you do so. 

8. If tank is to remain unused two months or longer, send for 
a boilermaker and his blow torch, drain tank, remove all rivets, take 
all the plates of the tank apart, wash them thoroughly, and store 
them away. 

g. If plates have swelled, hire a road roller or a cotton press to 
squeeze them back to thickness. 

10. When you come back and want water, send for your boiler- 
maker and his torch, reassemble tank, using new rivets, allow tank 
to overflow for some time before using the water. 

11. Be sure your main pipes from tank do not burst at any 
time, because if you remove the water from the tank too quickly, 
it will buckle the plates and ruin it. 

12. Be sure the windmill never pumps water into the tank too 
fast, as this will injure the tank. 

13. Every twelve or eighteen months remove all sediment, send 
for your boilermaker and his torch, remove all rivets, take your tank 
apart, clean all the parts, reassemble, using new rivets. 

14. Never allow the tank to be filled when the temperature of 
same is above normal. 


15. Similarly, never use water from the tank when temperature 
of tank is above normal. Your convenience and necessity is of sec- 
ondary consideration. 

16. If you do not have use for all the water your mill pumps, 
better let two-thirds of the water run out about once every month, 
and refill the tank. 

17. Filling and using tank causes the water to change its 
density, so that you must buy a hydrometer and test said water once 
a week. If reading of hydrometer is .o5 from standard density, add 
chemicals or pure water to bring it right. 

18. Open the cover, look inside, and add distilled water or 
boiled rain water until level reaches the mark. 


The farmer’s crops suffer, but he sticks manfully to his task. 
Finally, one day, after about the three hundredth time water has 
been pumped into the tank, he happens to glance skyward, and 
notices a flock of large black birds soaring overhead. He has per- 
formed an autopsy ! 

He tears out the tank, uncouples the windmill, and goes back to 
the well bucket. 

About this time, a drummer comes along from another windmill 
and tank manufacturing company. The dogs are unleashed. But 
he waves a Guarantee flag of truce, and this time the farmer asks 
for “Directions and Rules for Operation” of his particular kind of 
tank. 


He finds: 

1. Let tank run over a little while, about every twelve times 
you fill until 48 refills. have been made and then about every three 
months thereafter. 

2. Put some pure water into the little receptacle we furnish, 
and every now and then turn the faucet of this little device until the 
bell rings. 

3. Forget the tank and the windmill the rest of the time. 

4. If, at the end of four years’ use, the tank is incapable of 
showing its original rated capacity, we will repair.or replace free of 
charge. 


The farmer graduates from the well bucket for good. 

Do you think that No. 1 salesman could have gotten within a 
mile of that farmer if No. 2 had arrived first with his “Directions 
for Operation” embraced in his catalogue? 

Before purchasing any piece of apparatus, it is a wise plan to 
ask the manufacturers for a copy of the directions on which the 
Guarantee is based. 

It is then a good plan to pay a lawyer five dollars to tell you 
whether or not the Guarantee means anything. 

Then, with a full realization of the duties you must perform, 
etc., it is up to you to figure whether it will pay you to spend more 
money for a device that will last, stand abuse, and give you great 
peace of mind, or whether you wish to pay less money originally, 
face a large deterioration charge, figure your own time at its value, 
or insure against the probability of the man you assign the duty to 
deciding he knows more about storage batteries than the manufac- 
turer and compromising by doing nothing at all. 

If, through rapid advancement in Ordnance, Armor, etc., Battle- 
ships become obsolete a few years after being put into commission, it 
is difficult to understand why the same principle does not appy to 
storage batteries used in Submarines, and for other Naval purposes. 
A Submarine in reserve, with batteries taken apart, removed from 
the boat and stored, cannot be deemed as efficient a unit as a Sub- 
marine from which the battery does not have to be removed, or 
otherwise made unfit for instant service should necessity arise. 

Efficiency is a composite factor.
